With  the  Fifty-third  National  Encampment  of  the  Grand  Army  of 
the  Republic  held  in  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  August  27th  to  September  1st, 
1939,  another  year  past  into  history  for  our  organization.  Forty-five 
years  ago  this  hospitable  city  entertained  one  thousand  vigorous,  for¬ 
ward-looking  men  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  marching 
straight  and  strong  through  the  same  streets  that  furnished  the  ave¬ 
nue  through  which  came  the  147  veterans  registered  this  year.  This 
shows  that  the  changing  order  prevails,  while  Time  takes  its  toll  phy¬ 
sically,  leaving  only  the  wonderful  spirit  of  perseverance  clinging  to 
the  frame  bent  with  age.  What  was  done  forty-five  years  ago  was 
repeated  this  year,  through  the  efforts  of  the  honorable  chairman, 
C.  H.  William  Ruhe,  and  the  general  chairman,  Robert  G.  Woodside, 
and  the  Citizens’  Committee.  Very  ill  in  the  hospital,,  unable  to  greet 
his  comrades  personally,  Col.  Ruhe  knew  that  Col.  Woodside  would  not 
leave  the  smallest  thing  undone,  to  do  honor  to  his  Commander-in- 
Chief,  Robert  M.  Rownd,  and  the  allied  organizations. 

It  was  a  week  filled  with  greatest  enjoyment,  from  the  time  we 
entered  the  city  until  we  took  our  leave. 


Delegates  were  arriving  as  early  as  Thursday,  the  week  before 
Convention,  some  for  visits  with  relatives  in  or  near  Pittsburgh,  some 
to  spend  parts  of  their  vacations,  others  to  attend  the  anniversary 
of  the  Ladies  of  the  G.  A.  R.  Home  at  Swissvale,  Pa.,  on  August  24th. 
This  is  always  a  gala  day,  a  day  when  our  membership  brings  gifts  to 
the  Home.  Fourteen  hundred  were  present  that  day  to  play  games, 
attend  the  dinner  and  the  supper,  in  fact  to  spend  the  whole  day  roam¬ 
ing  through  the  spacious  rooms  and  halls  of  this  wonderful  old  build¬ 
ing,  meeting  the  guests  who  live  in  the  Home,  greeting  friends  until 
a  late  hour,  when  the  gracious  superintendent,  Frances  M.  Kuhns, 
Past  National  President,  bade  all  goodnight  with  hearty  thanks  for 
their  presence. 


Saturday  morning,  August  26th,  Commander-in-Chief  Robert  M. 
Rownd,  Frances  M.  Kuhns  and  Edwina  P.  Trigg,  National  President, 
spoke  over  Radio  Station  KQV,  on  the  American  Legion  Auxiliary 
Program,  presented  by  Mrs.  Jesse  Cornelius.  Sister  Kuhns  in  pre¬ 
senting  her  guests,  said: 

“Pittsburghers  are  indeed  proud  in  having  a.^  our  guests  this  week 
the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  and  the  five  organizations  allied  with 
them.  It  has  been  forty-five  years  since  our  city  has  been  so  hon- 
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ored.  Col.  Robert  Woodside,  General  Chairman,  and  his  splendid  com- 
mitee  have  left  nothing  undone  to  make  this  seventy-fifth  Encampment 
an  outstanding  one. 

As  Superintendent  of  the  Ladies  of  the  G.  A.  R.  Home  at  Hawk¬ 
ins  Station,  I  had  the  very  great  honor  of  visiting  with  our  National 
President,  Edwina  P.  Trigg,  of  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  at  the  Roosevelt  Ho¬ 
tel,  our  Commander-in-Chief,  Robert  M.  Rownd,  at  his  headquarters, 
the  William  Penn  Hotel,,  and  to  welcome  them  to  our  city  and  invite 
them  to  visit  our  Home,  and  meet  the  seventy-five  women  there  who 
are  the  wives,  sisters  and  daughters  of  the  Veterans  of  the  Civil  War. 
This  Home  stands  as  a  monument  to  the  Ladies  of  the  Grand  Army  of 
the  Republic  in  Pennsylvania,  ai.d  is  the  largest  of  its  kind  in  the 
United  States.  Commander  Rownd  congratulated  me  and  said  the 
ladies  were  doing  a  noble  work  in  caring  for  the  loved  ones  of  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic. 

This  Home  celebrated  its  forty-ninth  Anniversary  on  Thursday, 
when  1,500  people  were  present.  The  women  are  happy  and  contented 
and  most  grateful  for  the  care  given  them.  Friday,  September  1st, 
the  President,  Mrs.  Mary  Bain,  and  her  Board  of  Managers  will  hold 
open  house  from  two  to  four,  when  all  organizations  are  invited  to 
visit  our  home.  The  guest  of  honor  will  be  Carrie  V.  Sherriff ,  of  Los 
Angeles,  Calif.,,  Chairman  of  Arrangements  forty-five  years  ago,  one 
who  helped  to  make  our  home  possible. 

As  Past  National  President  and  Chairman  of  Convention  Arrange¬ 
ments  for  the  Ladies  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  I  take  great 
pleasure  in  presenting  our  guests  to  you  today,  Commander-in-Chief 
Rownd  and  our  National  President,  Edwina  P.  Trigg.  Commander 
Rownd.” 

Commander-in-Chief  Rownd  thanked  the  citizens  of  Pittsburgh  for 
the  hearty  welcome  given  him  on  his  entrance  into  their  city  when 
he  was  met  at  the  city  gates  by  the  Governor  of  Pennsylvania,  the 
Mayor  of  Pittsburgh,  and  prominent  citizens,  who  escorted  him  with 
military  honors  to  the  William  Penn  Hotel,  his  home  during  his  so¬ 
journ  here.  He  spoke  of  the  honor  of  serving  under  President  Mc¬ 
Kinley;  his  eight  years  as  Postmaster  at  Columbus,  Ohio;  his  service 
for  his  country  as  an  Ohio  soldier;  and  his  return  to  find  his  sweet¬ 
heart  waiting  for  him  whom  he  took  for  his  wife,  and  the  joy  of  hav¬ 
ing  had  her  for  his  sweetheart  for  seventy-three  years  this  coming 
October.  He  wished  all  his  listeners,  health  and  happiness  and  the 
Lord’s  blessing  on  all. 

When  presented  by  Sister  Kuhns,,  Sister  Trigg  said: 

“The  Ladies  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  is  one  of  a  group 
of  five  organizations  affiliated  with  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic, 
and  ranks  second  in  this  group.  The  Woman’s  Relief  Corps  comes 
first  as  the  Auxiliary  to  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  The  Daugh- 
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ters  of  Union  Veterans  of  the  Civil  War  ranks  third,  then  the  Sons 
of  Veterans  of  the  Civil  War  and  their  Auxiliary. 

The  Ladies  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  started  as  The 
Ladies  Loyal  League  in  New  Jersey,  our  Mother  Department,,  in  1880. 
Other  organizations  were  formed  in  the  states  of  Pennsylvania,  Cali¬ 
fornia  and  Illinois,  with  smaller  groups  to  form  these  departments. 
In  1886  these  four  states  came  together  and  formed  a  national  organi¬ 
zation,  which  has  grown  to  thirty-two  departments  in  the  United 
States. 

The  Ladies  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  are  banded  together 
to  teach  patriotism  and  lessons  of  good  citizenship  to  the  children  of 
our  land;  to  proclaim  the  idea  of  one  vast  sisterhood  in  the  practice 
of  the  Golden  Rule;  to  perpetuate  the  deeds  and  sacrifices  of  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic.  We  honor  the  memory  of  the  loyal  soldiers,  sail¬ 
ors  and  marines,  and  keep  sacred  Memorial  Day,  established  by  General 
John  A.  Logan,  the  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  Grand  Army,  through 
his  General  Order  No.  11,  on  May  5,  1868.  We  encourage  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic  in  their  work  of  charity  and  uphold  the  ideal 
and  principles  for  which  they  offered  their  services  to  their  country  in 
time  of  need,  when  they  gave  their  all  that  this  land  of  ours  might 
be  a  free  and  united  Nation. 

It  has  been  an  honor  to  represent  this  organization  of  The  Ladies 
of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  this  year  as  its  National  President, 
traveling  from  coast  to  coast  with  the  leaders  of  the  Allied  group. 

The  wonderful  men  of  the  Grand  Army  have  an  average  age  of 
94  years.  That  there  lives  have  been  spared  is  an  evidence  of  strict 
adherence  to  the  laws  of  life,  “that  your  life  may  be  long  in  the  land 
that  the  Lord  thy  God  giveth  thee.” 

Our  Commander-in-Chief  has  just  spoken  to  you,  and  his  94  years 
here  on  this  earth  has  taken  him  into  public  life  in  Ohio  where  he 
served  his  city,  state  and  government  in  many  honored  positions,  and 
it  is  a  great  privilege  to  share  this  time  with  him. 

I  have  seen  the  shining  faces  of  the  soldiers  of  today 
My  heart  goes  out  in  love  for  them,  and  pride  in  their  array. 

But  kindly,  grizzled  faces  of  the  men  that  Lincoln  blest, 

As  they  older  grow  are  the  dearer,  and  ever  seem  the  best. 

And  I’ve  never  lost  the  loyalty,  in  childhood  days  begun, 

For  the  comrades  of  my  father,  the  BOYS  of  Sixty-one. 

So  I  bring  my  tribute  to  OUR  GRAND  ARMY  today,  with  a 
heart  filled  with  gratitude  for  their  sacrifices.  We,  who  are  here  to¬ 
day  will  take  the  course  of  human  life,  but  the  names  here  established 
on  this  earth  will  live  down  through  the  years  to  come  to  do  honor  to 
those  who  saved  this  country  to  the  Union.’’

Fifty-third  National  Convention 


Sunday  morning  the  National  Presidents,  by  special  invitation, 
were  asked  to  attend  the  services  at  the  Smithfield  Street  Methodist 
Church,  where  the  sermon  was  delivered  by  the  Rev.  J.  Kirkwood  Craig, 
Chaplain-in-Chief  of  the  Sons  of  Union  Veterans  of  the  Civil  War. 
Many  of  the  comrades  and  members  of  the  allied  orders  were  present 
and  enjoyed  the  special  music  arranged  for  this  occasion.  The  Rev. 
Joshua  C.  Pearce,  Chaplain-in-Chief  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Repub¬ 
lic,  gave  the  invocation  and  benediction. 


Following  the  custom  of  our  organization  to  place  a  memorial  in 
the  city  in  which  we  hold  our  convention  each  year,  a  joint  dedica¬ 
tion  of  two  tablets  at  the  Soldiers  and  Sailors  Memorial  Hall  was  held 
at  1:30  o’clock  Sunday  afternoon.  The  auxiliary  to  the  Sons  of  the 
Union  Veterans  presented  a  bronze  tablet  with  a  bust  of  General  John 
A.  Logan  at  the  top,  and  the  General  Order  No.  11  below.  Mrs.  Anne 
Lockyer,  National  President,  was  in  charge  of  the  Auxiliary  program. 
Edwina  P.  Trigg,  National  President  of  the  Ladies  of  the  Grand  Army 
of  the  Republic,  introduced  Mabel  Lynch,  National  Patriotic  Instruc¬ 
tor,  who  presented  a  bronze  tablet,  with  a  bust  of  General  U.  S.  Grant 
at  the  top  and  which  carried  General  Grant’s  ultimatum  to  General 
Lee  at  the  close  of  the  war.  These  tablets  were  of  the  exact  size, 
with  the  busts  facing  and  occupying  a  large  space  in  the  Hall’s  cor¬ 
ridor  on  the  second  floor.  The  U.  S.  Marine  Band,  under  the  direction 
of  Captain  Santelman,  played  for  the  occasion.  Ini  introducing  Sister 
Lynch,  Sister  Trigg  said  in  part: 

“How  very  few  tablets  have  been  erected  to  the  memory  of  a  man 
born  in  a  lowly  home  on  the  banks  of  the  Ohio  River,  careless  in  his 
dress,  disliking  praise,  yet  reaching  great  heights  through  his  knowl¬ 
edge  of  men  and  their  ways.  He  cared  not  for  show,  but  it  was  his 
custom  to  seek  the  good  of  others  rather  than  office  or  personal  gain, 
remembering  the  divine  injunction,  ‘He  that  would  be  great  among 
you,  let  him  be  your  servant.’  He  reached  the  highest  place  that  was 
in  the  power  of  the  people  of  the  United  States  to  give,,  and  has  now 
taken  his  place  in  death  among  the  World’s  Immortals.” 

The  tablet  was  dedicated  to  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic 
by  Sister  Lynch,  who  said:  “I  feel  honored  to  have  this  privilege 
to  appear  before  you,  representing  the  Ladies  of  the  Grand  Army 
of  the  Republic.  We  have  here  a  bronze  tablet  with  a  bust  of  Gen¬ 
eral  Grant  at  the  top,  and  in  the  body  of  the  tablet  Grant’s  ulti¬ 
matum,  ‘The  terms  that  ended  the  war,’  given  to  General  Lee  at  Ap¬ 
pomattox  Court  House,  April  9,  1865.  We  now  dedicate  this  tablet 
to  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  in  commemoration  of  those  four 
long  years  of  struggle  when  they  went  straight  up  to  the  heights  of 
Appomattox,  heralding  to  the  world  that  the  flag  and  the  union  were 
safe  for  all  time  to  come.  We  present  this  tablet  as  a  tribute  to  the 
life  of  General  Grant  as  a  soldier,  which  should  never  be  passed  by  in 
silence  by  the  living  soldiers  of  his  armies.  Their  period  of  service 
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was  the  same  almost  to  a  day,  and  even  now  after  many  decades,  they 
receive  a  new  impulse  of  patriotism  whenever  his  name  is  mentioned.” 

In  the  absence,  through  illness,  of  Past  Commander-in-Chief  Ruhe, 
Commander-in-Chief  Robert  M.  Rownd  accepted  the  tablets,  dedicated 
to  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic. 


At  3:00  o’clock  the  annual  meeting  of  the  National  Federated 
Patriotic  Societies  was  held  in  the  Gold  Room  of  the  Roosevelt  Hotel. 
Frances  M.  Kuhn,  National  President,  presided.  The  reports  from  the 
various  organizations  showed  great  interest  in  the  Federation.  Greet¬ 
ings  were  ordered  sent  to  Past  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  Sons  of 
U.  V.„  Brother  Pratt,  of  Nebraska,  who  has  been  ill  for  some  time. 
Officers  elected  for  the  ensuing  year:  William  L.  Anderson,  National 
President;  Edwina  P.  Trigg,  Senior  Vice-President;  Rhoda  Denny  Moss, 
Chaplain;  Anne  Lockyer,  Patriotic  Instructor,  and  Mary  J.  Love,  Sec¬ 
retary-Treasurer. 


Two  hundred  attended  the  banquet  of  the  National  Federated  Pa¬ 
triotic  Societies  held  in  the  Blue  Room  of  the  Hotel  Roosevelt.  The 
pledge  to  the  flag  was  led  by  Elizabeth  Kothe,  National  Patriotic  In¬ 
structor,  and  the  invocation  by  Margaret  C.  Brady,  followed  by  the 
address  of  welcome  by  Frances  M.  Kuhns,  who  introduced  the  disting¬ 
uished  guests.  Rhoda  Denny  Moss,  National  President,  W.  R.  C.,  gave 
her  tribute  “to  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,”  the  speaker  of  the 
evening,  the  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  Sons  of  U.  V.„  William  L.  An¬ 
derson,  the  newly-elected  President  of  the  Federated  Patriotic  Societies, 
who  gave  a  very  interesting  and  patriotic  addrss.  Edwina  P.  Trigg, 
National  President  of  the  Ladies  of  the  G.  A.  R.,,  newly-elected  Vice- 
President  of  the  Society,  in  paying  tribute  “to  the  National  Federated 
Patriotic  Societies,”  said:  “There  never  was  a  time  in  the  history  of  our 
organization  when  the  unity  of  purpose  is  so  greatly  needed.  We  are 
really  five  units  of  a  great  family — the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic. 
As  such  there  should  be  one  purpose,  one  aim  uppermost  in  our 
thoughts  and  activities,  for  the  same  ideals  and  principles  cement  our 
orders.  We  are  all  under  one  flag,  made  possible  by  those  whose  name 
we  are  organized  to  perpetuate.  If  in  unity  there  is  strength,  we 
should  move  along  as  one  body,  planning  our  activity  for  the  great 
good  which  can  be  accomplished.  This  is  the  National  Federated  Patri¬ 
otic  Societies.” 


The  Memorial  service  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  was 
held  Sunday  evening  at  8:00  o’clock  in  the  large  auditorium  of  the 
Soldiers  and  Sailors  Memorial  Hall.  Col.  Robert  Woodside,.  general 
chairman,  presided.  The  music  by  the  U.  S.  Marine  Band  was  under 
the  direction  of  Capt.  Santelman,  in  the  absence  of  Capt.  Taylor  Bran¬ 
son.  After  the  invocation  was  pronounced  by  the  Rev.  J.  Kirkwood

Craig,  National  Chaplain-in-Chief  of  the  Sons  of  U.  V.,  the  Jones  and 
Laughlin  chorus  gave  a  very  pleasing  program.  The  memorial  ad¬ 
dress  was  given  by  the  Hon.  Benjamin  Lencher,  Judge  of  the  Alle¬ 
gheny  County  Court.  After  the  tributes  were  given  by  the  chaplains 
of  the  Allied  Orders;  Joshua  C.  Pearce  for  the  Grand  Army;  Grace 
H.  Hahn,  W.  R.  C.;  Catherine  G.  Schroeder,  Ladies  of  the  G.  A. 
R.;  Ora  Cox,  the  D.  of  U.  V.;  Rev.  J.  Kirkwood  Craig,  S.  of  U, 
V.;  Catherine  L.  Joyce,  Auxiliary  to  the  S.  of  U.  V.;  the  National 
Presidents  placed  the  floral  tributes  for  each  organization:  Robert 
M.  Rownd  for  the  Grand  Army;  Rhoda  Denny  Moss,  W.  R.  C.;  Ed- 
wina  P.  Trigg,  Ladies  of  the  G.  A.  R.;  Anne  Raelying,  Daughters  of  the 
Union  Veterans;  William  L  Anderson,  Sons  of  Union  Veterans;  Ann 
Lockyer,  Aux.  to  the  Sons  of  U.  V. 

The  tribute  of  our  National  Chaplain,  Catherine  G.  Schroeder: 

“We  have  met  here  tonight  in  memory  of  our  beloved  comrades 
who  have  passed  beyond  the  pearly  gates,  where  our  Heavenly  Father 
has  promised  to  prepare  a  place  for  us,  in  a  house  of  many  mansions. 

These  great  men  of  ’61-’65  will  never  be  forgotten  by  those  who 
linger  to  work  a  little  longer,  while  their  names,  their  faith  and  their 
love  of  country  on  Memory’s  Page  stands  out  so  bright  and  clear. 

The  flowers  placed  by  Edwina  P.  Trigg,  National  President  of  the 
Ladies  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  is  a  loving  tribute  which 
only  the  living  can  pay  to  its  heroic  dead. 

‘No  one  hears  the  door  that  opens 
When  they  pass  beyond  our  call;

When  we,  too,  have  passed  beyond 
Hand  in  hand  around  God’s  altar

As  they  came  and  took  the  ones  we  loved  so  dear, 

God  knew  that  they  were  suffering,  and  the  hills  were  hard  to  climb, 
So  he  closed  their  weary  eyelids  and  whispered, 

Peace  be  thine,  Comrades,  peace  be  thine.’  ’’ 

The  Rev.  Lawrence  A.  O’Connell  pronounced  the  benediction.  While 
the  audience  stood,  the  U.  S.  Marine  Band  played  “Taps.’’  The  audi¬ 
ence  remained  standing  until  the  members  of  the  Grand  Army  had 
retired.

Thanks  were  given  the  Presidents’  Association  for  this  lovely 
breakfast. 


The  Memorial  Service  for  our  sisters  and  comrades  was  held  in  the 
Gold  Room  of  the  Roosevelt  Hotel  Monday  afternoon.  The  service 
called  to  order  by  Nellie  K.  Stammel,  National  Senior  Vice-Presi¬ 
dent,  was  under  the  direction  of  Catherine  G.  Schroeder,  National  Chap¬ 
lain.  On  a  cross  of  white  gardenias,  a  gold  wreath  was  placed  by 
Josephine  Mahar,  P.  N.  P.,  to  the  memory  of  soldiers  and  members 
of  our  Order.  Comrade  George  N.  Lockwood,,  Past  Department  Com¬ 
mander  of  California,  paid  tribute  to  his  departed  comrades  and  Sister 
Grandle  paid  tribute  to  the  departed  sisters  and  Alice  Carey  Risley, 
National  President,  and  last  member  of  the  Army  Nurses  Association, 
who  was  a  member  of  the  Department  of  Missouri.  The  chaplains 
of  the  several  departments  brought  flowers,  each  in  her  turn  and 
placed  them  at  the  foot  of  the  cross,  as  Sister  Stammel  called  the 
roll  of  honored  dead.  The  conductors  were  Minnie  Seitz  and  Effie 
Thrasher  of  California,  assisted  by  Marjory  Deams  and  Betty  Stanley 
of  Pennsylvania,  and  four  little  girls  with  their  crowns  of  gold  and 
white  robes  who  set  the  gates  ajar. 

As  a  memorial  to  her  mother,  Sister  Schroeder  presented  a  new 
banner  to  Capitola  Mayes,  Department  President  for  the  Department 
of  California;  thirty-five  New  Testaments  were  presented  to  members 
of  John  I.  Nevin  Junior  Circle  who  had  come  to  pay  their  respects  to 
their  National  President,  and  bring  greetings  to  members  of  our 
Order.  After  repeating  the  Lord’s  Prayer,  Marie  S.  Harkins,  soloist, 
accompanied  by  Myra  Montross,  pianist,  led  in  singing  “Onward  Chris¬ 
tian  Soldiers,”  closing  a  very  impressive  service. 


Following  the  memorial  service,  a  short  patriotic  program  was 
given.  The  National  President,  having  returned  from  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  was  introduced  by  Na¬ 
tional  Chaplain,  Sister  Schroeder.  Mabel  Lynch,  National  Patriotic

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of  Schools.  A  large  silk  flag  was  presented  to  the  Roosevelt  Hotel 
and  was  accepted  by  Mr.  Gordon  Scott,  assistant  manager.  Helen  M. 
Lehman,  Past  National  President,  presented  two  silk  escort  flags  to  the 
organization,  in  honor  of  her  father  and  mother,  which  was  accepted 
by  Lillian  Clark  Cary.  The  National  Patriotic  Instructor  then  pre¬ 
sented  two  flags,  one  to  a  troup  of  Boy  Scouts  and  one  to  a  troup  of 
Girl  Scouts,  who  pledged  allegiance  to  the  flag,  and  in  accepting  them 
gave  assurance  that  these  flags  would  have  a  sacred  place  in  the 
hearts  of  all  their  members. 


Monday  evening  at  8:00  o'clock  in  the  Soldiers  and  Sailors  Memor¬ 
ial  Hall,  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  and  the  City  of  Pittsburgh  offi¬ 
cially  welcomed  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  and  their  allied  or¬ 
ganizations  at  the  semi-official  meeting.  Col.  Robert  G.  Woodside 
presided,  and  the  music  was  furnished  by  the  U.  S.  Marine  Band.  After 
singing  the  “Star  Spangled  Banner,’’  the  Rev.  Paul  R.  Rock,,  rector  of 
St.  Paul’s  Cathedral,  gave  the  invocation.  Acting  for  Governor  Arthur 
James,  Major  General  Martins  of  the  National  Guards,  who  is  also 
adjutant  general  of  Pennsylvania,  welcomed  the  visitors  to  the  state, 
and,  on  behalf  of  the  County,  the  Honorable  J.  Kane,  chairman  of  the 
board  of  commissioners  of  Allegehany  County,  extended  a  welcome. 
Mayor  Cornelius  D.  Scully  spoke  for  the  city  of  Pittsburgh,  as  did  also 
Mr.  George  Sand,  adjutant  general  of  Pennsylvania,,  Grand  Army  of 
the  Republic.  When  the  Marine  band  played  “Hail  the  Chief,”  the 
audience  rose  to  greet  the  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  Grand  Army 
of  the  Republic,  Robert  M.  Rownd.  Mr.  Frank  T.  Hines,  administrator 
of  veterans  affairs,  made  the  address  of  the  evening.  Greetings  were 
extended  by  the  five  participating  orders  through  their  national  presi¬ 
dents. 

In  presenting  the  gift  of  our  organization  to  the  Commander-in- 
Chief,  Edwina  P.  Trigg,  National  President,  said  in  part:  “We  are 
the  second  organization  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  to  bring 
greetings  to  the  city  of  Pittsburgh  for  their  hospitality  to  the  Grand 
Army,  and  we  are  grateful  for  your  kindness,  for  it  has  been  45  years 
since  you  extended  the  same  hospitality  to  them.  I  consider  it  an 
honor  tonight  for  me  to  bring  greetings  to  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic— the  comrades  of  my  father.  I  hope  you  will  remember  that 
the  mission  of  the  Ladies  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  is  that 
we  are  your  helpers,  and  anything  we  can  do  for  your  comfort,  we 
stand  ready  at  all  times.  We,,  too,  bring  gifts  of  love,  and  here  is 
a  little  token  from  my  organization  to  your  organization.”  (In  an 
envelope  was  a  check  for  $1,000.)  “To  you,  my  commander-in-chief, 
I  present  this  flag  as  a  remembrance  of  our  year  together.  I  can 
pay  no  greater  tribute  to  you  than  to  pay  a  tribute  to  the  flag  under 
which  you  fought.  I  trust  you  will  place  it  somewhere  in  your  home, 
and  it  will  be  the  first  thing  your  eye  meets  in  the  morning  when  you 
awake— the  flag  you  love  so  dearly.  It  will  say  to  you,  ‘I  am  the  flag; 
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my  red  is  for  the  blood  of  freemen  shed  that  their  children  and  their 
children’s  children  might  live  in  a  free  and  united  nation;  my  white  is 
for  the  purity  of  ideals,  for  the  preservation  of  which  a  hundred  mill¬ 
ion  people  stand  responsible;  my  blue  is  for  the  azure  of  free  skies.  I 
was  conceived  in  liberty,  nourished  on  freedom  and  dedicated  to  the 
great  cause  of  humanity.  Clinging  to  my  folds  are  the  peoples  from 
all  the  world  who  have  come  from  their  native  lands  to  find  better 
things  and  have  found  them.  I  have  been  torn  to  shreds;  ripped  by 
the  storms  of  adversity;  shot  at  and  shelled  in  many  wars,  but  I  am 
still  here,  still  the  symbol  of  honor,  of  hope  and  of  liberty.  Am  I  worth 
preserving  ?  Yes,  a  thousand  times  yes. 

To  you,  Old  Glory  floating 
In  the  breeze  against  the  sky, 

The  lives  of  all  our  heroes 
Are  melded,  and  we  try 
To  see  in  your  hued  stars  and  stripes 
The  glory  that  will  be; 

For  those  who  stood  beneath  you 
In  the  name  of  liberty. 

To  you,  our  hearts  are  bowing 
In  solemnity  that’s  grand; 

As  the  peoples  of  our  nation 
Stand  as  brothers,  hand  in  hand, 

To  pay  the  greatest  tribute 
To  the  greatest  flag,  bar  none, 

For  God  placed  you  in  the  heavens 

And,  through  Him  your  victories  won. 

Commander  Rownd  accepted  the  flag,,  and  the  gift  from  the  organi- 
zation,  saying  he  was  deeply  grateful.

My  Friends  and  Sisters:  We  are  here  to  keep  Mothers’  influence 
;a  continuous  force  in  our  lives.  She  is  more  than  a  masterpiece  on 
memories’  walls,  she  is  an  ever-living  inspiration  at  our  side,  keeping 
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pace  with  us  along  life’s  firm,  winding  trail,  holding  the  soldier,  states¬ 
man  and  all  men  better  and  nobler  while  all  mankind  endures. 

You  have  heard  mothers  referred  to  as  “the1  one  who  went  down 
into  the  Valley  of  the  Great  Shadow”  that  we  might  have  our  being. 
How  true  that  is.  And  how  many  shadows  has  this  ever  faithful  guar¬ 
dian  angel  passed  through  that  you  and  I  might  live  and  be  equipped 
with  the  forces  to  live.  Where  is  there  another  who  would  make  the 
sacrifices,  suffer  the  pain  and  continue  to  face  the  storms  of  life  that 
the  child  may  be  protected?  Who  can  measure  the  value  of  that  price¬ 
less  jewel,,  a  mother’s  love  ?  If  the  great  Almighty  ever  searched  for 
a  treasure  house  in  which  to  store  the  jewels  of  love,  kindness,,  self- 
sacrifice,  devotion,  peace  and  patience,  His  all  seeing  eye  must  have 
rested  on  a  mother’s  heart.

Too  much  cannot 
be  said  in  praise  of  the  convention  committee  who  did  so  much  for  the 
enjoyment  of  those  attending  the  convention.  This  is  always  a  joyful 
occasion,  but  this  year,  especially  so,  thanks  to  the  committee  that 
was  so  gracious  in  every  way.

Proceedings 

of  the 

FIFTY-THIRD  NATIONAL  CONVENTION 

of  the 

LADIES  OF  THE  GRAND  ARMY  OF  THE  REPUBLIC 

Five  hundred  delegates  and  friends  filled  the  Gold  Room  of  the 
Roosevelt  Hotel,  Pittsburgh,,  Pa.,  to  witness  the  opening  of  the  Fifty- 
third  National  Convention  of  the  Ladies  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic. 

TUESDAY  MORNING  SESSION 

Tuesday  morning,  August  29,  1939,  at  9:15  o’clock,  at  the  sound 
of  the  convention  bugler,  Elizabeth  Helen  Sharritt,  granddaughter  of 
Nannie  Sharrit,  of  Ohio,  Past  National  Secretary,  thirty  sisters  in  gold 
dresses,  Past  Department  Presidents  of  Pennsylvania,  marched  down 
the  center  aisle  to  form  an  arch  through  which  Frances  M.  Kuhns, 
Past  National  President  and  Chairman  of  Arrangements,  escorted  and 
introduced  Josephine  Mahar,  of  Missouri,  Past  National  President,  who 
had  been  chosen  to  open  the  convention.  Sister  Mahar  asked  the 
color  bearers  to  retire  and  present  the  National  President. 

The  assembly  arose  as  the  National  President,  Edwina  P.  Trigg, 
entered,  escorted  by  Lida  E.  Manson  of  Indiana,  Past  National  Presi¬ 
dent,  who  was  her  escort  just  one  year  ago  when  the  National  Presi¬ 
dent  was  installed.  Sister  Myra  Montross  of  New  York,  the  conven¬ 
tion  musician,  played  a  stirring  march  as  the  gold-clad  escort,  each 
carrying  a  yellow  rose,  led  the  processional  and  formed  an  arch  be¬ 
fore  the  altar,  through  which  the  National  President  reached  her  sta¬ 
tion.  She  was  preceded  by  the  color  bearers,  the  banner  flag  of  the 
national  organization,  carried  by  Rose  E.  E.  Carlin,,  Department  Presi¬ 
dent  of  Pennsylvania,  and  the  Missouri  State  flag  carried  by  Edna  M. 
Ray,  Department  President  of  Missouri.  The  department  presidents  in 
white  formals  with  their  department  banners  walking  with  the  circle 
presidents  of  Pennsylvania  carrying  large  silk  American  flags,  closed 
the  processional.  The  banners  were  placed  on  one  side  of  the  plat¬ 
form  and  the  colors  massed  on  the  other,  forming  a  most  beautiful 
background  for  the  flower-decked  station  of  the  President. 

Sister  Mahar  introduced  the  National  President  to  the  Conven¬ 
tion,  who  introduced  the  Department  Presidents,  with  only  two  out 
of  the  thirty-two  departments  absent.  “America”  was  sung,  led  by 
our  soloist,  Marie  Harkins. 
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Again  the  gold-clad  escort  formed  an  arch,  this  time  with  small 
American  flags,  through  which  passed  all  the  National  officers  who 
were  introduced  to  the  convention:  Nellie  K.  Stammel,  Senior  Vice- 
President;  Lillie  C.  Wall,,  Junior  Vice-President;  Jessie  P.  Kent,  Sec¬ 
retary;  Ethelyn  P.  Smith,  Treasurer;  Catherine  G.  Schroeder,  Chap¬ 
lain;  Mabel  Lynch,  Patriotic  Instructor;  Theo  Redfern,  Registrar;  Or- 
pha  M.  Whitaker,  Counselor;  Gertrude  M.  Walbridge,  Mabel  Y.  Coffee, 
Ila  Mae  Armstrong,  Council  of  Administration;  Wynnye  G.  William¬ 
son,  Editor  of  Bugle  Call;  Frances  Rohrbach,  Inspector;  Wilma  M.  Ra¬ 
man,  Corresponding  Secretary;  Mabel  Schilkin,.  Assistant  Correspond¬ 
ing  Secretary;  Jessie  Mae  Meyer,  Press  Correspondent;  Alberta  Caro- 
thers,  Assistant  Press  Correspondent;  Lillian  Clark  Cary,  Junior  Super¬ 
visor.  Coming  after  them  were  the  Past  National  Presidents,  led  by 
the  color  bearers  and  escorted  through  the  arch  and  introduced:  Car¬ 
rie  V.  Sherriff,  Clara  N.  Sawyer,  Lillian  Clark  Cary,  Ethel  M.  Irish, 
Lida  E.  Manson,  Cassea  H.  Orsborn,  Cora  M.  Rowling,  Margaret  Gran- 
dle„  Helen  M.  Lehman,  Josephine  Mahar,  Sarah  J.  Ehrmann,  Pearl  C. 
Cook,  Wynnye  G.  Williamson,  Frances  M.  Kuhn  and  Orpha  M.  Whita¬ 
ker  each  giving  the  year  in  which  she  served. 

Following  these  were  seven  Past  National  Secretaries:  Sarah  J. 
Ehrmann,  Nannie  R.  Sharritt,  Edwina  P.  Trigg,  Gladys  W.  Newton, 
Wilma  M.  Raman,  May  B.  Slattery  and  Helen  M.  Lehman,  and  two 
Past  National  Treasurers:  Helen  M.  Lehman  and  Wynnye  G.  William¬ 
son.  It  was  with  regret  that  Past  National  Presidents  Catherine  De- 
Lacy  Roche,  Eva  J.  French,  Martha  J.  Van  Duzor  and  Emily  J.  Tomp¬ 
kins  could  not  be  present  on  account  of  illness.  At  this  time  Sister 
Carrie  V.  Sherriff  was  presented  and  honored  as  our  oldest  living  Past 
National  President  in  point  of  service,  who  was  85  years  of  age,  and 
who  traveled  over  3,000  miles  to  be  present  at  the  convention,  and  to 
attend  also  the  anniversary  of  the  Ladies  of  the  G.  A.  R.  Home  at 
Swissvale,  Pa. 

Sister  Trigg  formally  presented  Frances  M.  Kuhns,,  Chairman  of 
Arrangements,  who  welcomed  the  delegates  to  the  convention: 

“National  President,  it  gives  me  delight  to  have  this  privilege  of 
bidding  you  and  the  delegates  welcome  to  Pittsburgh.  It  was  indeed  a 
joy  to  serve.  In  the  beginning,  and  many  times  since,  I  asked  to  be 
released  from  the  promise  made  to  you  in  Des  Moines,  just  after  the 
close  of  the  convention,  but  you  made  me  feel  that  there  was  some 
reason  why  I  should  be  your  chairman,,  and  I  owe  more  thanks  to  you 
than  I  can  ever  express.  This  would  have  been  unfinished  if  it  had 
not  been  for  the  19  girls  of  my  own  department  who  assisted  me,  and 
the  wonderful  encouragement  given  by  the  past  national  presidents 
of  our  organization.  No  words  are  adequate  to  express  my  apprecia¬ 
tion  for  the  help  that  was  given.  We  trust  that  all  the  members 
assembled  will  have  an  enjoyable  time  while  here,  and  ask  us  for 
man,  meal  or  anything  else  and  we  will  try  to  provide  it.  I  have 
had  the  honor  I  believe  no  chairman  of  arrangements  ever  had,  to 
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introduce  to  you  a  chairman  who  had  this  same  place  here  in  Pitts¬ 
burgh  45  years  ago.  I  introduce  this  chairman  today:  This  is  Sister 
Sherriff.  Aggin  I  bid  you  welcome.” 

Sister  Sherriff  took  her  bow,  and  said: 

“Things  are  very  different  today  from  what  they  were  in  1894. 
We  had  strong,  stalwart  men  at  that  time,  and  we  made  prepara¬ 
tions  for  1,000  at  a  banquet  held  in  the  William  Penn  Hotel.  But 
time  moves  on  and  we  must  accept  the  change.  I  have  been  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  this  department  of  Pennsylvania,  although  living  in  another 
state,  all  these  years.  I  was  superintendent  of  the  Home  at  Swiss- 
vale  for  a  number  of  years  and  have  been  a  constant  worker  for  the 
Home.  I,  too,  can  bid  you  welcome  to  my  state.” 

The  National  Chaplain,  Catherine  Schroeder,  read  a  Scripture  les¬ 
son  and  all  joined  in  repeating  the  Lord’s  Prayer,  after  which  the 
opening  ode  was  sung.  The  flag  of  our  country  was  presented  and  we 
were  led  in  the  pledge  to  the  flag  by  our  Patriotic  Instructor,  Mabel 
Lynch,  followed  by  all  repeating  the  American  Creed. 

Sister  Mahar  escorted  to  the  platform  Mrs.  Rhoda  Black  of  Kan¬ 
sas,  sister  of  our  National  President,  and  introduced  her  to  the  Con¬ 
vention. 

Mrs.  Black  said:  “I  bring  you  greetings  from  Kansas,  and,  al¬ 
though  not  a  member  of  this  Order,  our  father  and  mother  were 
always  in  this  work,  our  father  as  a  soldier  and  our  mother  as  a 
member  of  the  W.  R.  C.  and  the  Ladies  of  the  G.  A.  R.  Now  my 
sister  is  your  National  President  and  I  am  proud  of  her  and  thank¬ 
ful  for  this  high  honor  today  to  be  at  her  convention.  I  want  to  tell 
you  that  shortly  after  the  close  of  the  Civil  War  where  her  father 
served  in  an  Ohio  regiment  and  was  a  prisoner  in  Andersonville  prison, 
he,  like  many  others,,  broken  in  health,  sought  to  regain  it  in  the 
West.  So  he  came  to  Garnett  where  he  rode  the  prairies  and  taught 
school  and  built  the  home  where  he  brought  his  bride.  Around  this 
home  he  planted  many  trees  which  he  never  lived  to  see  mature.  Ed- 
wina  was  born  here  and  played  under  these  trees.  Now  there  has  been 
so  many  droughts  that  many  of  the  trees  have  died,  except  an  old 
cedar  tree  and  a  stump  of  maple.  So  I  have  had  a  gavel  made  from 
parts  of  these  two  trees,  and  I  present  it  now  to  her  with  love  and 
best  wishes  for  a  very  happy  convention.” 

Our  President  responded: 

“I  am  sure  I  would  never  have  anything  more  appropriate  or  more 
sacred  than  this  gavel  from  the  trees  planted  by  my  father  and  I  will 
cherish  this  all  the  rest  of  my  life  and  remember  this  convention  day. 
I  was  determined  to  have  her  here,  but  she  has  come  a  long  way. 
Do  you  think  we  look  alike?  We  used  to.  I  thank  you,  my  sister, 
and  be  assured  this  will  be  a  treasure  from  our  life  in  our?  old  home 
town.” 
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The  delegates  from  Missouri  came  forward  singing,  “We  Are  All 
From  Old  Missouri,”  while  the  Department  President,  Edna  Ray,  pre¬ 
sented  the  President  with  a  bouquet  of  roses,  saying:  “It  is  a  privi¬ 
lege  to  salute  the  National  President  as  a  member  of  Missouri.  We 
are  very  proud  of  you  and  you  have  been  an  inspiration  to  us  all  this 
year.”  The  National  President  said:  “Sister  Department  President 
and  delegates,  I  know  that  he  who  would  be  great  will  serve.  I  hope 
that  will  always  be  our  motto.  It  is  not  too  great  a  task  to  faithful¬ 
ly  bring  our  work  to  a  highest  point.  This  promise  is  given  to  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.”  Sister  Harkins,  convention  soloist,  sang 
“The  End  of  a  Perfect  Year.” 

Our  National  President,  Edwina  P.  Trigg,,  then  declared  the  fifty- 
third  national  convention  open  for  any  business  which  might  come  be¬ 
fore  it. 

The  official  quartette  from  Ohio  was  then  announced.  The  con¬ 
ductors  were  asked  to  retire  and  act  as  escorts.  The  National  Presi¬ 
dent  expressed  her  appreciation  to  them  for  coming  all  the  way  from 
Ohio  to  sing  “That  Is  Our  Prayer,”  and  “God  Bless  America.” 

In  grateful  recognition  of  one  who  had  cared  for  her  and  her  fam¬ 
ily  for  many  years,  the  National  President  asked  that  Mrs.  A.  A. 
Shimp  of  Kansas  City  be  escorted  to  her  station.  Mrs.  Shimp  was 
introduced  and  said  she  was  very  happy  to  be  at  this  convention. 

Following  the  singing  of  “Open  the  Gates  of  the  Temple,”  by 
the  convention  soloist,  Marie  S.  Harkins,  our  National  President  wel¬ 
comed  the  delegates: 

“This  is  our  fifty-third  annual  convention,  and  as  National  Pres¬ 
ident,  I  welcome  you.  I  have  felt  all  year  that  my  duty  was  my 
obligation  and  nothing  was  impossible  if  we  would  work  hard  enough 
for  it.  I  wanted  to  make  this  year  the  best  year,  for  we  must  move 
forward,  we  cannot  stand  still.  My  name  will  mean  nothing,  for 
no  one  will  know  in  a  few  years  who  was  national  president  in 
1938-1939;  it  is  only  the  things  which  are  done  that  will  be  re¬ 
membered.  The  greatest  privilege  that  can  come  to  one  of  any 
organization  is  to  be  given  the  confidence  of  the  membership  by  being 
elected  its  natonal  president.  That  privilege  came  to  me  last  year. 
I  have  guarded  that  privilege  with  all  the  strength  that  was  in  me; 
gave  all  my  time  and  ability  to  honor  not  only  my  father  and  his 
comrades  who  made  it  possible  for  me  to  be  a  member  of  the  Ladies 
of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,,  but  my  mother  who  stood  so  nobly 
by  my  father  to  give  him  every  comfort  in  his  last  days.  I  have  trav¬ 
eled  the  length  and  breadth  of  this  United  States,  sometimes  with  the 
heads  of  the  other  allied  orders  and  have  felt  assured  that  I  would 
always  receive  the  greatest  courtesy  because  of  the  name  we  bear. 
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I  feel  that  this  is  the  grandest  order,  and  the  privilege  of  membership 
comes  only  through  heritage,  and  I  want  to  present  this  banner  to 
the  national  organization  of  the  Ladies  of  the  Garnd  Army  of  the 
Republic.  Sister  Whitaker,  I  succeeded  you  in  this  work,  and  because 
you  are  my  ranking  officer  as  my  Counselor  until  my  year  is  finished, 
I  am  presenting,  through  you,  to  the  National  Body,  in  memory  of 
my  father  and  mother,  this  banner  flag.  May  it  take  its  place  with 
grace  at  any  time  whenever  and  wherever  shown.  On  its  field  of 
white  is  the  emblem  of  our  Order,  the  same  badge  as  the  Grand  Army 
of  the  Republic,  in  that  it  carries  the  emblems  representing  the  dif¬ 
ferent  branches  of  service  in  the  five  points  of  the  star — cross  swords 
for  cavalry,,  cross  muskets  for  marine,  cross  canons  for  artillery,  the 
bugle  for  infantry,  anchor  for  sailors.  In  the  center  of  the  badge  is 
the  figure  of  the  Goddess  of  Liberty,  representing  Loyalty,  on  either 
side  the  soldier  and  sailor  clasping  hands,  represent  Fraternity,  on 
each  side  of  the  group  is  the  national  flag  anc}  the  eagle;  representing 
Freedom,  and  the  axe  and  bundle  of  rods  representing  Union.  The 
colors  red,  white  and  blue,  surrounded  by  the  laurel  wreath,  as  the 
symbol  of  achievement,  honor  and  distinction.  It  is  in  every  way  sym¬ 
bolic  of  our  Order  and  the  principles  for  which  we  stand.  My  heart 
is  full  of  gratitude  and  love  for  what  this  Order  has  been  to  me.” 

Sister  Whitaker  responded: 

“Dear  Sister  President  of  the  fifty- third  National  Convention: 
I  deem  it  a  high  honor  to  accept  for  the  National  Body  this  beau¬ 
tiful  banner.  For  one  thousand  years  nations  of  people  have  strug¬ 
gled  beneath  flags  and  banners  with  the  symbols  of  their  political 
and  religious  history,  telling  us  of  myriads  of  men  and  women  who 
have  marched  forward  with  the  belief  of  liberty  for  the  betterment 
of  their  fellow  men.  The  men  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic 
have  marched  beneath  the  greatest  flag  in  the  world — the  flag  of 
the  United  States  of  America,  and  associated  close  to  us  as  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Ladies  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  is  the  signif¬ 
icance  of  it.  In  accepting  this  for  our  National  Body,  we  are  in¬ 
spired  to  do  better  and  bigger  things  for  the  advancement  of  our  Order. 
It  is  my  privilege  to  extend  to  you  the  grateful  appreciation  of  all 
our  members.  As  we  come  to  legislate  for  the  future'  generations,  side 
by  side  with  the  flag,  the  beautiful  symbol  will  always  be  our  guide.” 
The  President  said:  “To  my  left  is  the  flag  of  my  State  of  Missouri 
and  it  stands  as  our  guide  in  our  state  and  I  am  happy  my  delegation 
brought  it  here;  and  our  American  flag  on  my  right,  and  the  banner  of 
our  Order  in  the  background.” 

Our  National  President  asked  Sister  Stammel,  National  Senior 
Vice-President,  to  take  her  station,  stating  that  she  would  read  only 
the  first  and  last  parts  of  her  report,  as  the  printed  report  now  irn  the 
hands  of  the  delegates  would  give  them  the  details  of  the  work  for 
her  year. 
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Report  of  National  President 


Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  August  29th,  1939. 

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Fifty-third  National  Convention, 
Ladies  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic: 

My  Dear  Sisters: 

When  you  come  to  the  end  of  a  perfect  day 
And  sit  alone  with  your  thoughts, 

While  the  chimes  ring  out  with  a  carol  gay, 

For  the  joy  that  the  day  has  brought, 

Do  you  think  what  the  end  of  a  perfect  day, 

Can  mean  to  a  tired  heart, 

When  the  sun  goes  down  with  a  flaming  ray, 

And  the  dear  friends  have  to  part? 

When  I  was  elected  as  your  leader  in  Des  Moines, 
Iowa,  one  year  ago,  it  seemed  a  long  year  in  which  to  accomplish  the 
many  things  allotted,  but  the  days,  weeks  and  months  have  slipped  by, 
and  I  come  to  give  account  of  this  charge. 

We  faced  an  unusual  fact  in  our  Order,  one  that  we 
thought  had  never  occurred  since  its  organization —that  of  actually 
being  in  debt.  But  for  five  years,  this  has  existed  and  the  splendid 
women,,  whom  you  have  chosen  for  your  leaders  were  forced  to  raise 
funds  for  their  work.  But  this  last  year,  when  we  faced  the  true  pic¬ 
ture,  by  reviewing  what  had  passed,  and  by  taking  into  consideration 
what  might  happen  in  the  future,  a  program  was  planned.  A  read¬ 
justment  had  to  be  made.  We  have  failed  to  realize  that  the  depres¬ 
sion  which  has  confronted  our  whole  Nation  might  enter  our  Order  and 
take  its  toll,  but,  there  is  not  one  person  in  our  United  States,  our 
Order  with  all  others,  who  has  not  felt  the  sting  of  this  awful  thing. 
We  have  found  that  it  is  a  thing  to  be  reckoned  with,  not  laughed  at, 
and  if  others  can  meet  it,  we  can,  also. 

At  the  convention  at  Madison,  Wisconsin,  I  an¬ 
nounced  myself  as  a  candidate  for  National  Senior  Vice-President;  and 
made  the  statement  that  if  I  was  not  elected  I  would  not  be  a  candi¬ 
date  for  National  President  the  next  year.  I  was  not  selfish,  for,  hav¬ 
ing  studied  and  worked  in  the  finances  of  our  Order  as  National  Sec¬ 
retary,  Editor  of  the  Bugle  Call,  Chairman  of  the  National  Memorial 
Fund,  Chairman  of  the  National  Ways  and  Means  Committee,  coming 
in  contact  with  the  membership,  and  realizing  what  each  National 
President,  for  several  years,  had  faced  without  some  definite  program 
arranged  for  her  work,,  I  felt  that  any  one  who  aspires  to  this  high 
office  should  have  some  part  in  the  plan  for  her  year. 
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Going  home  from  the  convention,  the  thought  came  to 
me  that  there  was  not  only  a  deficit  in  our  General  Fund,  but  an 
emergency  as  well,  for  it  became  our  duty  to  take  our  place  with 
those  affiliated  with  us  in  this  Grand  Army  Family;  to  make  the  paths 
of  our  comrades  free  from  financial  worries.  I  knew  that  a  definite 
plan  must  be  placed  before  our  membership,  for  this  was  a  serious 
task  and  required  serious  thought.  Nothing  could  be  accomplished  by 
side-stepping  the  issue,  for  it  was  ours,  and  we  must  square  ourselves 
to  meet  it.  Life  has  taught  all  of  us  that  we  are  just  as  good  as  we 
think  we  are,  if  we  live  up  to  high  ideals;  that  every  organization 
is  just  as  strong  as  its  weakest  member;  that*  we,  as  members  can 
be  stumbling  block  with  our  criticism,  or  stepping  stones  with  our 

cooperation;  that  a  smile  wins  and  a  frown  repels.  With  all  this  in 
mind,  and  with  the  determination,,  coupled  with  the  fact  that  this  was 
our  task,  I  asked  all  to  be  happy  in  this  undertaking  and  smile,  for 
it  still  is  true  that  "where  there  is  a  will,  a  way  is  found.” 

After  the  General  Orders  were  out,  a  Special  Letter 
was  issued  to  all  Department  Presidents  and  Presidents  under  Na¬ 
tional  Jurisdiction,  and  sent  to  all  officers  and  members  of  committees. 
This  was  followed  by  personal  letters  to  those  receiving  instructions. 
All  were  asked  to  accept  this  program  as  a  part  of  their  year’s  work, 
enter  into  it  wholeheartedly  and  prove  that  we  are  descendants  of 
those  brave  men  who  offered  their  all  for  their  country. 

This  was  not  a  year  for  pretty  phrases  or  idle  words, 
but  one  of  constructive  work.  Information  about  our  organization  and 
its  work  was  the  theme  upon  which  I  based  all  of  my  remarks.  We 
are  one  of  five  Orders  affiliated  with  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic, 
and  the  only  one  that  will  carry  the  name  of  our  Grand  Army  down 
through  the  ages.  We,  who  are  here  now,  will  take  the  course  of  all 
human  life,  and  in  a  few  years  we  are  gone;  but  the  organization  it¬ 
self  should  be  so  substantial  in  its  construction,  that  it  could  never  be 
unstable  in  its  operation.  What  happened  last  year  should  never  hap¬ 
pen  again  or  come  upon  us  unawares.  To  be  assured  that  this  will 
not  happen,  each  Department  should  so  establish  its  financial  structure 
that  nothing  can  undermine  it.  By  this,  I  mean  that  you  should  make 
your  program  for  the  year  in  your  Advisory  Councils,  estimate  your 
needs,  make  out  the  cost  of  operation,  with  each  circle  taking  its  share 
of  the  burden.  Do  not  leave  it  to  a  few  willing  ones,  while  others  sit 
back  and  look  on.  Let  us  not  put  a  price  on  the  heads  of  our  presi¬ 
dents,  and  say  if  she  leaves  a  large  sum  of  money  in  the  treasury,  she 
is  a  good  president;  if  she  does  not  she  is  a  bad  president.  She  has  a 
duty  and  an  obligation,  and  she  pledges  "on  her  word  of  honor  as  a 
woman,  and  a  member  of  the  Ladies  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Re¬ 
public,,  to  obey  the  lawful  orders  of  her  superior  officers  and  exact  the 
obedience  of  others  thereto.”  The  National  President  has  her  superior 
in  the  National  Convention,  and  it  is  her  duty  to  carry  out  the  de¬ 
cisions,  and  the  rules  of  our  Order,  whatever  she  thinks  to  the  con¬ 
trary;  the  National  President  is  the  superior  of  the  Department  Presi¬ 
dent,  and  the  Department  President,  the  superior  to  the  Circle  Presi¬ 
dent.  She  is  only  one,  and  the  burden  rests  with  the  members,  in  both 
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circle  and  department  whether  she  is  good  or  bad.  Let  us  do  cur  part 
as  members.  Each  member  of  every  circle  should  have  a  part  in  each 
undertaking  that  is  advanced  by  the  Department  and  National  and 
whatever  our  portion,  let  us  meet  it  gracefully. 

We  are  individuals,  made  differently  and  instilled 
with  different  avenues  of  thought.  Fortunately,  we  live  in  a  free 
country,  where  we  can  give  expression  to  our  ideas,  and  should  not  be 
criticized  because  we  do  not  think  like  some  one  else.  In  our  organi¬ 
zation  new  things  should  be  launched,  new  plans  made,  and  we  should 
not  stay  in  a  rut.  Because  we  did  one  thing  yesterday,  is  not  a  good 
reason  we  should  do  the  same  thing  today,  or  the  same  thing  tomorrow. 

Too  easily  have  we  overlooked  the  fact,  that  while 
we  are  refusing  to  advance,  others  are  passing  us  in  membership.  There 
are  thousands  who  should  join  with  us  and  we  should  attract  those 
with  forward  ideas. 

Isn’t  it  strange  that  Princes  and  Kings 
And  clowns  that  play  in  sawdust  rings 
And  common  folks  like  you  and  me 
Are  builders  of  Eternity? 

Each  is  given  a  bag  of  tools, 

A  shapeless  mass  and  a  book  of  rules, 

And,  each  must  fashion  ’ere  life  has  flown, 

A  stumbling  block,  or  a  stepping  stone. 

THE  SOUTH 

After  the  work  of  the  year  was  under  way,  my  visits 
were  to  my  own  Department  in  October.  Here,  in  Missouri,  all  are 
invited  to  go  with  the  Department  President  on  her  inspections — just 
a  friendly  visiting  time — making  friends  and  helping  to  bring  our 
circles  and  our  work  closer  together.  With  our  Department  Presi¬ 
dent,  Laura  McFarlin,  I  visited  the  St.  Joseph  Circles,  and  Ann  Adams 
Hayes  Circle,  in  Jefferson  City,  where  Jeannette  Dunford,  Past  Depart¬ 
ment  President  and  our  efficient  Legislative  Chairman,  watches  our 
interests  in  our  State  Capitol.  Our  Soldiers  Home  at  St.  James,  where 
our  department  leaves  something  each  year  for  the  comfort  of  the 
guests,  was  our  stop  for  dinner,  enroute  to  the  Alice  Cary  Risley  Circle 
at  West  Plains,  in  the  extreme  southern  part  of  our  state.  This  circle 
was  named  for  our  last  Army  Nurse,  who  was  so  dear  to  us  for  so 
many  years,  and  who  passed  to  her  reward  May  17th,  1939.  Here,  I 
was  privileged  to  present  a  flag  given  by  Cassea  Hopper  Orsborn,  Past 
National  President,  in  memory  of  her  father  and  brother,  whose  daugh¬ 
ter  is  a  member  of  this  newly-organized  circle. 

Headed  for  the  deep  South  in  November,  I  attended 
the  inspections  of  the  St.  Louis  circles  and  the  many  social  functions 
given  for  our  Department  President,  including  the  Annual  Banquet, 
and  the  Apron  Party  given  by  the  Maj.  Wm.  McKinley — our  Past  Na¬ 
tional  President,  Josephine  Mahar — Circle.  Aprons  of  all  kinds  and 
ages  were  displayed;  aprons  from  seventy-five  years  old  down  to  the 
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latest  creation.  Aprons,  aprons  and  aprons,  which  were  a  delight  to 
see. 

Driving  a  car  through  this  Southern  country  at  this 

time  of  the  year, 

“When  the  leaves  start  their  turning 

On  the  Old  North  River  Road" 

gives  pleasure  to  traveling  that  other  means  cannot  afford.  Touching 
Memphis,  Tenn.,  Jackson,  Miss.,  on  the  White  Way  Highway  to  the 
South,  unfolds  the  beauties  of  our  own  country  in  a  vast  way.  Travel¬ 
ing  along  through  this  sparsely  settled  country,  late  in  the  afternoon, 
a  hill  was  rounded,  and  there  before  us  the  Battlefield  of  Vicksburg 
met  our  view.  We  marveled  at  the  setting  as  our  eyes  took  in  the 
wonderful  splendor  of  the  place,  where  thousands  lost  their  lives  for 
a  cause;  both  sides  fighting  for  what  they  thought  was  right.  In  Oc¬ 
tober,  1917,  a  reunion  was  held  there,  and  the  North  and  South  met  to 
view  the  field  where  battles  raged  on  one  side,  and  on  the  other  side 
gorgeous  monuments  were  raised  by  the  States,  to  their  soldiers  who 
had  a  part  in  this  conflict.  Two  hours’  stay  had  to  suffice  for  the 
many  that  could  have  been  spent,  for  a  volume  of  information. 

In  Natchez,  the  home  of  Ransom  Circle  No.  1,.  we 
found  the  leader,  Sarah  A.  Banks,  whose  illness  for  several  years  has 
prevented  her  activity.  In  her  circle  are  school-  teachers  and  very 
bright  women  of  her  race  whose  fathers  answered  the  call  of  Abra¬ 
ham  Lincoln.  They  are  carrying  the  banner  of  our  Grand  Army  of 
the  Republic  in  the  South,  with  one  old  comrade  living.  Much  credit 
is  due  this  loyal  group. 

It  was  in  Rosalie,  a  beautiful  home  in  Natchez, 
where  Gen.  U.  S.  Grant  and  his  troops  were  stationed  during  the 
Federal  occupancy  of  the  city,  that  I  was  shown  a  room  on  the 
upper  floor  where  valuable  pieces  of  furniture,  chandeliers,  statuary 
and  rugs  were  placed  and  found  by  the  family  who  bought  this  home. 
A  crudely  written  card  on  a  table  in  the  room  told  the  story:  “Placed 
here  by  U.  S.  Grant  for  safekeeping.’’  The  door  had  been  closed  and 
the  wall  plastered  and  papered  to  remove  signs  of  a  room,  and  the 
room  was  not  known  to  be  there  until  repairs  were  needed.  The  guide 
was  Mrs.  R.  T.  Clark,  Jr.,  owner  of  Stanton  House,,  another  beautiful 
Natchez  home,  a  southern-born  woman,  who  spoke  highly  of  Dr.  and 
Mrs.  Banks.  Our  trip  through  the  beautiful  homes  in  Natchez,  with 
her  as  the  guide,  will  long  be  a  pleasure  to  remember. 

In  September,  1900,  my  brother  lost  his  life  in  the 
Galveston  Flood,  and,,  being  so  near,  I  took  two  days  out  to  visit  my 
sister-in-law,  Mrs.  Mayo  Paretti,  her  husband  and  sen,  in  Galveston, 
Texas. 

Thanksgiving  was  spent  in  San  Antonio,  Texas, 
where  on  the  day  following  a  fine  group  of  women  met  at  the  home 
of  Minnie  Boyd,  the  President  of  Gen.  D.  S.  Stanley  Circle.  Hours 
of  interesting  and  profitable  discussion  of  the  work  of  our  Order,  oc¬ 
cupied  the  day.  Stella  A.  Loomis  and  Henrietta  Curtis,  who  have  been 
prominent  in  the  circle,  are  still  very  enthusiastic  workers.  Sarah  A, 
Fox,  Past  National  Chaplain,  was  present  that  day. 
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Florida.  March  8,  1939,  I  left  Kansas  City  for  Florida,  and 

my  first  stop  was  at  Cocoa,  where  I  visited  Lida  E.  Manson,  Past  Na¬ 
tional  President.  Through  her  kindness,  with  her,  her  niece  and  her 
grandson,  a  trip  to  Bok  Singing  Tower  was  planned,  while  enroute  to 
St.  Cloud,  the  home  of  Laura  Martin  Smith,  Department  President. 
Sister  Smith  is  the  niece  of  the  late  Laura  Critchfield.  Saturday  noon 
we  arrived  at  the  Tower,  which  is  set  in  probably  the  highest  point  in 
Florida,  in  time  to  hear  the  beautiful  concert,  and  enjoyed,  with  hun¬ 
dreds  who  were  there,  the  chimes  and  the  gorgeous  surroundings.  A 
reception  was  held  at  the  home  of  Capt.  and  Sister  Smith  Saturday 
evening  and  was  attended  by  members  of  our  Order  in  St.  Cloud,  Com¬ 
mander  W.  C.  Russell  and  Mr.  C.  C.  Hickok,,  Acting  Mayor  of  St.  Cloud. 
Sunday  afternoon  Captain  and  Sister  Smith  took  me  to  Kissimmee, 
where  the  presentation  of  the  ground  by  the  City  of  Kissimmee,  and 
the  lumber  from  a  local  lumber  company  was  made  to  the  Spanish 
American  War  Veterans  for  a  hut.  A  cordial  welcome  was  extended 
to  your  National  President,  and  many  people  there  who  were  winter¬ 
ing  in  Florida,  were  from  Missouri  and  Kansas.  I  felt  very  much  at 
home. 

At  St.  Petersburg  on  Monday  a  luncheon,  ar¬ 
ranged  by  Marion  P.  Crocker,,  Chairman  of  Ways  and  Means  in  Flor¬ 
ida  was  attended  by  Daisy  L.  Kruse,  Past  Department  President,  Eva 
Craft,  Past  Department  President  of  New  Hampshire,  and  many  Flor¬ 
ida  sisters.  After  the  luncheon,  and  through  the  kindness  of  Rosalie 
Quick,  we  made  a  trip  to  the  Soldiers  Home,  a  beautiful  and  ideal 
place  for  our  comrades  in  their  declining  years.  I  was  a  guest  of  Sis¬ 
ter  Kruse  for  dinner,  and  left  Tuesday  morning  for  Miami. 

Mrs.  Grace  Houlette  Hahn,  National  Chaplain  and 
Department  President  of  the  Woman’s  Relief  Corps  of  Florida,  who 
used  to  live  in  Kansas  City,  is  now  living  in  Miami.  A  day  spent  with 
her  gave  us  an  opportunity  for  a  good  visit.  A  delightful  afternoon 
was  spent  with  Capt.  Charles  J.  Rose,  whose  statue  in  marble  graced 
the  monument  erected  in  the  cemetery  which  was  dedicated  during 
the  convention  in  April.  This  will  be  the  place  for  the  Memorial  Day 
services  in  the  future.  Not  having  an  organization  in  Miami,  a  con¬ 
tribution  was  made  so  the  Ladies  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic 
could  have  a  part  in  keeping  the  name  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Re¬ 
public  alive  in  the  Southland. 

With  her  sister,  Frances  M.  Kuhns  had  gone  to 
Miami  to  try  to  regain  her  health  after  her  severe  illness,  and  a  day 
was  spent  with  her  going  over  the  arrangements  for  the  National 
Convention.  A  dinner  was  enjoyed  by  Sister  Kuhns,  her  sister,  Sara 
Foreman  and  myself,  as  the  guests  of  James  G.  Loughrey,  a  friend  of 
Sister  Kuhns,  of  Jeannette,  Pa.  After  the  dinner,  Mr.  Loughrey  took 
us  to  Sister  Kuhn’s  apartment  where  we  spent  a  very  pleasant  evening. 

Kentucky.  On  my  way  back  to  Kansas  City,  I  stopped  at  Louis¬ 

ville,  where  I  found  much  sickness  among  the  members  of  the  De¬ 
partment  and  the  two  circles.  I  was  the  guest  of  Geneva  Dalton  of 
Albert  Scott  Circle  at  lunch;  Mary  Williams  and  Bessie  Moore,  for 
dinner.  A  tea  was  held  at  the  home  of  Ella  A.  Parker,  Department 
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President,  and  a  very  interesting  hour  was  spent.  Plans  were  under 
way  for  another  circle  in  Kentucky,  which  is  always  good  news,  and 
hopes  were  held  for  its  institution  before  the  National  Convention. 

THE  EAST 

December  offered  a  month  to  pick  up  the  threads  and 
plan  for  a  time  when  travel  would  consume  the  days  after  the  first 
of  the  year.  A  call  frcm  the  Commander-in-Chief,  Robert  M.  Rownd, 
in  answer  to  an  invitation  from  the  Citizens  Committee  of  Pittsburgh, 
took  the  leaders  of  the  six  organizations  to  Pittsburgh  to  plan  for 
this  convention.  Housed  in  the  Hotel  William  Penn  and  entertained 
by  the  Executive  Committee  for  two  days,  January  19-20,  were  the 
National  Presidents  and  one  from  each  organization.  It  was  a  disap¬ 
pointment  that  Frances  M.  Kuhns,  chosen  as  Chairman  of  Arrange¬ 
ments,  could  not  be  with  me  on  account  of  illness,  but  she  sent  May 
Slattery,  her  Co-Chairman,  who  ably  assisted  in  decisions. 

It  was  in  Pittsburgh  that  our  Commander-in-Chief 
became  ill,  and,  unable  to  continue  with  the  Grand  Army  group,  was 
taken  to  Youngstown,  Ohio,  by  his  son  for  a  complete  rest. 

Comrade  Martin  V.  Stone,  Adjutant  General  of  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  represented  Commander  Rownd  as  we 
continued  on  our  way  to  Washington,  and  to  the  East  to  attend  the 
Fourteenth  Women’s  Patriotic  Conference  on  National  Defense.  From 
thirty-eight  women’s  patriotic  organizations,  747  delegates  heard  dis¬ 
cussions  from  men  prominent  in  all  branches  of  our  Government  ro- 
garding  the  part  women  can  play  in  the  Defense  Program  of  our  Na¬ 
tion.  Taking  back  to  our  different  communities  and  organizations  the 
information  we  receive  and  imparting  it  as  an  education  to  good  citizen¬ 
ship,  gives  us  a  vital  part  in  the  defense  work  of  our  country. 

As  Second  Vice-Chairman  this  year,  your  National 
President  presided  over  the  Conference  at  the  Wednesday  afternoon 
session,  and  was  given  all  honors  due  an  officer  of  the  Conference.  In 
company  with  the  Chairman,  Mrs.  James  Morris,  the  gracious  Na¬ 
tional  President  of  the  American  Legion  Auxiliary,  and  other  officers 
and  members  of  the  Conference,  I  attended  the  services  at  the  Tomb 
of  the  Unknown  Soldier,  where  a  wreath  was  placed  by  Mrs.  Morris 
for  all  the  organizations  composing  the  Conference. 

Great  ovation  was  given  Comrade  Martin  V.  Stone,  as 
the  representative  of  our  Commander-in-Chief,  Robert  M.  Rownd,  when 
the  1300  attending  the  banquet  in  the  Mayflower  Hotel,  Wednesday 
evening,  arose  almost  as  one  when  he  was  introduced.  Tears  filled  the 
eyes  of  those  who  were  eager  to  do  homage  to  him  who  represented 
those  who  made  possible  these  United  States. 

While  in  Washington  the  National  Presidents  were 
taken  to  view  the  flag  which  draped  the  box  occupied  by  Abraham 
Lincoln  in  the  Ford  Theatre  the  night  he  was  shot.  This  flag  has  been 
housed  by  the  Treasury  Department  since  the  dismantling  of  the  Ford 
Theatre,  and  was  to  be  turned  over  to  the  Department  of  Interior,  under 
whose  supervision  all  articles  of  historic  value  to  our  country  are 
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placed  for  preservation.  Comrade  Kline,  Department  Commander  of 
the  Department  of  the  Potomac,  brought  it  to  the  attention  of  Dr.  O. 
H.  Mennet,  then  the  Commander-in-Chief,  who  asked  the  Allied  Orders 
to!  consider  the  restoration  of  this  flag  which  is  now  in  the  process 
of  decay.  It  has  been  placed  temporarily  in  a  case  in  the  Lincoln 
Museum  in  Washington,  D.  C.,  until  such  time  as  it  is  decided  just  what 
to  do.  Through  contact  with  the  Department  of  the  Interior  and  their 
technical  advisors,  it  was  learned  that  the  restoration  could  be  made, 
and  if  our  Allied  Orders  would  underwrite  the  cost,  our  portion  would 
be  one-fifth. 

This  will  come  in  the  recommendations. 

From  Washington,  D.  C.,  the  Grand  Army  group 
went  on  to  New  York  City  where  we  were  the  guests  of  our  own  or¬ 
ganizations  at  the  Pennsylvania  Hotel.  Sunday  morning  all  attended 
the  church  of  their  faith.  I  considered  it  a  privilege  to  accompany 
Rev.  Martin  V.  Stone,  Adjutant  General  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic,  who  had  been  a  Methodist  minister  for  fifty  years,  to  Christ’s 
Church  cn  Park  Avenue  and  60th  Street.  Arriving  about  ten  minutes 
to  eleven  all  eyes  were  on  Rev.  Stone  as  we  were  escorted  to  very 
prominent  pews  in  the  center  front  of  the  church,  where  it  was  pos¬ 
sible  to  hear  distinctly  and  see  perfectly  all  the  service.  At  the  close 
Rev.  Stone  was  greeted  on  all  sides  by  those  who  were  eager  to  speak 
to  him,  especially  Rev.  Sockman,  the  minister,  who  took  the  time  to 
pay  him  a  great  compliment,  when  he  said  that  he  “would  never  have 
a  greater  honor  than  paying  his  respects  to  a  real  Grand  Army  man, 
and  offering  his  suppliance  to  his  Heavenly  Father  for  his  health  and 
his  safety.”  A  reception  and  tea  were  given  in  the  Hotel  Sunday  af¬ 
ternoon,  after  which  a  trip  to  Radio  City  was  arranged,,  where  we 
listened  to  a  delightful  program.  Before  we  left  the  building  a  visit 
to  the  Television  and  Sound  Departments  of  the  Radio  proved  very 
instructive.  Pictures  were  taken  cf  the  Comrades  there. 

On  Monday  morning,  in  a  pouring  rain,  the  annual 
visit  to  the  City  Hall  was  made.  Each  year  Mayor  LaGuardia  receives 
the  Commander-in-Chief  and  his  New  York  comrades  and  pictures  are 
taken  of  the  group.  On  the  walls  of  his  private  office  are  these  pic¬ 
tures  taken  each  year;  for  as  he  says,  “These  men  are  the  comrades 
of  my  father,  and  it  is  a  distinct  honor  to  have  them  here.  I  will  net 
go  far  wrong  with  them  looking  at  me.” 

As  guests  of  the  Mayor  for  the  day,  a  trip  to  the 
World’s  Fair  was  arranged  by  him  with  Mr.  C.  L.  Lee,  Assistant  to 
the  Chairman  cf  the  Board  of  Design  at  that  time,  but,  now  Director  of 
Personnel  of  New  York’s  World  Fair  Corporation.  Luncheon  was 
served  at  the  Terrace  Club,  and  at  this  luncheon  besides  the  comrades 
and  the  allied  group  were  Mr.  L.  B.  Roberts,  Assistant  Chief  Engineer, 
and  Col.  Burnside  R.  Value,  Director  of  Transportation,  who  were  will¬ 
ing  to  explain  in  detail  the  reclamation  of  land  around  Flushing  Island 
for  this  Fair  Ground.  Everything  was  of  the  finest,  for  this  club  is  ex¬ 
clusive,  used  only  by  members  and  friends.  Mr.  Lee  was  our  guide 
over  the  grounds,  and  while  incomplete  at  that  time,  they  gave  promise 
of  being  the  most  magnificent  piece  of  work  ever  accomplished.  Our 
thanks  are  due  Mr.  Lee  for  his  courtesy  to  our  emorades  and  to  his 
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guests  and  the  dignified  manner  with  which  he  carried  out  the  Mayor’s 
orders. 

At  five  o’clock  we  were  returned  to  New  York  City 
and  the  remainder  of  the  evening  we  were  guests  at  the  Music  Hall 
where  “Gunga  Din”  was  shown.  It  was  a  delightful  day,  and  was 
thoroughly  enjoyed  by  all  the  party. 

Contemplating  a  permanent  file  for  our  records,  one 
day  (while  in  the  East),  was  spent  with  our  National  Registrar,  Theo 
Redfern,.  in  Auburn,  R.  I.,  discussing  the  best  file  for  our  use.  Per¬ 
mission  had  been  given  for  the  change  of  blanks,  and  a  3x5  card  for 
the  Record  of  Eligibility  was  selected  to  conform  to  the  file  system 
Thorough  search  was  made  for  a  suitable  file  and  a  Shaw- Walker  file 
was  thought  to  be  the  one  best  suited  for  our  needs.  Each  unit  is 

52  inches  high,  14  inches  wide  and  27  inches  deep,  holding  60,000  cards, 
and  the  one  unit  purchased  will  be  a  nucleus  for  our  filing  system.  To 
make  the  records  uniform,  a  typewriter  was  purchased,  which  becomes 
a  part  of  this  equipment.  We  have  about  132,000  records,  and  of  this 
number  a  possible  6,000'  are  duplicates,  and  it  will  take  an  immense 
amount  of  work  and  concentrated  effort  to  file  these  records  properly, 
owing  to  errors.  An  intensive  drive  is  on  now  to  complete  the  later 
records  as  quickly  as  possible,,  for  the  earlier  records  will  require  much 
more  time  to  correct. 

It  is  just  a  miracle  that  our  records  are  intact  for 
they  were  in  the  path  of  the  storm  which  swept  the  Eastern  Coast  last 
September,  when  scores  of  houses  around  the  home  of  our  National 
Registrar  were  totally  destroyed.  Devastation  was  seen  for  miles  along 
the  coast,  for  wind  and  wave  had  taken  its  toll.  The  vital  need  for  a 
modern  system  for  the  preservation  of  our  records  was  hardly  real¬ 
ized  until  we  saw  our  comrades  fast  passing  from  this  life. 

The  Bugle  Call.  On  my  way  home,  a  stop  between  trains  was  made 
at  Parkersburg,  West  Virginia,  to  talk  shop  with  the  Editor,  Wynnye 
G.  Williamson,  and  to  consult  with  the  printer  about  a  better  grade  of 
paper  for  our  Bugle  Call.  There  is  not  much  to  say  about  the  Bugle 
Call,  only  what  has  been  my  contention  for  years,,  namely:  That  the 
Bugle  Call  is  our  only  asset,  for  it  has  been  our  pride  for  27  years; 
that  the  subscriptions  will  not  pay  the  running  expenses;  that  the 
Bugle  Call  as  it  stands,  is  a  drain  on  our  general  finances;  that  it  is 
taxation  without  representation,  for  only  those  who  can  afford  to  pay 
for  it  have  the  privilege  of  it;  that  every  member  should  have  the  Bugle 
Call,  and  each  member  should  pay  a  small  sum  the  first  year  to  estab¬ 
lish  our  subscription  list  through  the  United  States  mails,  so  that  it 
could  take  its  place  in  national  advertising. 

For  years  we  have  had  to  beg,  plead,  threaten  and 
what  not,  to  get  subscriptions;  we  have  given  prizes  and  prizes  and 
prizes,  and  after  cutting  expenses  this  last  year  until  it  is  shameful 
and  almost  a  disgrace,  we  are  still  in  the  same  position.  We  all  know 
how  it  has  been  with  the  membership  and  they  have  been  fine  in  a  way. 
It  is  not  the  faithful  ones,  but  the  system.  I  trust  this  will  be  taken 
care  of  this  year,  and  that  we  will  at  least  try  out  what  has  been  sug¬ 
gested  for  our  Bugle  Call  and  our  Order. 
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As  is  the  custom  of  the  Past  Presidents  Association 
in  Chicago,  each  year  they  honor  their  Department  President  and  in¬ 
clude  the  National  President,  with  a  reception  and  banquet.  This  was 
held  February  11th  in  the  Great  Western  Hotel  in  Chicago.  These  are 
always  enjoyable  affairs,  and  this  year  was  no  exception,  with  Orella 
Cincotta  as  President  of  the  Association,  and  Mamie  Giroux  as  Chair¬ 
man.  Josephine  Mahar  of  St.  Louis,  and  Pearl  C.  Cooke,  Past  National 
Presidents,  Wilma  Raman  and  Dr.  Ethel  Richardson,  the  members  of 
the  Staff,  and  many  sisters  from  outstate,  together  with  officers  and 
sisters  in  and  around  Chicago,  and  the  husbands  as  well,  came  to  en¬ 
joy  this  pleasant  occasion. 

After  the  first  of  April,  conventions  in  the  different 
states  started  and,  as  the  dates  of  those  in  the  New  England  states 
were  placed  close  together,  the  National  Presidents  of  the  different  Or¬ 
ders  were  able  to  attend  all,  without  difficulty.

Starting  from  Kansas  City  April  3rd,  I  spent  the  next 
day  in  Chicago  with  Sarah  Dahl,  Department  President,  and  called  on 
Mamie  Giroux,  Department  Chairman  of  Ways  and  Means,  who  had 
been  very  ill.  Through  the  kindness  of  Pearl  C.  Cooke  and  her  good 
husband,  I  visited  Martha  Van  Duzor,  Past  National  President,  who 
had  been  ill  since  last  October.  . 

With  a  day  in  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  on  convention  business, 
I  arrived  in  Washington  on  April  6th  in  time  to  take  part  in  the  An¬ 
nual  Army  Day  exercises  at  the  Dr.  Benjamin  F.  Stephenson  Mon¬ 
ument  on  Pennsylvania  Avenue.  Dr.  Stephenson  founded  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic  at  his  home  in  Decatur,  Illinois,  April  6th,  1866, 
and  was  its  first  Ccmmander-in-Chief.  In  Sister  Tamm's  car  we  took 
our  place  in  the  Army  Day  Parade  in  the  afternoon.  As  the  guest 
of  and  in  company  with  Sisters  Lucille  Tamm,  President  of  the  De¬ 
partment  of  the  Potomac;  Emma  F.  Hayward,  Past  Department  Presi¬ 
dent;  Mary  Dowling  O’Brien,  Department  Librarian;  Jessie  F.  Thomas, 
Past  Department  Secretary,  and  Lavinnia  A.  Wolfarth,  I  attended  the 
Army  Day  Banquet  given  by  the  Military  Order  of  the  World  War  at 
the  Mayflower  Hotel,  presided  over  by  General  George  C.  Marshall, 
Chief  of  Staff  of  the  United  States  Army.  This  was  a  gala  affair  for 
every  officer  was  dressed  in  full  army  regalia. 

Rhode  Island.  The  two-day  convention  of  Rhode  Island  was  held  in 
the  Narragansett  Hotel  and  well  attended,  Laura  Chamberlain,  Depart¬ 
ment  President,  presiding  at  all  sessions.

I  was  so  very  sorry  that  I  could  not  attend  the  re¬ 
ception  tendered  William  L.  Anderson,  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  Sons 
of  Union  Veterans,  by  his  Department  and  their  Auxiliary,,  at  the  Brad¬ 
ford  Hotel,  in  Boston,  April  10th,  where  I  was  asked  to  be  “in  line." 
I  did  take  greetings  to  his  convention,  and  attended  the  joint  reception 
of  the  Sons  and  their  Auxiliary  on  April  11th.

THE  WEST

typical  of  California — flowers  in  my  room,  flowers  to  wear  and  flowers

May 
18th,  a  gavel  was  presented  to  me  by  John  Hollingsworth,,  Past  De¬ 
partment  Commander  of  Missouri,  made  by  himself  out  of  curly  maple 
wood  obtained  from  the  Battlefield  of  Gettysburg.  This  is  the  gavel 
that  opened  this  convention.  As  a  companion  piece  was  a  base  or 
block  given  to  me  by  Dr.  Phoeba  J.  Collman  of  Garden  Home,  Oregon, 
at  the  Oregon  convention.  To  say  these  are  appreciated  does  not  ex¬ 
press  what  is  in  my  heart  to  say,  but  these  will  have  the  place  for 
which  they  were  intended  when  presented.  Before  I  started  out  on  my 
official  convention  visits  last  year,  my  own  department  gave  a  recep¬ 
tion  and  luncheon.  This  was  attended  by  all  the  patriotic  organiza¬ 
tions  in  Kansas  City  with  whom  I  have  worked  so  many  years.  With 
two  past  National  Presidents  of  the  American  War  Mothers,  Mrs.  Mar¬ 
garet  McClure  and  Mrs.  Howard  Boone,  together  with  the  National 
Treasurer  of  their  Order,  and  a  past  Department  President  of  the 
American  Legion,  Mrs.  Pearl  Schopper,  and  the  Department  officers 
of  the  American  Legion  Auxiliary  and  Veterans  of  Foreign  War  Aux¬ 
iliary,  together  with  Josephine  Mahar,  Past  National  President,  and 
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members  of  our  Order  from  St.  Louis;  Edna  Ray,  Department  Senior 
Vice-President  and  others  from  St.  Joseph  and  Jefferson  City,  and  the 
Department  officers  from  the  Allied  Orders.  I  felt  that  we  were  having 
just  another  patriotic  meeting  for  the  help  of  those  in  distress  as  is 
usual  in  coming  together.  Laura  McFarlin,  Department  President, 
presided,  and  it  was  a  gathering  long  to  be  remembered. 

THE  NORTH  AND  MIDDLE  WEST 

In  making  up  the  route  for  this  last  month  of  travel, 
and  the  last  lap  away  from  home,  much  thought  was  given  to  it  to  see 
if  the  mileage  could  be  lessened;  but  it  could  not,  and  between  nine 
and  ten  thousand  miles  have  been  traveled  going  back  and  forth  across 
the  country  to  make  these  conventions. 

West  Virginia.  Starting  from  Kansas  City,  May  30th,  Grafton,  West 
Virginia,  was  the  first  stop,  where  two  days  were  spent  in  the  De¬ 
partment  convention.  Rosa  A.  Parker,  though  injured  in  a  fall  which 
necessitated  the  use  of  crutches,,  presided  over  all  sessions.  Wynnye 
G.  Williamson,  as  Secretary  of  the  Department  of  the  Grand  Army  of 
the  Republic,  which  office  she  has  held  many  years,  could  not  be  pres¬ 
ent  much  of  the  time,  but  she  did  manage  to  come  when  I  was  making 
my  talk  about  her.  She  accompanied  me  to  the  Campfire  conducted  by 
the  American  Legion  where  a  very  lovely  program  was  given.  I  was 
honored  by  the  American  Legion  Auxiliary  in  the  presentation  of  a 
gift.  This  was  greatly  appreciated.  I  was  sorry  that  it  was  impos¬ 
sible  to  attend  the  Memorial  services  on  Monday,  but  Rhoda  Denny 
Moss,  National  President  of  the  W.  R.  C.,  gave  the  greetings  for  all 
the  national  leaders. 

Enroute  to  St.  Paul,  Minnesota,  a  stop  was  made  in 
Pittsburgh  where  final  arrangements  were  made  for  the  convention. 
Frances  M.  Kuhns,  Chairman  of  Arrangements,  while  not  in  her  nor¬ 
mal  health,,  was  back  from  Florida  and  to  her  work,  and  many  details 
were  settled  at  this  time. 

Minnesota.  The  Minnesota  convention  was  well  attended  and 
many  changes  were  presented  under  the  leadership  of  Sarah  Geiger, 
Department  President,  and  work  was  going  forward  in  a  splendid  way. 
I  was  present  at  the  Advisory  Council  meeting  and  saw  things  there 
that  are  so  wholesome  in  all  organizations — namely — new  ideas  being 
presented,  thoroughly  discussed,  and  while  not  always  in  accord,  each 
was  willing  to  accept  the  wish  of  the  majority  and  to  try  these  things 
for  the  good  of  the  Order.  I  like  the  attitude  shown,  and  came  away 
wishing  I  might  have  been  longer  with  them. 

New  York.  I  arrived  in  Utica,  New  York,  the  afternoon  of  June 
7th;  was  met  by  Marie  J.  Buhler,  just  in  time  to  be  escorted  into  the 
convention  with  Commander-in-Chief  Robert  M.  Rownd,  who  was  mak¬ 
ing  his  official  call  on  Marjorie  Wethy  Schafer,  Department  President, 
and  her  convention.  Every  one  was  happy  that  he  was  able  to  attend 
his  own  Department  Convention  after  his  long  illness.  The  parade 
was  in  the  cool  of  the  evening,  through  streets  lined  with  those  who, 
after  a  day’s  work  was  done,  came  to  do  honor  to  the  remnant  of  their 
own  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  The  line  of  march  ended  at  the 
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Armory  and  the  Campfire,  where  department  leaders  of  all  organiza¬ 
tions  paid  their  tributes  and  brought  gifts  to  Department  Com¬ 
mander  Stritch  and  his  department  of  the  Grand  Army.  Each  Na¬ 
tional  President  was  introduced  by  the  Department  President  of  her 
organization  and  brought  greetings  from  the  National  Organization. 
The  convention  was  conducted  in  a  business-like  manner,  and  reports 
were  very  instructive.  It  was  a  pleasure  to  unfold  the  plans  cf  our 
National  Organization,  for,  instructions  to  the  membership  has  al¬ 
ways  been  received  in  a  fine  spirit  and  carried  out  constructively. 
After  the  convention  those  who  could  not  get  their  trains  out  in  the 
evening  were  entertained  by  Sister  Buhler  at  a  “Secret  Box  Party,” 
and  after  the  seriousness  of  a  convention,  time  out  was  taken  for 
pleasure. 

A  cordial  invitation  was  extended  to  Gladys  New¬ 
ton,  Past  National  Secretary,  and  myself  by  Sarah  Ehrmann,  Past 
National  President,  to  be  her  overnight  guests.  We  left  Utica  the  af¬ 
ternoon  of  June  9th,  was  met  at  Buffalo  by  Sister  Ehrmann  and  spent 
a  very  restful  night  and  the  next  day  with  Sister  Sarah  and  Mr.  Ehr¬ 
mann  at  their  beautiful  Lake  View  home  on  Lake  Erie.  Sunday  in 
Buffalo  for  a  day  of  rest  was  very  acceptable. 

Indiana.  Arriving  in  Michigan  City  the  Indiana  convention 

was  in  session.  Lida  E.  Manson  and  her  son,  Byron,  and  Bessie  Hart, 
Department  President,  met  the  train  and  took  Rhoda  Denny  Moss,  Na¬ 
tional  President  of  the  W.  R.  C.,  and  myself,  to  the  Spaulding  Hotel. 
I  was  surprised  to  be  greeted  by  William  Bucholtz,  Jr.,  the  son  of  a 
very  dear  friend  in  Kansas  City,  who  is  manager  of  this  hotel.  Many 
of  the  Indiana  sisters  were  those  with  whom  I  had  worked  in  different 
ways  and  knew  them  by  correspondence  as  well  as  personally.  The 
Past  Department  Presidents’  dinner  portrayed  the  Hollywood  spirit,  and 
I  will  give  all  one  guess  the  one  famous  actress  I  represented.  Anna 
Davis  was  the  president  this  year  and  a  perfect  hostess.  Pearl  C.  Cooke 
was  a  guest  from  Illinois,  and  installed  the  officers,  after  I  found  that 
I  could  not  possibly  stay  until  the  close.  Nellie  Stammel  took  the  place 
of  the  Department  President,  Sister  Bessie  Hart,  and  was  my  escort 
to  all  the  functions  of  the  convention.  It  was  my  pleasure  to  obligate 
four  Sons  of  Union  Veterans  who  would  go  back  to  Indianapolis  and 
become  members  of  the  circles  there.  Great  concern  was  felt  when 
just  before  leaving  for  the  train  word  came  that  Byron  Manson  had 
become  very  ill  early  that  morning  and  was  taken  to  a  hospital  in  La 
Porte  and  was  operated  upon  for  appendicitis.  Sister  Lida  Manson 
left  at  once  for  La  Porte. 

Michigan.  When  I  arrived  in  Jackson,  the  Michigan  convention 

was  well  into  the  second  day  and  entering  into  their  election.  I  was 
welcomed  and  was  given  the  privilege  of  presenting  the  flag  to  the 
manager  of  the  hotel,  in  the  absence  of  the  Patriotic  Instructor.  Ac¬ 
companied  by  the  Department  President,  Verta  Kilbury,  I  attended  the 
banquet  of  the  Woman’s  Relief  Corps  where  a  place  of  honor  was  saved 
for  me  at  the  head  table.  Concluding  the  program  for  the  day,  we 
were  taken  to  the  William  and  Martha  Sparks  Foundation  and  the 
illuminated  Cascades  for  the  Open  Air  Campfire.  Under  the  stars  on 
this  beautiful  night,  tribute  was  paid  to  our  Grand  Army,  and  as  the 
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water  flowed  over  the  terrace  under  the  changing  multiple  colored 
lights  as  we  viewed  this  spectacle,,  listening  to  the  rhythmic  chant  of 
the  music  which  accompanied  the  Shriners  dance,  we  could  not  help 
but  wonder  at  the  mind  of  man  that  conceived  such  a  gorgeous  thing 
for  the  joy  of  those  who  saw  it.  Every  cne  present  was  thrilled  and 
it  will  long  remain  in  the  minds  of  those  who  witnessed  it. 

It  was  a  privilege  to  be  allowed  to  share  the  installa¬ 
tion  service  with  A.  E.  Estabrook,  Department  Commander,  who  gave 
the  obligation  to  the  newly-elected  Department  President,  Frances  A. 
Dorsey.  He  wanted  to  do  this,  for  they  had  always  worked  so  closely 
together  in  this  work. 

Wisconsin.  When  I  reached  Eau  Claire,  where  the  Wisconsin 
convention  was  being  held,  the  temperature  had  dropped  to  60  de¬ 
grees  and  it  was  quite  a  relief  from  the  heat  in  Michigan.  While  only 
ome  day  could  be  spent  with  this  department,  it  was  a  very  full  one. 
At  a  breakfast  given  in  honor  of  the  five  comrades  who  could  attend 
the  Encampment,,  as  the  only  National  President  there,  I  extended 
greetings  for  all  the  Orders  to  the  comrades,  which  was  broadcast  over 
Station  WAEI  at  8:30  Sunday  morning.  Special  services  were  held  in 
the  First  Presbyterian  Church  at  11  o’clock  and  was  attended  by  all 
allied  organizations.  At  2  o’clock  in  Owens  Park,  a  flag  pole  was  dedi¬ 
cated  by  the  American  Legion  to  the  services  of  those  who  fought  in 
the  World  War,  and  raised  in  silent  salute.  Five  benches  were  dedi¬ 
cated  to  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  and  presented  to  the  City  of 
Eau  Claire  for  Owens  Park  by  the  five  Allied  Orders.  Introduced  by 
Sister  LaVerne  Marquissee,  Department  President,  the  honor  was  given 
your  National  President  to  dedicate  the  bench  given  by  our  organiza¬ 
tion. 

Iowa.  After  passing  through  the  edge  of  the  Minnesota 

storm  near  Anoka  that  took  its  toll  in  lives  and  property,  I  arrived  in 
Iowa  City  in  a  pouring  rain.  Louise  Shoup,  Department  President,  and 
Mabel  Lynch,  Patriotic  Instructor,  met  me,  and  I  spent  a  most  profit¬ 
able  and  enjoyable  day  with  this  department.  As  a  guest  at  the  ban¬ 
quet  of  the  Woman’s  Relief  Corps  held  in  the  Memorial  Lounge  cf  the 
Iowa  University,  and  seated  at  the  head  table  by  Elizabeth  Kothe, 
Past  National  President  of  the  W.  R.  C.,  I  was  presented  one  of  the 
cakes  given  all  distinguished  guests,  as  was  Sister  Shoup,  when  we  ex¬ 
tended  greetings  from  our  organization.  Going  back  to  the  Hotel  to  the 
Stunt  Party,  we  took  one  last  look  at  “Poor  Sister  Grouch”  and  decided 
that  smiles  would  be  in  order  the  remainder  of  the  time.  The  officers 
breakfast  was  a  gay  party,  and  after  the  morning  in  convention,  and 
the  Get-to-gether  Luncheon,,  I  felt  I  would  like  to  stay  until  the  close. 
I  was  glad  to  see  Sister  Ida  Warfield,  Past  National  Senior  Vice-Presi¬ 
dent,  at  this  convention. 

Pennsylvania.  Unfortunately  the  distance  between  Iowa  City  and 
Bethlehem  Pa.,  made  it  impossible  for  me  to  spend  the  time  I  planned 
at  the  Pennsylvania  convention.  Arriving  an  hour  too  late  for  the  Ila 
Mae  Banquet,  France^  Kuhns  did  see  that  I  got  to  the  Campfire  where 
all  had  gathered  to  extend  greetings  to  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Re¬ 
public.  The  picture,  “Abraham  Lincoln,”  was  shown  at  the  end  of  the 
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program  and  was  greatly  enjoyed.  This  fitted  in  so  nicely  with  the 
address  given  by  the  manager  of  the  Bethlehem  Hotel,  who  was  so 
well  received.  Although  rather  late  when  we  returned  to  the  Bethle¬ 
hem  Hotel,  the  "Best  Food  in  Town”  was  in  order,  and  well  served  to 
those  who  requested  it.  Nothing  is  too  good  for  a  National  President 
in  Pennsylvania,  so  she  and  the  Chairman  of  Arrangements  were 
treated  to  a  serenade  before  they  retired.  All  the  next  day  was  spent 
in  convention  under  the  leadership  of  Ila  Mae  Armstrong*  Department 
President.  The  delightful  Past  Department  Presidents’  Banquet,  fol¬ 
lowed  by  the  Penny  Party  and  the  initiations  into  the  White  Dove 
under  the  supervision  of  Mary  Barclay,  brought  to  a  close  a  very  splen¬ 
did  convention. 

Ohio.  I  was  glad  to  go  to  Columbus  where  the  Ohio  con¬ 

vention  was  held.  This  state  was  not  only  the  birthplace  of  my  father 
and  mother,  but  my  father  was  an  Ohio  soldier,  serving  in  Company  F, 
16th  Ohio  Infantry.  He  enlisted  for  three  years,  but  was  discharged 
after  fifteen  months  for  disability,  having  served  ninety  days  in  An- 
dersonville  Prison.  My  grand-father  and  four  uncles  were  Ohio  sol¬ 
diers  also.  Four  of  my  mother’s  cousins,  whom  I  saw  for  the  first 
time,  came  to  see  me  at  the  Neil  House:  Mrs.  Emma  Cope  John¬ 
son  and  Mr.  Charles  Selander,  Mayor  of  Prospect,  and  Miss  Vinnie 
Selander  and  Mr.  Elmer  Selander  of  Waldo.  Our  Commander-in-Chief, 
Robert  M.  Rownd,  lived  thirty  years  in  Columbus*  and  he  had  a  wonder¬ 
ful  time  greeting  old  friends  this  week  and  receiving  the  courtesies  due 
an  honored  guest. 

All  meetings  of  the  convention  were  held  in  the  ball¬ 
room  of  the  Neil  House,  where  Clara  Tice,  Department  President,  pre¬ 
sided  at  all  sessions.  From  the  Memorial  Services  the  first  evening  of 
the  convention,  to  all  the  breakfasts,  luncheons,  dinners  and  banquets 
of  our  own  organization,  and  where  time  permitted  those  of  the  Al¬ 
lied  Orders,  all  courtesies  were  extended  and  all  honors  shared  with 
your  National  President  that  were  due  Sister  Tice.  A  surprise  was 
given  the  delegates  at  a  dinner  celebrating  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of 
the  Department  when  Clara  N.  Sawyer,.  Past  National  President,  and 
Mary  Copping,  Past  Department  President  of  California,  were  an¬ 
nounced  by  Cora  Rowling,  Past  National  President.  Everyone  enjoyed 
seeing  them,  and  greetings  were  extended.  This  party  was  a  beauti¬ 
ful  affair,  for  all  at  the  head  table  were  dressed  in  gold  dresses  or 
shades  of  the  color.  It  was  a  pretty  setting  and  at  this  dinner  gifts 
were  exchanged.  Elizabeth  Sharritt,  grand-daughter  of  Nannie  Shar- 
ritt,  Past  National  Secretary,  was  Bugler  of  the  convention. 

The  last  evening  of  the  Encampment  all  the  Depart¬ 
ment  Presidents  of  the  six  allied  Orders  and  all  the  National  Presidents 
except  Wm.  L.  Anderson,  broke  bread  with  their  Commander-in-Chief, 
Robert  M.  Rownd,  as  the  guests  of  Anne  Lockyer,  National  President, 
and  the  Ohio  Department  of  the  Auxiliary  to  the  Sons  of  Union  Vet¬ 
erans,  at  a  reception  and  dinner  given  in  the  Deshler-Wallick  Hotel. 

New  Jersey.  In  company  with  Anne  Raeyling,  and  Anne  Lockyer, 
through  whose  kindness  the  reservations  were  made,  the  three  of  us 
started  east  to  attend  the  last  of  the  conventions  of  this  year  in  As- 
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bury  Park,  N.  J.  Arriving  late,  on  account  of  poor  connections,  I  was 
in  time  for  the  Past  Department  Presidents’  dinner,  and  was  greeted 
by  the  President,  Ella  Garvin  Willse,  and  these  around  the  table,  in¬ 
cluding  Orpha  Whitaker,  National  Counselor,  Helen  Lehman,  Past  Na¬ 
tional  President,  and  Emma  L.  Hayes,  Department  President,  who  was 
a  guest  also.  Following  the  dinner,  we  attended  the  Campfire  in  the 
Municipal  Auditorium,  and,  introduced  by  Sister  Hayes,  I  extended 
greetings  from  our  organization  to  the  five  comrades  present  and  the 
citizens  of  Asbury  Park.  The  convention  was  held  in  the  Marlborough 
Hotel,  and  the  business  program  carried  out  in  a  splendid  manner. 
When  the  restoration  cf  the  Lincoln  Flag  was  mentioned,  New  Jersey, 
the  mother  department,  wanting  to  be  the  first  to  give,  voted  their 
quota,  and  if  the  restoration  plan  is  carried  through  and  the  five  Al¬ 
lied  Orders  underwrite  the  cost,  New  Jersey  will  head  the  list. 

When  the  National  Presidents  start  their  year  it  is 
always  hoped  that  they  can  finish  it  without  the  sting  that  comes  when 
the  Grim  Reaper  enters  the  home.  But  as  we  are  a  part  of  the  plan 
cf  life  we  must  accept  what  comes  and  carry  on.  While  attending  the 
New  Jersey  convention,  I  received  word  that  the  little  girl  whom  I 
had  mothered  for  the  last  twelve  years  had  passed  away  very  sud¬ 
denly  in  a  tuberculosis  hospital  in  Kansas  City.  I  appreciate  the  kind¬ 
ness  of  Sister  Hayes  and  the  Department  of  New  Jersey,  and  especially 
that  of  Orpha  M.  Whitaker  and  Araba  B.  Doughty,  who  took  me  to 
Philadelphia  to  hasten  my  trip  home.  To  all  who  sent  messages  of 
sympathy,  I  am  most  grateful. 

I  have  given  you  this  account  of  my  visits  to  the 
departments  as  I  have  made  them.  Conflicting  dates  and  distance  has 
made  it  impossible  to  attend  but  sixteen  conventions  of  the  thirty-one. 
I  was  present  at  the  convention  of  Rhode  Island,  Massachusetts,  New 
Hampshire,  California,  Oregon,  Missouri,  West  Virginia,  Minnesota,  New 
York,  Indiana,  Michigan,  Wisconsin,  Iowa,  Pennsylvania,  Ohio  and  New 
Jersey.  When  I  could  not  attend  their  conventions,  I  visited  officially 
the  Departments  of  Illinois,  Colorado,  Washington  and  Alaska,,  Connec¬ 
ticut,  Idaho,  Florida  and  the  Department  of  the  Potomac.  When  it  was 
possible  my  representatives  were  present  at  the  conventions.  Pearl  C. 
Cooke,  Past  National  President,  was  the  National  Representative  in  Il¬ 
linois;  Frances  Rohrbach,  National  Inspector,  in  Kansas;  Ethelyn  P. 
Smith,  National  Treasurer,  in  Nebraska;  Lide  E.  Manson,  Past  National 
President,  in  Kentucky;  Lillian  Wilson,  Department  Chairman  of  Ways 
and  Means,  in  Oklahoma;  Jessie  Mae  Meyer,  National  Press  Correspon¬ 
dent,  in  Colorado;  Theo  Redfern,  National  Registrar,  in  Maine  and  Ver¬ 
mont;  Frances  M.  Kuhns,  Past  National  President,  in  Florida;  Josephine 
Mahar,  Past  National  President,  in  Missouri,  and  Margaret  H.  Worrell, 
National  Legislative  Chairman,  in  Department  of  Potomac.  I  was  in 
Washington,  D.  C.,  near  the  time  of  the  Potomac  convention,  but  the 
Official  Party  who  were  traveling  together,  left  for  New  York,  and 
it  was  impossible  for  me  to  remain.  I  have  installed  the  new  officers 
in  the  departments  where  it  was  my  privilege  to  remain  until  the  close 
of  the  convention — Rhode  Island,  Massachusetts,  New  Hampshire,  Cali¬ 
fornia,  Missouri,  West  Virginia,  New  York,  Michigan  and  New  Jersey. 
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The  conventions  were  not  as  large  as  in  previous 
years,  but  the  interest  was  splendid  and  much  constructive  work  was 
accomplished.  All  last  year  during  this  vast  program  ef  readjustment 
the  National  and  the  Departments  have  been  partners  in  carrying  this 
forward,  and  it  has  taught  us  a  lesson  which  should  play  a  prominent 
part  in  our  future  plans.  The  program  goes  deeper  than  just  raising 
money,  it  has  a  permanent  significance,  because  it  has  grown  out  of 
an  enduring  need  for1  a  more  stable  system  which  has  not  been  ade¬ 
quately  met  in  the  past.  Owing  to  the  lack  of  funds  all  eligibility  blanks 
and  Circle  supplies  in  the  hands  of  the  National  Secretary,  as  well  as 
the  supply  of  rituals,  proposition  books,  transfer  cards  and  receipt 
books  in  the  hands  of  the  National  Treasurer  were  exhausted.  Be¬ 
cause  we  would  like  our  Order  to  be  the  best  in  its  operation,  stress 
was  laid  on  the  necessity  of  conserving  time,  strength  and  money  by 
circles  keeping  the  record  of  reports  in  the  secretary’s  permanent  rec¬ 
ord  book.  Size  of  blanks  have  been  changed  as  a  part  of  our  program 
of  economy,  and  to  make  this  effective  our  rules  should  be  adhered  to 
in  the  strictest  sense.  Our  laws  are  made  to  be  obeyed,  and  where 
there  is  dissent,  a  way  is  provided  for  correction.  The  Revision  Commit¬ 
tee  was  called  together  before  this  convention  to  go  thoroughly  over 
the  Rules  and  Regulations,  that  our  laws  may  be  uniform  and  clarified. 
The  results  of  the  deliberations  will  be  brought  before  this  convention 
for  decision.  Until  such  is  made,  we  should  be  good  soldiers,  fall  into 
line  of  duty,  showing  that  we  are  worthy  of  the  name  “Grand  Army.” 

The  ranks  of  our  Grand  Army  are  thinning  fast. 
Greetings  were  extended  to  them  in  their  conventions  and  even  where 
there  was  only  one  to  be  in  a  department  convention,  the  true  spirit  of 
perseverance  was  still  present.  In  the  Encampment  of  the  Department 
of  the  Potomac,  in  Washington,  D.  C.,  there  were  only  three  who  were 
able  to  attend  the  annual  dinner  given  by  Mrs.  Morine  McElroy  at 
her  home  in  January,  during  the  Defense  Conference.  In  Rhode  Island 
there  were  three;  in  Massachusetts,  one;  New  Hampshire,  three;  Cali¬ 
fornia,,  twenty-three;  Oregon,  one;  Missouri,  eleven;  West  Virginia, 
three;  Minnesota,  five;  New  York,  twelve;  Indiana,  thirteen;  Michigan, 
seven;  Wisconsin,  five;  Iowa,  ten;  Pennsylvania,  eight;  Ohio,  twelve, 
and  New  Jersey,  five.  The  Secretaries  of  the  Grand  Army,  together 
with  the  Sons  of  Union  Veterans,,  ably  assisted  the  comrades  in  their 
determination  to  carry  on  in  their  work  until  the  end.  It  is  sad  in  a 
way,  but  very  significant  of  the  true  spirit  of  loyalty. 

We  are  grieved  that  “taps”  have  been  sounded  for  so 
many  this  year  in  the  Grand  Army  Official  Family,  and  for  those  in 
their  ranks,  but  we  know  that  they  are  starting  life  anew  in  that  Land 
of  Peace.  The  Grim  Reaper  has  not  entered  our  official  family  this 
year,  although  illness  has  played  a  decided  part  in  the  ranks  of -our 
National  Presidents.  Sister  Catherine  DeLacy  Roche,  Past  National 
President,  has  been  very  ill  at  her  home  in  Scranton,  Pa.;  Martha  J. 
Van  Duzor,  in  Chicago,  and  Emily  J.  Tompkins,  in  Philadelphia.  For 
the  first  time  in  many  years  a  department  has  lost  their  president  dur¬ 
ing  her  term  of  office,  Harriet  Beckwith,,  of  Connecticut. 

This  year  has  been  marked  with  friendly  relations 
between  the  different  organizations  affiliated  with  the  Grand  Army, 
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realizing  that  we  must  stand  together,  and  with  united  strength  carry 
out  those  principles  laid  down  by  those  we  would  honor.  Happiness 
has  come  with  greeting  the  National  Presidents  in  the  conventions  of 
their  departments  whenever  we  happened  to  be  in  the  same  city  at 
Encampment  time.  We  have  not  traveled  together  as  a  family  as  in 
previous  years  when  our  Commander-in-Chief  could  go  with  the  group, 
but  our  meetings  at  different  times  have  been  all  the  more  pleasant. 
We  have  been  homey  folks,  happy  when  we  were  together,  sorry  when 

our  paths  did  not  cross,  and  when  the  year  is  ended  I  am  sure  all  will 
feel— 

“The  folks  we  like  to  know  are  folks 
Who  laugh  right  out  at  friendly  jokes, 

And  just  as  quickly  share  our  tears 
When  sorrow  comes,  or  trouble  nears. 

The  folks  we  like,  don’t  care  for  show, 

Or,  whether  we  are  rich,  or  no. 

Of  all  the  folks  the  whole  world  thru 
The  folks  we  like,  are  folks  like  you.”

Banquet,  General  Federation  of  Women’s  Clubs  Council,  Washington, 
D.  C.;  Opening  New  York  World’s  Fair,,  New  York  City;  Birthday  of 
the  Statue  of  Liberty,  V.  F.  W.  Auxiliary,  New  York  City;  Opening 
New  York  Headquarters  of  the  National  Advisory  Board,  New  York 
World’s  Fair  Corporation,  New  York  City;  Memorial  Day  Services, 
Arlington  Cemetery,  near  Washington,  D.  C.;  Grand  Army  Day  Pro¬ 
gram,  New  York  World’s  Fair;  and  Opening  of  Golden  Gate  Interna¬ 
tional  Exposition.  Greetings  have  been  sent  when  impossible  to  be 
present. 


At  the  invitation  from  Mrs.  Winthrop  W.  Aldrich, 
Chairman  of  Hospitality  for  the  New  York  Wold’s  Fair,  and  Mrs.  Geo. 
C.  Cameron,  Chairman  of  Woman’s  Board  of  the  Golden  Gate  Inter¬ 
national  Exposition,  our  organization  was  asked  to  appoint  three  of 
its  members  each  from  New  York  and  San  Francisco  to  serve  on  the 
Panel  of  Hostesses  in  connection  with  the  entertainment  of  many  of¬ 
ficial  guests,  distinguished  visitors,  delegates  and  others  who  will  visit 
these  fairs.  In  co-operation,  I  appointed  Marie  J.  Buhler,  Past  De¬ 
partment  President,  Jennie  Pearsall  and  Mamie  Phebus  in  New  York, 
and  Annette  G.  Yoho,  Past  Department  President,  France  Gayetti  and 
Elaine  Kline  in  San  Francisco.  Letters  from  the  management  of  these 
fairs,  have  been  in  high  praise  of  the  splendid  work  done  and  the  co- 
operaton  given  by  these  committees.  I  feel  that  I  voice  the  apprecia¬ 
tion  of  our  entire  Order  when  I  say,  that  never  before  has  our  or¬ 
ganization  been  brought  into  such  prominence  as  it  has  this  year  by  the 
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work  of  these  committees,,  on  the  two  coasts  of  our  country.  Oppor¬ 
tunity  knocked,  and  they  gave  of  their  best.

Sister  Trigg  said  she 
was  very  glad  they  were  there  and  asked  that  they  extend  her  best 
wishes  and  greetings  to  Commander-in-Chief,  Brother  “Bill”  Anderson, 
and  their  organization. 

Frances  Kuhns  announced  the  luncheon  for  the  delegates  would 
be  in  the  Blue  Room  of  the  Hotel  Roosevelt  at  noon,  Wednesday,  im¬ 
mediately  after  the  parade.  Tickets  would  be  in  charge  of  May  Slat¬ 
tery. 

Sister  Trigg  announced  the  reception  of  the  Commander-in-Chief, 
Robert  M.  Round,  at  the  William  Penn  Hotel  from  8::30  to  10:00 
o’clock. 

Motion  by  Helen  Lehman,  and  seconded  by  several,  that  we  ad¬ 
journ,  to  reconvene  at  9:00  o’clock  Wednesday  morning.  Motion  car¬ 
ried. 

WEDNESDAY  MORNING  SESSION 

Our  National  President  called  the  convention  to  order  for  a  short 
session.  Dr.  J.  Kirkwood  Craig,  National  Chaplain  of  the  Sons  of 
U.  V.,  and  Past  Commander,  as  well  as  native  of  Missouri,  was  es¬ 
corted  to  the  President’s  station  and  introduced.  He  brought  greet¬ 
ings  from  his  organization  and  wished  for  us  a  very  splendid  con¬ 
vention. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  Grand  Army  parade  was  scheduled  for 
10:00  o’clock,  the  National  President  distributed  the  grandstand  tickets 
to  the  Department  Presidents.  Motion  by  Sister  Sawyer,  seconded  by 
several,  that  we  adjourn,  to  reconvene  at  2:00  o’clock,  was  carried. 

WEDNESDAY  AFTERNOON  SESSION 

The  bugle  call  was  sounded  by  Elizabeth  Helel  Sharritt  at  2:00 
o’clock;  the  National  President  called  the  convention  to  order,  and 
the  conductors  were  assisted  in  taking  the  password  by  Sisters  Meyers 
of  Colorado  and  Neubauer  of  Missouri.  The  National  Chaplain,  Sister 
Schroeder,  read  a  Scripture  lesson  and  all  joined  in  repeating  the  Lord’s 
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Prayer.  After  singing  the  opening  ode,,  the  flag  of  our  country  was 
presented  and  we  were  led  in  the  pledge  to  our  flag  by  the  Na¬ 
tional  Patriotic  Instructor,  Mabel  Lynch,  followed  by  the  American 
Creed. 

The  President  then  declared  the  fourth  session  open  for  any  busi¬ 
ness  which  might  come  before  it. 

The  Guards  for  Wednesday  were  Sisters  Ella  Parker,  Beatrice 
Ballard  and  Florence  Gaddie  of  Kentucky,  who  received  their  badges  at 
this  time.  The  conductors  for  this  session  were  Florence  Onnen  of 
Illinois  and  Bessie  Moore  of  Kentucky.  At  this  time,  Marie  Harkins, 
soloist,  with  Myra  Montross  at  the  piano,  commenced  to  sing,  “The 
Old  Grey  Mare,  She  Ain’t  What  She  Used  to  Be,”  as  the  Past  National 
Presidents  entered  the  room.  Marching  to  the  front  of  the  room, 
Sister  Grandle  gave  us  a  demonstration^  of  the  title  of  the  song,,  and 
then  all  were  introduced.  This  gave  us  a  little  relaxation  from  the 
strenuous  work  which  had  been  done  since  the  opening  of  the  con¬ 
vention. 

The  National  President  called  for  the  report  of  the  Credential 
Committee,  which  gave  244  delegates  entitled  to  vote  at  this  time. 

The  National  Secretary,  as  Chairman  of  the  Credentials  Commit¬ 
tee,  reported  that  credentials  from  29  departments,  with  263  delegates 
were  entitled  to  be  seated.  Departments  and  number  of  delegates 
were  as  follows:  New  Jersey,  9;  Pennsylvania,  44;  California,  8;  Illi¬ 
nois,  17;  Kansas,  11;  Ohio,  20;  Iowa,  10;  Kentucky,  4;  Nebraska,  7; 
Massachusetts,  5;  Minnesota,  12;  New  York,  18;  Indiana,  17;  Colorado, 
6;  Michigan,  8;  Wisconsin,  5;  West  Virginia*,  17;  Washington  &  Alaska, 
9;  Missouri,  11;  Oregon,  2;  Connecticut,  2;  Maine,  1;  Rhode  Island,  4; 
Montana,  1;  Idaho,  2;  Florida,  2;  Utah,  1;  Potomac,  6;  Kentucky 
No.  2,  4. 

Roll  call  found  all  officers  and  15  Past  National  Presidents  present. 

Convention  appointments  were  re-read.  Pages  were  Sisters  Helen 
Snoots,  Frances  Dorsey,  Elizabeth  Helen  Sharritt  and  Mary  Barclay. 

At  the  request  of  the  National  President,  the  Department  Presi¬ 
dents  formed  a  line  in  front  of  the  altar.  In*  introducing  them  Sister 
Trigg  said:  “Sister  Presidents,  I  have  only  worked  with  you  two 
months,  but  have  found  that  you  are  fine  to  work  with.  You  are  en- 
tering  upon  your  work  for  your  year,  and  any  work  that  is  worth 
doing  at  all  is  worth  doing  well.  You  are  going  before  your  circles 
for  inspections  and  remember  that  you  are  dealing  with  your  circle 
presidents  who  are  the  heads  of  your  circles.  Gain  the  confidence  and 
love  of  your  circle  presidents;  listen  to  no  gossip;  learn  the  situa¬ 
tion  from  her  who  has  to  bo  responsible,  for  cooperation  lies  not  in 
cooperation  itself,  but  in  the  individual,  and  if  you  treat  fairly  and 
squarely  those  with  whom  you  deal  and  give  the  best  of  yourself,  the 
best  will  always  come  back  to  you.  I  trust  you  will  accept  this  in 
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National  Secretary 
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the  spirit  in  which  it  is  given,  for  it  is  my  advice  after  a  year  of  ex¬ 
perience.” 

As  the  Department  Presidents  marched  to  their  seats  they  left  their 
concise  typewritten  reports  with  the  Secretary. 

Department  of  Kentucky  No.  2  was  instituted  by  the  National 
President  in  August,  1939.  There  had  been  two  circles  and  one  more 
was  organized  to  make  this  a  department.  Mary  Williams,  the  first 
Department  President,  together  with  Bessie  Moore,  the  present  De¬ 
partment  President,  Josephine  Williams,  Department  Secretary,  Sisters 
Scott  and  Forrester,  Department  Delegates,  were  called  to  the  plat¬ 
form  and  introduced.  They  were  given  a  rousing  welcome. 

The  National  President  called  for  the  report  of  the  National  Sen? 
ior  Vice-President.  Sister  Wilma  Raman  moved  that  all  reports  be  ac¬ 
cepted  to  be  printed  in  the  Journal,  and  turned  over  to  the  Commit¬ 
tee  on  Reports,  excepting  those  of  the  Secretary,  Treasurer,  Registrar 
and  Editor  of  the  Buglei  Call.  This  was  seconded  by  Sister  Lehman. 
Motion  carried. 

The  National  President  called  for  the  report  of  the  National 
Secretary. 


REPORT  OF  THE  NATIONAL  SECRETARY 

To  Edwina  P.  Trigg,  National  President,  Officers  and  Members  of  the 
Fifty-third  National  Convention: 

Dear  Sisters: 

With  sincere  appreciation  of  the  honor  in  serving  as  National 
Secretary,  and  grateful  for  the  confidence  of  my  friend  and  National 
President,  who  deemed  me  worthy  of  that  privilege,.  I  submit  the  fol¬ 
lowing  report: 

Department  Secretaries  have  been  very  wonderful  in  kindness  and 
cooperation  in  our  work  together,  but  a  more  definite  understanding 
as  to  requirement  of  blanks,  General  Orders  and  other  free  supplies 
furnished  by  National  organization  would  eliminate  much  correspond¬ 
ence  and  expense. 

I  am  glad  that  I  am  able  to  report  on  all  circles  under  National 
jurisdiction  but  one,  Custer  Circle  of  South  Dakota.  Although  many 
letters  and  all  supplies  have  been  sent  this  circle,  I  could  get  no  reply.

An  understanding  by  Departments  that  “honored”  members,  by 
Circles,  are  not  exempt  from  Per  Capita  to  Departments  or  National 
would  greatly  assist  the  National  Secretary  and  avoid  much  corres¬ 
pondence  and  correction  of  reports.  The  same  also  applies  to  new 
circles,  which  are  exempt  the  first  quarter,  but  Departments  are  not 
exempt. 

RECOMMENDATION 

Inasmuch  as  we  do  not  have  suspended  members  any  more,  why 
should  we  have  suspended  circles?  Most  Departments  carry  circles 
that  are  delinquent  until  such  circles  pay  or  are  dropped,  and  as  it 
is  usually  a  small  weak  circle  that  is  delinquent,  the  financial  burden 
is  not  great.  I  therefore  recommend  that: 

Article  VII,  Section  2,  page  21,  under  Tax  and  Reports,  close  with 
the  sentence:  “Any  circle  in  arrears  for  tax  or  reports  shall  be  ex¬ 
cluded  from  all  representation  at  Convention  of  Department,”  but  De¬ 
partment  pay  Per  Capita  to  National  organization  until  Circle  is 
dropped;  and  that  remainder  of  paragraph  be  stricken  out.

REPORT  OF  THE  NATIONAL  REGISTRAR 

To  Edwina  P.  Trigg,  National  President,  Officers  and  Members  of  the 

Fifty-third  National  Convention. 

Dear  Sisters: 

Each  year  that  I  have  served  as  your  National  Registrar,  I  have 
recommended  that  the  method  of  keeping  our  valuable  records  be 
changed  to  a  more  efficient  system,  and  this  year  my  anticipation 
has  been  realized.  There  has  been  placed  in  my  office  a  Shaw-Walker 
steel  cabinet  file,  consisting  of  13  double  drawers  which  will  hold  about 
60,000  cards,  size  3x5.  This  file  stands  52  inches  high,  14  inches  wide 
and  27  inches  deep.  It  is  fitted  with  lock,  weighs  about  300  pounds 
and  is  fire-proof.  A  portable  typewriter  has  been  furnished  as  part 
of  the  working  equipment,,  and  the  work  is  well  under  way.  This 
new  file  will  contain  the  records  of  our  Organization  from  its  Charter 
members  to  the  present  date  and,,  at  last,  we  will  be  able  to  have  a 
suitable  permanent  record  of  our  eligibilities. 

This  all  sounds  very  simple  to  many  of  you,  but,  on  the  contrary, 
it  will  require  much  time,  patience  and  labor,  for  all  who  handle  our 
records,  before  this  new  system  can  be  fully  established.  Team-work 
between  the  circle  presidents,,  the  committees  who  investigate  the  ap¬ 
plicants,  the  circle  and  department  registrars  and  the  national  reg¬ 
istrar  is  the  ONLY  way  we  can  achieve  our  purpose:  namely,  a  file 
that  will  be  of  value  to  our  future  generation  in  perpetuating  our 
Organization. 
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This  new  method  of  sending  in  eligibilities  was  confusing  evidently 
to  many  of  the  department  registrars,  and  although  I  realize  that  ANY 
change  in  the  filing  system  would  mean  more  or  less  confusion,,  we 
must  eventually  accustom  ourselves  to  the  change,  so  it  should  be 
done  NOW — not  later  on.  It  really  is  simple  if  you  follow  these  di¬ 
rections:  Circle  registrars  should  copy  the  application  into'  her  Propo¬ 
sition  book,  then  copy  the  record  on  a  card  and  send  to  the  Depart¬ 
ment  Registrar;  she  in  turn  copies  the  record  into  her  book  and  sends 
the  original  card  to  the  National  Registrar.  New  members  should 
be  recorded  as  soon  as  they  are  initiated  and  the  record  sent  to  National 
at  least  ONCE  A  MONTH.  The  Department  Secretaries  have  the 
cards  on  hand  and  circles  are  supposed  to  request  them  for  all  new 
members,  members  lost  by  death,  discharge,  dropped  or  transferred. 
I  realize  that  many  of  the  very  old  records  cannot  be  completed,  but 
certainly  there  is  no  excuse  to  send  in  incomplete  records  now  when 
a  little  perseverance  will  get  results.  The  applications  require  dates 
of  enlistment  and  discharge  and  therefore  it  is  necessary  to  supply 
them  with  all  new  records,  as  well  as  all  other  data  required  for 
eligibility. 

The  new  file  and  typewriter  were  placed  in  my  office  on  April 
15,  1939,  so  I  have  only  had  about  five  months  in  which  to  copy  and 
file  records.  However,  the  work  has  progressed  smoothly  and  records 
for  eleven  departments,  back  to  1920,  are  already  in  the  file.  This 
means  that  I  have  copied  more  than  16,000  records,  indexed  and  filed 
them  in  this  new  file.  All  records  received  this  year  are  also*  in  the 
file,  and  the  work  will  continue  until  all  records  in  the  present  file 
are  copied  and  indexed  and  placed  in  this  new  permanent  file. 

This  has  been  a  busy  office  since  last  convention,  and  I  submit  a 
compiled  report  from  September,  1938,  to  August,  1939,  trusting  you 
will  better  understand  about  the  efforts  of  your  registrars. 

We  have  677  circles  according  to  the  National  file,  but  only  372 
have  made  any  report  to  the  department  registrars  this  year.  Every 
circle  should  send  some  report  to  the  department  at  least  once  a 
month.  Names  of  members  lost  by  death,  discharge,  dropped  or  trans¬ 
ferred  should  be  reported  just  as  faithfully  as  new  members  initiated. 

Departments  are  very  slow  to  record  the  junior  circles.  There 
are  19  junior  circles  in  the  various  departments,  but  seven  of  them 
have  not  been  recorded  in  National,  and  only  one  has  reported  this 
year.  These  junior  circles  are  just  as  important  as  the  adult  mem¬ 
bers  and  should  receive  just  as  much  attention  in  the  file. 

I  have  filed  records  for  1612  new  members  and  two  new  junior 
members  this  year,  and  recorded  366  members  who  were  initiated  pre¬ 
vious  to  1938.  I  have  filled  in  missing  data  for  2101  old  records  and 
recorded  699  losses. 

Seven  new  circles  have  been  recorded  this  year— three  in  Mis- 
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souri,  two  in  Pennsylvania,  and  one  each  in  Kansas  and  Michigan. 
There  are  now  249  circles  that  are  100  per  cent  recorded;  eleven  jun¬ 
iors  and  one  under  National  Jurisdiction,  that  one  being  General  D.  S. 
Stanley  Circle  of  Texas.  Seven  departments  are  to  be  commended  for 
having  all  circles  100  per  cent  recorded:  Missouri,  Utah,  New  Hamp¬ 
shire,  Maine,  Vermont,  Rhode  Island  and  Nebraska;  a  gain  of  21  circles 
over  last  year. 

I  shall  give  much  of  the  credit  to  the  circle  and  department  reg¬ 
istrars  because  of  their  willingness  and  interest  to  cooperate  in  com¬ 
pleting  the  old  records,  preparatory  to  this  new  file,  and  I  think  Sister 
Grace  Henninger  of  Pennsylvania  has  done  wonderful  work  in  com¬ 
pleting  910  old  records  this  year;  Sister  Ella  Leavitt  of  Minnesota  has 
completed  453  records  for  her  department,  and  Sisters  Mabel  Fred- 
erickson  of  Iowa,  Marguerite  Miller  of  Maine,  Winona  Kahl  of  West 
Virginia,  Matilda  Henderson  of  Colorado  &  Wyoming,,  Anna  Place  of 
New  York,  Lena  Harbin  of  Michigan,  and  Sadie  Voglesong  of  Mis¬ 
souri  should  have  special  mention  for  their  untiring  efforts.  Kentucky 
and  Florida  made  no  reports  this  year,  but  all  other  departments  have 
done  splendid  work  and  I  appreciate  it  very  much.  I  must  add  Sister 
Sarah  Fox  of  Texas  to  this  list,  too. 

I  regret  the  passing  of  Sister  Lotta  Hanson  of  Washington  & 
Alaska,  one  of  my  Family  of  Registrars  who  was  such  an  efficient 
worker.  Her  work  was  taken  up  by  Sister  Matilda  Dinsmore  and  she 
carried  on  willingly  with  good,  results. 

Nearly  one  thousand  letters  have  been  sent  from  this  office  to  my 
family  of  co-workers,  most  of  them  requesting  additional  information 
on  old  records  and  in  almost  every  instance  I  have  received  prompt 
and  courteous  replies  with  the  desired  data.  It  has  been  a  pleasure 
to  work  with  these  registrars,  and  you  made  good  selection  of  officers 
when  you  elected  them  in  your  departments. 

When  I  say  to  you  that  about  124,000  more  records,  still  remain 
in  the  old  file  to  be  copied,  indexed  and  filed  in  the  new  file,  you  will 
realize  somewhat  the  enormous  amount  of  work  waiting  to  be  done, 
and  also  that  patience,,  cooperation  and  perseverance  is  the  only  way  to 
accomplish  it. 

I  appreciate  your  confidence  in  electing  me  to  fill  this  important 
office  for  the  sixth  consecutive  year,  and  for  the  opportunity  to  start 
this  long  anticipated  file,  and  I  trust  I  have  done  all  that  you  have 
expected  of  me  in  this  work. 

In  June,  I  was  privileged  to  attend  the  department  conventions 
of  Maine  and  Vermont,  where  I  received  the  many  courtesies  due  the 
representative  of  our  National  President.  Thank  you  for  inviting  me 
to  go,  Sister  Edwina.

REPORT  OF  BUGLE  CALL  EDITOR 

Parkersburg,  W.  Va.„  Aug.  26,  1939. 

To  Edwina  P.  Trigg,  National  President,  Officers  and  Members  of  the 

Fifty-third  National  Convention,  Ladies  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the 

Republic,  Assembled  at  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  August  27-Sept.  1,  1939: 
Dear  Sisters: 

In  accordance  with  our  Rules  and  Regulations  the  report  of  the 
Editor  of  the  Bugle  Call  is  hereby  submitted: 

That  The  Bugle  Call  is  and  has  been  a  liability  rather  than  an 
asset  has  long  been  known  to  this  body,  but  for  many  reasons,  senti¬ 
mental  and  otherwise,  the  organization  has  carried  the  burden  along, 
realizing  that  it  is  hard  to  lose  a  thing  we  have  owned  and  operated 
for  twenty-seven  and  one-half  years.  As  w^  handle  the  paper  at  the 
present  time  it  will  always  be  a  liability,,  for  any  and  all  who  know 
anything  of  the  publishing  business  realize  too  well  that  no  paper 
nor  magazine  is  ever  supported  by  its  subscriptions,  but  must  depend 
upon  its  advertising  matter  for  its  financial  support.  These  members 
knoWj  too,  that  our  magazine  is  too  small  and  our  subscribers  too  few 
to  expect  advertising  of  any  great  amount.  Until  our  subscription 
list  is  five  times  greater  than  it  is  now  we  could  not  hope  for  this  aid. 

Your  national  President  submitted  a  plan  this  year  in  which  she 
had  every  reason  to  expect  great  results.  She  appointed  a  National 
Press  Correspondent  and  an  Assistant  Press  Correspondent,  asking 
each  Department  President  to  name  a  Department  Press  Correspond¬ 
ent  and  that  Circles  name  a  corresponding  officer.  These  she  expected 
to  work  for  Bugle  Call  subscriptions  as  well  as  compiling  news.  The 
plan  did  not  work  for  the  reason  that  the  Department  Press  Corres¬ 
pondent  did  not  all  work.  Sister  Jessie  Mae  Meyer,  National  Press 
Correspondent,  and  her  assistant,  Alberta  Carothers,  worked  untiring¬ 
ly.  Sister  Meyer  wrote  each  Department  President  for  the  name  and 
address  of  her  Press  Correspondent.  She  then  wrote  each  of  these 
and  I  am  sure  you  would  be  surprised  to  know  of  the  many  from  whom 
she  had  no  response. 

Your  Editor  likewise  did  not  hear  from  many  of  these  and  your 
National  President,  as  well  as  many  of  you,  would  be  surprised  to  know 
that  aboutj  fifty  per  cent  of  these  are  not  subscribers  themselves. 
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The  rule  of  this  Editor  and  her  predecessors  had  formerly  been  to 
communicate  with  members  in  our  various  departments  enlisting  their 
support,  but  with  this  new  ruling  many  of  these  sisters  were  met  with 
rebuffs,  members  telling  them  it  was  not  their  affair,,  but  that  of  the 
Press  Correspondent. 

Having  a  slight  knowledge  of  a  plan  your  National  President  ex¬ 
pects  to  submit  to  you  at  this  convention,  the  Editor  has  not  notified 
those  who  are  in  arrears  until  after  you  have  had  the  opportunity  of 
listening  to  your  leader’s  recommendation  and  having  your  voice  and 
vote  in  the  matter. 

However,  we  have  many  friends  who  continue  to  interest  the  Cir¬ 
cle  and  its  members  in  The  Bugle  Call  and  have  continued  to  send  in 
lists  of  subscribers,  and  among  these  are  Sisters  Clara  Smith,  Sadie 
Mae  .Williams,  Alberta  Carrothers,  Gladys  Swallen,  Ollie  Berkemeier 
and  others  of  Ohio;  Fannie  Small,  Anna  Hessen  and  Mae  Lamkin,  of 
Iowa;  Frances  M.  Haskell  and  Phoebe  J.  Asher  of  Washington- Alaska; 
Mabel  Schilkin  and  Flora  J.  Thompson,  of  Minnesota;  Capitola  Mayes 
and  Catherine  Schroeder  of  California;  Gertrude  Walbridge,  of  New 
York;  Theo  Redfern  of  Rhode  Island;  Eldora  Tichenor  of  West  Virginia; 
Margaret  Barclay  of  Florida;  Eunice  Rash,,  Grace  Pagett  and  Laura 
Luman  of  Kansas;  Orella  Cincotta,  of  Illinois,  and  Alice  D.  Smith  of 
Michigan. 

It  is  true  that  some  Press  Correspondents  have  done  splendid 
work,  among  them  Jessie  Mae  Meyer,  of  Colorado,  and  Dora  Halpin, 
of  Missouri.  We  extend  our  deepest  appreciation  to  all  of  the  above 
named  sisters  for  their  help.  And  to  those  who  have  prepared  special 
articles  we  are  grateful. 

It  has  been  the  aim  to  give  every  department  a  bit  of  space  each 
month,  believing  that  our  readers  would  rather  have  a  small  item  from 
each  department  rather  than  two  or  three  lengthy  articles  from  three 
or  four.  Every  inch  of  space  has  been  given  to  the  press  correspond¬ 
ents,  the  Editor  giving  up  the  page,  which  by  right  belongs  to  any 
editor  of  any  publication.  In  this  connection  the  Editor  would  ask  for 
her  own  benefit  and  that  of  any  future  editor,  that  the  convention  give 
her  the  right  to  omit  all  signatures,  and  if  an  article  would  be  a  special 
one  and  worthy  of  a  by-line,  the  same  be  used  as  any  publication 
would  use  the  same.  The  reason  for  this  would  be  a  double  one.  In  the 
first  place  it  makes  our  paper  look  verycheap,  and  in  the  second  place 
these  signatures  take  up  two  lines  or  more  as  a  rule,  and  cover  space 
that  could  be  used  for  other  small  items. 

Last  year  we  combined  the  September-October  issue  in  order  to 
have  twice  as  much  space  for  full  convention  reports  and  to  give  pic¬ 
tures  of  affairs  in  connection  with  the  encampment  and  convention. 
For  this  we  were  promptly  scolded  by  Postmaster-General  James  A. 
Farley,  saying  we  must  not  skip  an  issue  as  we  jeapardized  our  rights 
to  second-class  privileges. 
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All  cuts  in  that  issue  and  any  others  which  have  appeared  have 
been  borrowed  or  given  us.  No  cuts  have  been  made  and  no  expense 
has  accrued  because  of  the  use  of  these,  save  the  expense  on  same. 
In  this  connection  it  might  be  well  to  ask  that  our  sisters  please  not 
send  photographs  unless  they  wish  to  pay  for  the  making  of  a  cut}  or 
electrotype,  as  we  have  no  fund  with  which  to  make  these  and  it  only 
causes  one  the  trouble  and  expense  of  sending  and  returning  the  same. 

The  office  expense  of  the  Bugle  Call  Editor  may  look  large,  but 
in  this  is  counted  every  stamp  used,  postage  on  return  of  cuts  and 
the  mailing  of  the  paper  itself  from  the  Parkersburk  postoffice.  One 
thing  which  adds  to  the  expense  is  the  fact  that  many  subscribers 
charge  their  residence  and  never  notify  the  Editor,  and  the  Editor 
must  pay  two  cents  on  each  of  these  changes.  In  a  month’s  time  the 
price  of  several  subscriptions  is  lost. 

There  is  on  deposit  in  the  Parkersburg  postoffice  to  insure  mail¬

Sister  Grandle  read  the  recommendations  of  the  National  Presi¬ 
dent,  which  were  acted  upon  separately  and  adopted  as  a  whole.  (These 
recommendations  will  be  found  with  the  report  of  the  Decisions  and 
Revisions  of  the  Fifty- third  National  Convention.) 

Sister  Snoots  moved,  and  it  was  seconded  by  Sister  Schroeder, 
that  a  rising  vote  of  thanks  be  given  the  National  President  for  these 
recommendations.  Motion  put  by  Senior  Vice-President  Sister  Stam- 
mel.  Carried. 

Announcement  by  Sister  Kuhns  that  souvenirs  for  the  delegates 
were  in  the  Aluminum  room. 

Moved  by  Sister  Hayes  and  seconded  by  several,  that  the  conven¬ 
tion  adjourn,  to  reconvene  at  9:00  o’clock,  Thursday  morning.  Car¬ 
ried. 

THURSDAY  MORNING  SESSION 

The  bugle  sounded  and  the  National  President  called  the  conven¬ 
tion  to  order  at  9:20  a.  m.  Sister  Schroeder,  chaplain,  read  a  Scrip¬ 
ture  lesson,  followed  by  the  Lord’s  Prayer.  After  the  pledge  to  the 
flag  led  by  the  Patriotic  Instructor,  Sister  Lynch,  the  American  Creed 
was  given. 

The  Credentials  Committee  reported  263  delegates  entitled  to  vote 
and  given  badges. 

The  report  of  the  Registration  Committee  showed  a  collection  of 
$263.00  from  the  delegates. 

Sister  Trigg  stated  that  Commander-in-Chief  Round,  Sister  Kuhns 
and  herself  had  taken  part  in  a  broadcast  over  station  KQV  Satur¬ 
day  morning,  August  26th.  Sisters  Grandle  and  Cary  and  Rev.  J. 
Kirkwood  Craig,  of  the  Sons  of  Union  Veterans,  were  invitee^  to-  give 
a  skit  written  by  Lillian  Clark  Cary,  depicting  the  life  of  Abraham 
and  Mary  Todd  Lincoln,  Wednesday  night,  August  30th.  This  was  at  the 
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request  of  Mrs.  Cornelius,  who  was  in  charge  of  the  program  with 
Miss  Lincoln,  a  station  artist  as  violinist. 

Moved  by  Sister  Ehrmann,  seconded  by  Sister  Rowling,  that  a 
letter  be  sent  to  Mrs.  Cornelius  for  the  invitation  and  Miss  Lincoln 
for  her  services.  Carried. 

Letters  were  ordered  sent  to  the  ill  and  bereaved  sisters:  Sister 
Sarah  Johnson  announced  the  illness  of  Past  Commander-in-Chief  Ruhe, 
and  a  letter  of  cheer  with  a  bouquet  of  flowers  was  sent  from  the 
convention. 

Those  having  birthdays  during  the  week  were  introduced:  Mary 
Topping  of  California  was  94,  September  1st;  Sadie  Mae  Williams,  of 
Ohio;  Theo  Redfern,  National  Registrar;  Birdie  Thompson  of  West 
Virginia,  August  29th;  Sister  McMillan  of  Washington,  Sister  Griffith 
of  Massachusetts,  August  30th.  They  were  greeted  with  “Happy  Birth¬ 
day  to  You.” 

The  National  President  announced  that  Annabel  Buchan  of  Illi¬ 
nois,  would  be  on  “We  the  People”  program  on  September  5th  and 
12th. 

Sisters  Ella  Parker  and  Beatrice  Ballard,  Kentucky  Department 
No.  1,  sang,  “I  Shall  Be  Satisfied,  When  I  See  Him  Face  to  Face,”  and 
“He  Understands,  He’ll  say,  “Well  Done.”  The  beautiful  voices  of 
these  two  sisters  will  be  long  remembered. 

Sister  Rowling,  P.  N.  P.,  moved  that  we  go  into  election  immedi¬ 
ately;  seconded  by  several  and  carried. 

The  poll  of  the  convention  found  245  delegates  entitled  to  vote. 

The  National  President  stated  we  would  proceed  with  nomina¬ 
tions  and  election  of  officers.  Nominations  for  National  President 
were  in  order  and  the  following  were  nominated:  Frances  M.  Haskell 
of  Washington  and  Alaska,  nominated  by  Cassea  H.  Orsborn;  Nellie 
K.  Stammel  of  Indiana,  nominated  by  Hattie  Leonard,  Department 
President  of  Indiana;  Catherine  G.  Schroeder  of  California  nominated 
by  Carrie  V.  Sherriff,  Past  National  President;  Mayme  Giroux  of  Illi¬ 
nois,  nominated  by  Florence  Onnen,,  Department  President  of  Illinois. 
There  being  no  further  nominations,  the  President  declared  the  nom¬ 
inations  closed,  and  asked  that  the  nominees  come  to  her  station.  She 
announced  that  printed  cards  on  which  were  the  names  of  the  nom¬ 
inees  could  be  used  for  the  ballots.  When  introduced,  Sisters  Schroe¬ 
der  and  Giroux  declined. 

The  National  President  appointed  Sister  Mahar  as  judge,  and  asked 
that  each  nominee  name  her  teller.  Sister  Rowling  acted  for  Sister 
Haskell  and  Sister  Leonard  for  Sister  Stammel.  The  ballots  were  dis¬ 
tributed  by  the  conductors. 
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After  the  ballots  were  cast  and  counted,  the  judge  announced  247 
votes  cast:  Sister  Haskell,  133;  Sister  Stammel,  112;  Hamerein,  1;  and 
one  ballot  blank.  This  made  247  votes  cast,  with  only  245  entitled 
to  vote,  according  to  the  poll.  The  President  declared  no  election. 

The  roll  of  departments  was  again  called  and  the  convention  polled. 
Some  question  arose  as  to  the  legality  of  this  action,,  and  the  Presi¬ 
dent  asked  that  the  convention  sustain  the  decision  of  the  chair. 
Moved  by  Elsie  Collins  of  California,  and  seconded  by  many,  that  the 
action  of  the  President  be  sustained.  Carried. 

Ballots  were  distributed  by  conductors,  a  vote  taken,  which  showed 
246  ballots  cast.  The  judge  announced  Sister  Haskell  received  136, 
Sister  Stammel  110.  Sister  Haskell  having  received  the  highest  num¬ 
ber  of  votes  cast,  was  declared  National  President  for  the  ensuing 
year.  The  National  President  asked  if  she  would  accept  this  office, 
and  she  responded  in  the  affirmative. 

Nominations  were  in  order  for  the  National  Senior  Vice-President. 
May  Slattery  of  Pennsylvania  was  nominated  by  Frances  Kuhns,  Past 
National  President;  Lillie  Wall  of  Michigan,  nominated  by  Frances 
Dorsey,  Department  President  of  Michigan;  Margaret  Lindsay  of  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  nominated  by  Lillie  Patterson,  Past  Department  President 
of  Pennsylvania;  Ethelyn  P.  Smith  of  Nebraska,,  nominated  by  Perla 
B.  Smith,  Department  President  of  Nebraska. 

When  the  nominees  were  introduced,  Sister  Smith  declined. 

The  guards  announced  two  delegates  leaving  the  room,  making  244 
voters. 

Sister  Slattery  named  as  her  teller  Sister  Kuhns;  Sister  Wall  named 
Sister  Dorsey;  Sister  Lindsay  named  Sister  Patterson.  Nominations 
were  closed  and  the  ballots  cast. 

The  judge  announced  the  results  as  follows:  Sister  Slattery,  120; 
Sister  Lindsay,  80;  Sister  Wall,  41.  There  being  no  election,  the  con¬ 
ductors  were  asked  to  distribute  the  ballots. 

After  the  ballots  were  cast  Sister  Sawyer  moved  that  the  ballots 
be  sealed  and  counted  at  the  next  session.  Sister  Grandle  rose  to  a 
point  of  order,  upon  which  the  National  President  decided  the  point 
was  well  taken,  because  the  convention  was  in  the  midst  of  balloting, 
and  the  balloting  continued. 

After  the  count,  the  judge  announced  the  result  as  follows:  Sis¬ 
ter  Slattery,  148;  Sister  Lindsay,,  81,  and  Sister  Wall,  14.  The  Na¬ 
tional  President  declared  Sister  Slattery  elected  National  Senior  Vice- 
President,  and  asked  if  the  sister  would  serve.  She  thanked  the  dele¬ 
gates  and  said  she  would  be  honored  to  serve. 

Marion  P.  Crocker  of  Florida,  chairman  of  Ways  and  Means  of 
her  department,  sent  $10.00  for  the  Memorial  Fund  in  memory  of  her 
father,  W.  C.  Powell,  post  commander  in  Pennsylvania  in  1908. 
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Frances  Kuhns  moved  and  it  was  duly  seconded,  that  the  conven¬ 
tion  adjourn,  to  reconvene  at  2:00  o’clock.  Carried. 

THURSDAY  AFTERNOON  SESSION 

At  the  call  of  the  bugler,  the  National  President  called  the  con¬ 
vention  to  order  at  2:40  p.  m.  Guards  secured  the  door  and  the  pass¬ 
word  was  taken. 

Wynnye  G.  Williamson,  chairman  of  the  Greetings  Committee  to 
the  Auxiliary  to  the  Sons  of  Union  Veterans  of  the  Civil  War,  with 
Sisters  Sadie  Mae  Williams  and  Lillie  Patterson,  reported  a  fine  visit, 
and  that  each  one  of  her  committee  was  presented  with  a  rose. 

Orpha  Whitaker,  with  Sisters  Josephine  Mahar  and  Perla  B.  Smith, 
reporting  for  her  Committee  to  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  said 
it  was  a  pleasure  to  be  with  this  group  and  that  they  were  accorded 
a  hearty  welcome. 

Marie  J.  Buhler,  with  Sisters  Irene  Mangel  and  Margaret  Franz, 
reported  having  taken  greetings  to  the  Daughters  of  Union  Veterans, 
saying  that  they  were  cordially  received  and  were  so  royally  enter¬ 
tained  that  they  were  reluctant  to  leave.  But  they  brought  the  best 
wishes  of  the  delegation  back  to  the  President. 

Pearl  C.  Cook,  P.  N.  P.,  Chairman  of  the  W.  R.  C.  Committee,  with 
Sisters  Helen  Beebout  and  Wilma  Raman,  stated  they  were  cordially 
received,  and  the  president,  Rhoda  Denny  Moss,  said  that  she  had  had 
a  marvelous  year  in  her  association  with  our  National  President.  The 
response  was  made  by  Mrs.  Bliss,  Past  National  President  of  the  W. 
R.  C.,  at  the  time  Sister  Van  Duzor  was  our  National  President,  and 
praised  our  order  very  much. 

Mollie  Nebauer,  chairman  of  the  greetings  committee  to  the  Sons 
of  Union  Veterans,  with  Sisters  Frances  Dorsey  and  Mabel  Schil- 
kin,  were  received  with  many  words  of  praise  for  our  National  Presi¬ 
dent  of  our\  organization. 

The  password  was  taken  by  the  conductors  and  pages. 

Sister  Trigg  called  for  the  reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  first,  sec¬ 
ond  and  third  sessions,  which  was  read  by  the  Asst.  National  Secretary, 
and  approved  as  read. 

Poll  of  the  convention  found  223  delegates  entitled  to  vote. 

Nominations  were  in  order  for  National  Junior  Vice-President,  and 
the  following  were  nominated:  Sadie  Mae  Williams  of  Ohio,  by  Helen 
Snoots,  Department  President  of  Ohio;  Leota  M.  Brown  of  Oregon,  by 
Ethel  Mott,  Department  President  of  Oregon.  There  being  no  further 
nominations,  the  President  declared  the  nominations  closed,  and  asked 
that  the  nominees  come  to  her  station.  After  they  were  introduced, 
Sister  Lehman  moved  that  the  tellers  be  allowed  to  retire  and  count 
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the  ballots.  This  was  seconded  by  several  and  carried.  The  President 
appointed  Sister  Mahar  judge.  Sister  Berkemeier  was  chosen  teller  for 
Sister  Williams,  and  Sister  Mott  for  Sister  Brown. 

After  the  ballots  were  cast,  the  judge,  and  tellers  retired,  and  nom¬ 
inations  were  in  order  for  treasurer. 

Wilma  Raman  was  nominated  by  Pearl  Cooke,  P.  N.  P.;  Gladys 
W.  Newton  was  nominated  by  Marie  J.  Buhler,  Past  Department  Presi¬ 
dent  of  New  York. 

There  being  no  further  nominations,  the  President  declared  the 
nominations  closed.  When  the  candidates  were  introduced,  Sister  Ra¬ 
man  declined.  Elsie  Collins  of  California  moved  that  the  Secretary  be 
instructed  to  cast  the  unanimous  vote  of  the  convention  for  Sister  New¬ 
ton  for  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year.  This  was  seconded/  by  Rose 
E.  E.  Carlin.  Carried. 

Sister  Grandle,  judge,,  announced  that  Sister  Newton  had  received 
the  unanimous  vote  of  the  convention  for  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing 
year,  and  the  President  declared  her  elected. 

The  guards  announced  that  five  delegates  had  left  the  room, 
which  left  218  entitled  to  vote. 

Nominations  were  in  order  for  chaplain.  Winnie  Wright  of  Colo¬ 
rado,  nominated  Mabel  Y.  Coffey  of  Colorado;  Susanne  V.  Myers  nom¬ 
inated  Margaret  Worrell  of  the  Department  of  the  Potomac;  Helen  M. 
Lehman,  Past  National  President,  nominated  Harriet  W.  Eaton  of  New 
York.  There  being  no  further  nominations,  the  President  declared  the 
nominations  closed  and  introduced  the  candidates.  Sister  Grandle  was 
appointed  judge,  and  Sister  Hays  acted  as  teller  for  Sister  Eaton;  Sis¬ 
ter  Meyers  for  Sister  Worrell,  and  Sister  Wright  for  Sister  Coffey. 
After  the  ballots  were  cast  the  judge  and  tellers  retired  to  make  the 
count. 

Sister  Josephine  Mahar,  judge,  announced  the  result  of  the  ballot 
for  Junior  Vice-President:  Sister  Brown  received  119  votes  and  Sister 
Williams,  99.  Sister  Brown  was  declared  elected  Junior  Vice-President, 
which  she  accepted. 

The  guards  announced  that  eleven  delegates  had  retired,  making 
207  entitled  to  vote. 

Nominations  for  Patriotic  Instructor  were  called  for.  Capitola 
Mayes,  Department  President  of  California,  nominated  Catherine 
Schroeder;  Verna  Gray,  Department  President  of  Kansas,  nominated 
Eunice  Rash.  There  being  no  further  nominations,  the  President  de¬ 
clared  the  nominations  closed.  The  candidates  were  introduced,  bal¬ 
lots  cast  and  Sister  Kuhns  appointed  judge  with  Sister  Mayes  as  teller 
for  Sister  Schroeder,  and  Sister  Gray,  teller  for  Sister  Rash.  After  the 
ballots  were  cast,  the  judge  and  tellers  retired  to  count  the  vote. 
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Nominations  for  Registrar  were  called.  Pearl  C.  Cooke,  Past  Na¬ 
tional  President,  was  appointed  judge.  Catherine  Schroeder  nominated 
Theo  Redfern.  There  were  two  calls  for  other  nominations,  and  hear¬ 
ing  none,  the  President  declared  the  nominations  closed.  Moved  by 
Sister  Carlin  of  Pennsylvania,  and  seconded  by  several,  that  the  Sec¬ 
retary  be  instructed  to  cast  the  unanimous  ballot  for  Sister  Redfern 
for  Registrar.  Motion  carried.  The  judge  announced  that  the  Secre¬ 
tary  had  cast  the  unanimous  vote  for  Sister  Redfern  for  Registrar  for 
the  ensuing  year  and  the  President  declared  her  elected.  Sister  Red¬ 
fern  thanked  the  delegates  for  the  honor  to  complete  the  file  of  our 
records. 

With  Sister  Nellie  Stammel,  Senior  Vice-President,  in  the  chair, 
nominations  were  called  for  Counselor,  to  which  Sister  Whitaker  nom¬ 
inated  Sister  Trigg,  and  two  calls  were  made  for  other  nominations. 
Sister  Williamson  moved  that  the  Secretary  cast  the  unanimous  bal¬ 
lot  for  Sister  Trigg  for  Counselor;  this  was  seconded  by  several  and 
carried.  The  judge  announced  that  the  Secretary  had  cast  the  unani¬ 
mous  vote  for  Sister  Trigg  for  Counselor  for  the  ensuing  year  and  the 
National  Senior  Vice-President  declared  her  elected. 

Sister  Grandle,  judge,  announced  210  votes  cast  for  Chaplain.  Sis¬ 
ter  Coffey  received  92;  Sister  Worrell,  70;  Sister  Eaton,  48.  There  was 
no  election.  Sister  Eaton  withdrew.  The  conductors  distributed  the 
ballots,  and  after  the  vote  the  judge  and  tellers  retired  to  make  the 
count. 

Sister  Kuhns,  judge,  announced  207  votes  cast  for  Patriotic  In¬ 
structor,  Sister  Rash  receiving  151  votes;  Sister  Schroeder,  55,  and  one 
blank.  Sister  Rash  was  declared  elected  Patriotic  Instructor,  and  when 
asked  if  she  would  accept,  replied  in  the  affirmative. 

Nominations  were  called  for  the  Council  of  Administration.  Emma 
F.  Hayward  was  nominated  by  Anne  Houseman  of  the  Department  of 
the  Potomac;  Mabel  Schilken,  by  Mary  Nickerson,  department  Presi¬ 
dent  of  Minnesota;  Mary  Barclay,  by  Sarah  J.  Ehrmann,  P.  N.  P.; 
Minnie  Seitz,  nominated  by  Catherine  Schroeder;  Zella  Chaloupka, 
nominated  by  Louis  E.  Schnoor,  Department  President!  of  Iowa;  Mary 
Williams,  nominated  by  Bessie  Moore,  Department  President,  Kentucky 
No.  2;  Lillie  Wall,  nominated  by  Frances  A.  Dorsey,  Department  Presi¬ 
dent  of  Michigan;  Jessie  P.  Kent,  nominated  by  Edna  M.  Ray,  Depart¬ 
ment  President  of  Missouri;  Eva  Erwin,  nominated  by  Clara  Sawyer, 
P.  N.  P.;  Sarah  Johnson,  nominated  by  Ethel  M.  Irish,  P.  N.  P.;  Cora 
Riser,  nominated  by  Ella  Berkemeier  of  Ohio;  Margaret  Lindsay,  by 
Lillie  Patterson,  P.  D.  P.  of  Pennsylvania;  Birdie  Thompson,  by  Mary 
Stevens,  P.  D.  P.  of  West  Virginia;  Anna  Good,  by  Sister  Henninger 
of  Pennsylvania.  There  being  no  further  nominations,  the  President 
declared  the  nominations  closed,  and  the  candidates  were  introduced. 
Sarah  J.  Ehrmann  was  appointed  judge,  and  Sisters  Nickerson  of  Min¬ 
nesota,  Patterson  of  Pennsylvania,  Mayes  of  California,  and  Schnoor 
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of  Iowa,  were  rlamed  tellers.  The  ballots  were  cast  and  the  judge  and 
tellers  retired  to  count  the  votes. 

The  vote  on  the  second  ballot  for  Chaplain  was  announced  by  Sis¬ 
ter  Cooke,  as  judge.  Votes  cast,  210.  Sister  Coffey  received  112;  Sis¬ 
ter  Worrell,  93,  and  five  blanks.  Sister  Coffey  was  declared  elected 
Chaplain,  and  when  asked  if  she  would  serve,  replied  in  the  affirma¬ 
tive. 

At  this  time  Harry  R.  Collins,  Department  Commander  of  the  Sons 
of  Union  Veterans,  was  escorted  to  the  President’s  station.  He  brought 
greetings  and  said  the  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  Sons  of  Union  Vet¬ 
erans  was  Ralph  R.  Barrett  of  California,  and  that  he  was  very  happy 
about  it. 

The  President  called  for  nominations  for  National  Historian.  Sis¬ 
ter  Mahar  was  appointed  judge.  Sister  Clara  Sawyer,  in  well-chosen 
words,  placed  the  name  of  Margaret  Grandle,  Past  National  President, 
in  nomination  for  Historian,  saying  that  we  needed  a  sister  with  her 
qualifications  to  preserve  our  history  from  its  organization,  and  that 
she  was  fully  capable  to  take  up  this  great  work.  There  were  two 
more  calls  for  further  nominations.  Hearing  none,  the  President  de¬ 
clared  the  nominations  closed.  Moved  by  Sister  Lehman  and  seconded 
by  several  that  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  cast  the  unanimous  bal¬ 
lot  for  Sister  Grandle  for  Historian  for  the  ensuing  year.  Carried,- 
Sister  Mahar,  judge,  announced  the  Secretary  had  cast  the  unanimous 
ballot  for  Sister  Grandle,  and  the  President  declared  her  elected.  In 
accepting  this  office,  Sister  Grandle  said,,  “Words  fail  me  when  I  try 
to  tell  you  how  I  appreciate  this  wonderful  office  of  Historian,  which 
will  give  me  the  privilege  of  recording  the  efforts  of  our  great  leaders. 
With)  God’s  help  and  the  confidence  of  all  I  will  give  the  best  which  is 
in  me.” 

Nominations  in  order  for  editor  of  the  Bugle  Call.  Rose  E.  E. 
Carlin  nominated  Wynnye  G.  Williamson.  Two  calls  were  made  for 
further  nominations;  hearing  none,  the  nominations  were  closed  and 
on  motion  by  Sister  Gaddy  of  Kentucky,  seconded  by  Olivene  Smith 
of  New  York,  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  cast  the  unanimous  bal¬ 
lot  for  Sister  Williamson.  The  judge  announced  that  the  unanimous 
ballot  had  been  cast  for  Wynnye  G.  Williamson,  as  editor  of  the  Bugle 
Call  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  the  President  declared  her  elected. 

Tribute  was  paid  the  editor  for  the  wonderful  work  she  had  done, 
by  the  National  President,  who  said:  “There  is  so  much  work  for  so  lit¬ 
tle  salary,,  and,  now,  that  Sister  Williamson  has  it  for  another  year,  she 
should  have  the  support  of  the  entire  organization  in  readjusting  our 
paper  for  national  advertising.  This  year  will  decide  the  fate  of  the 
Bugle  Call.  We  must  either  give  the  wholehearted  support  of  the  or¬ 
ganization,  or  it  will  have  to  be  discontinued.  This  would  be  almost 
a  disgrace,  owing  to  the  work  and  the  struggle  of  our  pioneers.” 

Frances  Rohrbach,  National  Inspector,  came  to  the  platform  and

In  thanking  the  organization  for  the  gift,  the  National  President  said 
that  her  year  had  been  wonderful,  made  so  by  the  support  given  and 
that  the  friends  made  all  over  the  United  States  was  the  loveliest  bou¬ 
quet  of  all. 

Maude  Jacobs,  Past  Department  President  of  West  Virginia,,  pre¬ 
sented  a  history  of  Andersonville  prison  to  the  National  President,  and 
in  doing  so  said  that  it  was  not  a  very  pleasant  thing  to  read,  but 
having  heard  her  say  that  her  father  had  spent  some  time  in  this  prison, 
thought  the  book  would  be  of  interest  to  her.

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REPORT  OF  THE  NATIONAL  INSPECTOR 

To  Edwina  P.  Trigg,  National  President,  Officers  and  Members  of  the 

Fifty-third  National  Convention. 

Dear  Sisters: 

Sincerely  appreciative  of  the  honor  to  serve  as  National  In¬ 
spector,,  I  hereby  submit  the  report  compiled  from  the  Department 
Presidents’  reports: 

There  are  four  departments  that  have  not  sent  in  reports.  They 
are  Rhode  Island,  Montana,  Idaho  and  Florida.  The  Bugle  Call  was 
a  great  help  in  reminding  the  departments  of  this  duty.  I  wish  to  ex¬ 
press  my  appreciation  to  the  department  president  who  have  sent  re¬ 
ports  of  their  very  interesting  programs,  but  which  I  am  unable  to 
give  in  detail. 

Nearly  all  circles  have  been  inspected  and  reported  as  doing  good 
work.  Finances  are  not  as  bad  as  one  might  think. 

Condensed  reports  by  Departments  are  as  follows: 

New  Jersey — The  patriotic  work  amounted  to  $197.05;  and  15  flags 
were  used  in  burial  services. 

Pennsylvania — No  money  was  given  for  patriotic  work,  but  large 
amounts  were  given  to  Memorial  fund  and  to  the  different  homes 
and  funds  which  would  come  under  patriotic  work. 

California  &  Nevada — Has  used  39  flags  in  burial  services  and 
given  liberally  to  homes  for  veterans  and  wives  and  other  funds. 

Illinois — Three  circles  disbanded  and  all  circles  except  two  were 
inspected.  At  the  Department  convention  a  bronze  plaque  of  all  the 
Presidents  of  the  United  States  was  presented  the  Jacksonville  High 
School  as  a  memorial  to  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  and  a  silk 
flag,  staff  and  standard  given  the  church  where  sessions  were  held. 
The  annual  memorial  at  Lincoln’s  tomb  in  Springfield  by  the  Depart¬ 
ment  Nov.  19.  A  gift  of  $100  was  given  to  the  Illinois  Department  of 
the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic. 

Kansas— I  am  proud  to  report  a  new  circle.  Sister  Kropp,  who 
organized  it,  was  also  responsible  in  bringing  in  100  new  members. 
Considerable  amount  was  given  for  relief  and  patriotic  work.  Great 
interest  is  taken  in  the  making  of  scrapbooks  and  a  score  sheet. 

Ohio — Thirty-three  flags  and  two  Bibles  were  presented  and  55 
flags  used  in  burial  services.  This  department  boast  of  the  largest 
number  of  comrades  and  Sons  of  Union  Veterans  in  the  National. 

Iowa — A  drinking  fountain  and  plaque  was  presented  the  Court 
House  as  a  memorial  to  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  by  Royal 
Cleavis  Circle  of  Cherokee. 
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Kentucky — Much  patriotic  work  has  been  done  by  the  loyal  sisters. 

Minnesota — All  circles  inspected.  Sorry  to  report  two  circles  lost. 

New  York — • 

Indiana — The  department  gave  $100  to  the  G.  A.  R.  of  Indiana; 
14  large  flags  and  290  small  flags  were  presented;  “Gift  Week”  to  the 
Soldiers’  and  Widow’s  Home  at  Lafayette  was  instituted. 

Colorado  &  Wyoming— All  circles  doing  good  work. 

Michigan — Circles  in  good  condition;  used  5  flags  in  burial  services. 

Wisconsin — All  circles  inspected;  used  10  flags  in  burial  services; 
at  Convention  a  marble  bench  with  bronze  plate  was  presented  the 
city  of  Eau  Claire,  National  President,  Sister  Trigg,,  made  the  pre¬ 
sentation  in  the  absence  of  the  Department  Patriotic  Instructor. 

West  Virginia — Work  in  the  department  is  on  the  upward  trend 
and  a  most  successful  year  is  reported.  There  are  22  circles  and  all 
are  meeting  their  obligations.  Although  the  Department  President  met 
with  a  serious  accident,  her  inspections  were  completed  and  she  was 
able  to  hold  a  very  fine  convention  in  Grafton. 

Washington  &  Alaska — Two  circles  doing  memorable  work  by 
marking  graves  and  caring  for  them.  Spokane  is  proud  of  their  jun¬ 
ior  circle.  Lost  two  circles,  but  have  done  a  lot  of  patriotic  work.

Missouri — Lost  two  circles  and  gained  one.  Much  enthusiasm  dis¬ 
played  in  all  circles.  Department  is  planning  a  memorial  to  Alice  Ris- 
ely,  the  late  Civil  War  nurse,  who  passed  away  May  17,  1939. 

Connecticut— Lost  their  department  president  before  she  could  com¬ 
plete  her  report  of  her  official  visits. 

Vermont— Were  second  in  sending  in  assessment. 

Utah — Lost  one  circle  which  joined  another  circle,  so  can’t  say  it 
was  a  complete  loss.  At  meetings  there  are  educational  discussions. 
A  bronze  bust  of  Lincoln  was  placed  in  the  State  Capitol.  They  are 
still  interested  in.  getting  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  stamp  issue. 
Plans  are  being  made  to  organize  a  circle  comprised  entirely  of  neices 
and  cousins.  Scrapbooks  are  advocated. 

Washington,  D.  C. — Here  in  the  Nation’s  capital,  where  everyone 
is  proud  to  have  a  part  in  cemmemorating  the  dates  of  those  who 
served  our  country  so  well,  the  circles  take  their  places  with  all  other 
patriotic  organizations  in  celebrating  days  set  aside  for  such  pur¬ 
poses. 

Several  departments  sent  in  complete  statistical  reports  with  no 
special  mention  of  patriotic  work. 

I  want  to  thank  those  who  sent  me  their  General  Orders,  rosters, 
proceedings  and  badges  from  the  various  departments,  but  I  appreciate 
far  more  the  personal  messages  from  friends  throughout  the  National. 
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For  this  appointment,  I  wish  to  thank  our  National  President, 
Edwina  P.  Trigg,  who  not  only  conferred  an  honor  upon  me  but 
upon  the  Department  of  Kansas.  I  have  endeavored  to  fill  this  office 
to  the  best  of  my  ability,  and  trust  the  confidence  in  me  has  not  been 
misplaced,  but  rather  has  strengthened  the  bonds  of  friendship.

REPORT  OF  THE  NATIONAL  MEMORIAL  SHRINE  COMMISSION 

To  Edwina  P.  Trigg,  National  President,  Officers  and  Members  of  the 

Fifty-third  National  Convention. 

Dear  Sisters: 

As  the  year  closes  and  the  reports  of  officers  are  expected,  we  can 
but  say  our  work  with  Congress  continues,  and  we  trust  you  realize 
it  is  most  trying  to  your  commission.  However,  our  bill  introduced 
in  the  United  States  Senate  by  Senator  David  I.  Walsh  of  Massachu¬ 
setts,  and  referred  to  the  Library  Committee  of  that  body,  was  re¬ 
ported  out  and  passed  by  the  Senate. 

We  are  indeed  proud  of  this  report  to  you,  for  it  has  been  ac¬ 
complished  by  the  aid  of  a  few  loyal  workers.  We  can  say,  however, 
in  all  truth  that  we  are  sorry  more  help  has  not  been  forthcoming 
from  those  of  our  Order,  so  that  we  could  carry  out  the  expressed 
wishes  of  our  National  Body  at  the  Rochester,  N.  Y.,  convention  in 
1934.  Therefore,  credit  is  due  the  members  of  this  commission,  and 
so  ably  carried  out  by  Sister  Worrell  in  Washington,  D.  C.,  in  her 
personal  contact  with  the  Senate  Committee.  To  us  who  have  worked 
so  long  and  loyally  with  both  of  these  committees,  it  has  been  a  very 
difficult  experience.  Should  our  year’s  work  remain  unrewarded  by  fa¬ 
vorable  action  by  Congress,  we  are  ready  to  make  new  suggestions 
regarding  our  Shrine. 

The  deepest  consideration  as  to  the  best  means  of  accomplish¬ 
ing  our  great  desire  and  yours — the  erection  of  a  Memorial  Shrine 
to  the  soldiers  of  the  Civil  War,  who  gave  their  all  for  the  preser¬ 
vation  of  our  Union — has  always  been  the  object  of  our  efforts. 

Trusting  our  members,  who  have  the  privilege  of  reading  this  re- 
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port,  will  appreciate  the  obstacles  we  have  encountered  in  our  effort 
to  carry  out  their  unanimously  expressed  desire,  and  will  give  us  the 
co-operation.

REPORT  OF  NATIONAL  JUNIOR  SUPERVISOR 

To  Edwina  P.  Trigg,  National  President,  Officers  and  Members  of  the 

Fifty-third  National  Convention. 

Dear  Sisters: 

I  have  endeavored  to  interest  our  departments  and  circles  in  our 
junior  work.  For  some  reason,  the  interest  in  forming  junior  organi¬ 
zations  is  not  as  great  as  it  should  be  when  we  consider  the  import¬ 
ance  of  such  organizations. 

At  the  National  Convention  in  Madison,  Wisconsin,  I  offered  a 
recommendation  that  a  department  junior  supervisor  be  appointed. 
That  measure  was  adopted.  In  my  communications  to  department 
presidents  I  have  requested  them  to  appoint  an  officer  in  this  capac¬ 
ity.  We  should  also  have  supervisors  in  the  circles. 

The  plan  of  organizing  young  women  in  a  club  in  the  circle  was 
first  met  with  marked  enthusiasm.  Naval,  Circle  in  Detroit  has  such 
a  group  of  young  women  which  has  proved  a  success.  Aside  from 
card  parties,  roller  skating  parties  and  various  forms  of  entertain¬ 
ment,  they  have  a  drill  team.  They  work  along  lines  of  patriotism  and 
the  result  of  their  work  fully  demonstrates  what  can  be  done  in  build¬ 
ing  up  the  circle  with  an  organization  of  this  kind.  Mrs.  Frances 
Hayden  of  St.  Joe,  Michigan,  is  the  Department  Junior  organizer. 

I  have  endeavored  to  ascertain  how  many  junior  societies  are  in 
the  departments,  but  have  not  had  a  ready  response.  Michigan  reports 
3;  Washington  and  Alaska,  1;  Ohio,  4;  and  New  York,  4.  A  department 
junior  supervisor  has  been  appointed  in  Utah. 

Adam  Bede  has  said:  “Do  we  not  all  agree  to  call  rapid  thought, 
noble  impulses  by  the  name  of  inspiration?  After  our  thorough  analy¬ 
sis  of  the  mental  process  we  must  still  say  that  our  highest  thoughts 
and  best  deeds  are  all  given  to  us.”  Our  high  aspiration,  tireless 
energies,  our  close  application  to  duty  are  closely  woven  into  the  fabric 
of  our  lives;  a  wonderful  inheritance.  The  principles  which  these 
characteristics  involve  will  be  perpetuated  only  in  the  work  of  those 
who  follow  after  us.  Our  heritage  will  be  their  heritage.  With  this  vis- 
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ion  let  us  march  on  fully  aware  of  the  crisis  that  confronts  us,  and 
help  build  for  our  Order  a  permanent  structure. 

This  important  step  of  organizing  our  young  people  is  the  greatest 
opportunity  of  the  age — to  teach  citizenship  to  our  young.  The  fruit  of 
our  labors  along  this  line  is  a  recognized  virtue  of  tremendous  value. 
The  clarion  call  of  America  comes  to  us  in  echoes  loud  and  long  to  give 
more  time,  more  thought,  more  active  work  to  the  needs  of  our  country 
in  teaching  our  young  people  to  be  fine  American  citizens.  We  cer¬ 
tainly  would  not  teach  those  in  the  junior  organization^  that  the  call 
to  war  or  to  conquest  is  the  keynote  to  patriotism.  Teach  them, 
rather,  the  love  for  country  which  makes  the  liberty  they  enjoy  more 
sacred;  that  the  roar  and  dash  of  waves  of  war  have  lashed  against 
the  shores  of  this  great  Republic  for  the  last  time  in  its  history.  Teach 
them  that  their  triumph  over  minor  conflicts  within  themselves  may 
be  a  part  of  a  peaceful  plan;  teach  them  that  in  so  doing,  their  own 
lives,  as  well  as  others,  may  be  as  a  shining  torch  of  everlasting 
peace. 

I  wish  to  offer  the  following  recommendation: 

Instead  of  going  to  the  expense  of  printing  a  ritual  for  the  junior 
work,  I  would  recommend  that  we  print  a  leaflet  with  full  instruc¬ 
tions  as  to  how  to  proceed  to  organize  a  junior  society,  the  officers  to 
be  elected  and  the  duties  of  these  officers;  these  pamphlets  to  be  under 
the  direction  of  the  committee  on  Rules  and  Rgulations,  and  to  be  dis¬ 
tributed  by  the  National  Treasurer,  and  a  few  copies  to  be  retained 
by  the  National  Junior  Supervisor. 

I  would  also  recommend  that  a  supervisor  be  appointed  in  each 
circle  to  cooperate  with  the  department  supervisor. 

I  want  to  thank  Sister  Edwina  Trigg,  the  National  President,  for 
appointing  me  to  this  position.  Since  only  a  past  national  president 
can  be  appointed  national  junior  supervisor,  I  feel  that  my  work  is 
only  what  any  past  national  president  could  accomplish.  I  have  tried 
to  do  my  duty,  my  inspiration  being  that  this  service  to  our  glorious 
Order  is  a  great  heroic  step  toward  patriotic  ideals  which  our  Na¬ 
tional  President  has  embodied  in  her  teachings,  as  she  traveled  over 
this  country,  and  lauds  in  glorious  letters  on  the  final  page  of  her 
year.

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Dear  Sisters: 

At  the  beginning  of  this  report  I  desire  to  express  my  thanks  to 
Sister  National  President  Edwina  P.  Trigg,  for  placing  me  in  this 
important  office  and  to  say  it  is  deeply  appreciated. 

I  have  had  the  honor  cf  appointment  to  this  office  by  each  na¬ 
tional  president  for  the  last  four  years  and  have  endeavored  in  every 
way  to  fulfill  the  duties  imposed  upon  me. 

For  the  information  of  many,  may  I  be  permitted  to  say  that 
such  duties  are  numerous  and  arduous.  Experience  in  matters  of  legis¬ 
lation  is  necessary;  drafting  bills  for  submission  to  Congress,  keeping 
watch  on  legislation,  appearing  as  a  witness  before  committees  in  Con¬ 
gress,  contacting  members  and,  in  fact,,  doing  hundreds  of  things  too 
numerous  to  mention.  My  experience  in  this  field  dates  from  1912, 
covering  a  period  of  27  years,  and  I  consider  this  office  the  most  im¬ 
portant  i;i  our  Order,  after  that  of  the  President. 

Now  for  a  short  outline  of  the  past  year’s  work: 

One  of  the  first  and  most  important  things  was  the  introduc¬ 
tion  of  our  Shrine  Resolution  in  the  Senate  by  Senator  David  I.  Walsh 
of  Massachusetts  in  January,  and  by  Representative  Robert  Secrest  of 
Ohio  in  the  House.  It  was  passed  by  the  Senate  on  June  13,  and  is 
now  before  the  Library  Committee  of  the  House. 

Our  Incorporation  Bill  was  introduced  at  my  request  by  Senator 
James  J.  Davis  of  Pennsylvania,  January  12,  1939,  and  passed  by  the 
Senate  on  June  19,  1939.  It  is  now  before  the  Judiciary  Committee  of 
the  House. 

There  are  many  bills  introduced  in  Congress  either  detrimental  to 
our  country  or  favorable  thereto,  namely: 

To  appropriate  70  million  dollars  this  year  to  subsidize  education 
in  the  various  states;  admission  of  German  Refugee  Children,  under  the 
Wagner-Rogers  bill. 

In  her  testimony  before  this  committee,  Dorothy  Thompson  said 
that  the  mothers  of  these  20,000  children  “are  willing  to  give  up  their 
children  rather  than  have  them  remain  where  their  future  is  hope¬ 
less.’’  That  may  be  true,  but  is  there  not  the  hope,  and  the  great 
probability,  and  the  presumption,  that  some  time  later  the  cry  will 
be  raised  to  unite  these  families  and  we  Americans  will  be  assailed 
as  heartless  if  we  should  then  oppose  the  cry  of  their  fathers,  mothers 
and  sisters,  cousins  and  aunts  ?  I  think  this  would  be  the  ultimate  re¬ 
sult  should  we  throw  open  our  doors  to  these  20,000  children  from  6 
to  14  years  of  age. 

Who  are  these  “charitable  persons’’  who  propose  to  house  these 
refugees?  Just  how  long  will  they  keep  these  children — three  months, 
a  year  perhaps,  before  they  throw  them  upon  the  taxpayers  to  care 
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for?  Will  those  now  clamoring  for  the  entry  of  these  German  Jewish 
children  be  willing  to  put  up  a  large  bond  as  a  guarantee  that  not 
one  of  these  refugees  will  ever  become  an  economic  risk  ?  Our  Presi¬ 
dent  has  claimed  that  the  South  is  our  economic  problem  and  that 
millions  of  our  pople  are  “ill-fed,,  ill-clad  and  ill-housed.”  If  such  be 
the  fact,  why  should  20,000  extra  children  be  foisted  upon  the  South, 
or  on  any  other  part  of  our  Nation,  for  that  matter? 

If  there  are  thousands,  as  Paul  Beisser  says,  who  want  to  take 
children,  why,  in  the  name  of  humanity,  do  they  not  apply  at  our 
orphan  asylums  and  give  homes  to  American  children  ? 

Children  from  6  to  14  living  in  a  foreign  country  are  imbued  with 
a  different  outlook  on  life  than  are  Americans.  If,  therefore,  you 
decide  to  admit  20, ,000  German  Jewish  children,  I  would  say,  amend 
the  bill  and  reduce  the  age  limit  to  4  years  and  we  might  Americanize 
them,  but  not  these  14  year  olds,  who  in  a  few  years  will  be  competi¬ 
tors  with  the  youth  of  America. 

The  hearings  were  most  important  during  the  last  session  of  Con¬ 
gress.  I  attended  these  hearings  and  gave  some  testimony  at  some 
of  them. 

My  report  would  not  be  brief  if  given  in  detail,  but  I  believe  you 
should  know  something  of  the  work  of  your  Legislative  Chairman. 
Next  session  I  am  taking  up  a  little  extra  work — that  of  obtaining 
pensions  for  widows  of  veterans  of  the  Civil  War  who  married  after 
.  1905  and  have  never  received  any  pensions.

REPORT  OF  NATIONAL  CHAIRMAN  OF  ARRANGEMENTS 

To  Edwina  P.  Trigg,  National  President,  Officers  and  Members  of  the 

Fifty-third  National  Convention: 

Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  is  again  honored  after  forty-five  years  in  having 
the  National  Convention  meet  in  our  city,  and  I  take  this  opportunity 
to  thank  our  National  President,,  Edwina  P.  Trigg,  for  appointing  me 
as  National  Chairman  of  Arrangements. 

It  is  a  real  joy  to  have  Sister  Carrie  V.  Sherriff,  Past  National 
President,  come  from  California  on  this  occasion,  for  she  served  as 
chairman  of  arrangements  forty-five  years  ago.  Our  one  regret  is  that 
our  Past  Commander-in-Chief,  C.  R.  William  Ruhe,  who  had  planned 
and  looked  forward  all  year  to  this  seventy-third  encampment,  is  ill, 
and  will  not  be  able  to  attend  any  meetings.

The  Advisory  Council  was  called  to  order  by  the  National  Presi¬ 
dent,  Edwina  P.  Trigg,  in  the  Presidential  suite  of  the  Roosevelt  Ho¬ 
tel,  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  August  28,  1939,  at  10:00  a.  m. 

Catherine  G.  Schroeder,  National  Chaplain,  led  in  a  short  prayer 
followed  by  all  repeating  the  Lord’s  Prayer.  The  roll  call  found  the 
following  officers  and  Past  National  Presidents  in  attendance:

Committee,  which  was  composed  of  Past  National  Presidents,  and  feel¬ 
ing  that  it  was  necessary  to  revise  and  clarify  the  rules,  she  had  asked 
the  Revision  Committee,  both  on  the  Ritual  and  Rules  and  Regula¬ 
tions  and  Blanks  to  meet  a  few  days  before  the  convention.  This,  the 
committee  had  consented  to  do,  and  had  worked  almost  constantly 
since  Friday  morning.  So  long  as  the  revision  of  the  Rules  and  ques¬ 
tions  coming  before  the  Advisory  Council  could  not  be  separated,  the 
National  President  asked  all  to  be  ready  to  give  their  time  and  ability 
to  put  these  in  order  for  the  convention.  This  would  probably  mean 
work  into  the  wee  hours  of  the  mornings,  but  she  hoped  the  cooperation 
of  all  would  be  given. 

/ 

The  recommendations  of  the  National  President,  National  Secre¬ 
tary  and  questions  submitted  by  the  departments  were  in  the  hands 
of  the  chairman  of  Revision  and  were  acted  upon  whenever  it  was 
possible  for  the  Advisory  Council  to  meet.  This  Advisory  Council  met 
at  the  call  of  the  President  each  night.  These  sessions  were  very 
strenuous,  but  interesting  to  those  whose  thoughts  were  for  the  best 
things  possible  for  an  efficient  organization. 

The  following  recommendations  and  questions  for  decision  were 
presented  and  adopted  by  the  Advisory  Council  and  sustained  by  the 
Convention. 

DECISIONS  AND  REVISIONS 
Of  the  Fifty-third  National  Convention 

Recommendation  of  NATIONAL  PRESIDENT 

1.  BUGLE  CALL — As  an  outstanding  achievement  in  the  past, 
and  for  what  it  might  mean  in  the  future,  THE  BUGLE  CALL  is  a 
great  asset;  but  it  has  become  a  liability,  and  our  records  will  show 
that  it  is  a  drain  on  our  Order  that  we  can  ill  afford.  Five  Reasons 
are  given  for  the  above  statement: 

1.  That  the  Bugle  Call  is  our  only  asset,  and  it  has  been  our  pride 
for  27  years. 

2.  That  the  subscriptions  will  not  pay  the  running  expenses. 

3.  That,  as  it  stands,  it  is  a  drain  on  our  general  finances. 

4.  That  it  is  taxation  without  representation,  for  only  those  who 
can  afford  to  pay  for  it,  have  the  privilege  of  it. 

5.  That  every  member  should  have  the  BUGLE  CALL,  and  each 
pay  a  small  sum  to  establish  our  subscription  list  through  the 
United  States  mails  so  that  the  BUGLE  CALL  can  take  its 
place  in  National  Advertising.  Therefore, 

I  recommend  that  each  member  pay  five  (5  cents  per  quarter,  for 
one  year’s  trial,  and  member  receive  the  Bugle  Call,  the  same  to  be 
paid  out  of  the  Circle’s  treasury  to  the  department,  and  thence  to  the 
National  Treasurer. 

Council  decided  that  this  be  adopted. 

Council  sustained. 
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2.  OUR  GRAND  ARMY — It  is  our  duty  as  one  of  the  five  organi¬ 
zations  affiliated  with  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,,  to  take  our 
place  with  the  other  four,  to  see  that  OUR  GRAND  ARMY  is  re¬ 
lieved  of  financial  worries.  Therefore, 

I  recommend  that  our  organization  present  to  the  Grand  Army 
of  the  Republic,  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000)  this  year;  and,  to  take 
care  of  this  in  future  years,  each  member  pay  one  (1)  cent  per  quar¬ 
ter,  the  same  to  be  paid  out  of  the  circle  treasury  to  the  department 
and  thence  to  the  National  Treasurer.  This  fund  to  be  called  the  Grand 
Army  Fund. 

Council  decided  that  this  be  adopted. 

Council  sustained. 

3.  DUES.  The  fact  that  all  dues  in  our  Order  have  been  too  low 
for  the  actual  needs  of  our  circles.  Therefore, 

I  recommend  that  all  dues  in  our  Order  be  not  less  than  one  and 
one-half  dollars  ($1.50)  per  year. 

Council  decided  that  this  be  adopted. 

Council  sustained. 

4.  GOOD  AND  WELFARE.  We  pledge  allegiance  to  our  Flag 
in  the  Pledge  to  the  Flag;  we  pledge  our  allegiance  to  our  country  in 
the  American  Creed;  we  should  pledge  allegiance  to  our  GRAND 
ARMY,  using  our  ARTICLES  OF  FAITH,  the  Good  and  Welfare. 
Therefore, 

I  recommend  that  the  Good  and  Welfare  become  a  part  of  our 
opening  services,  revised  as  a  statement  and  repeated  immediately  af¬ 
ter  the  American  Creed. 

Council  decides  that  this  be  adopted. 

Council  sustained. 

5.  OUR  BADGE — Our  Badge  is  the  emblem  of  our  Order.  It  is 
the  same  as  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  in  that  it  carries  the 
emblems  representing  the  different  branches  of  service  in  the  five 
points  of  the  star — -crossed  swords,,  cavalry;  crossed  muskets,  marine; 
crossed  cannons,  artillery;  bugle,  infantry;  anchor,  sailors.  In  the  cen¬ 
ter  is  the  figure  of  the  Goddess  of  Liberty  representing  loyalty;  on 
either  side  a  soldier  and  a  sailor  clasping  hands,  representing  frater¬ 
nity,  and  children  receiving  assurance  of  protection,  representing  char¬ 
ity.  On  each  side  of  the  group  is  the  National  Flag  and  Eagle  repre¬ 
senting  freedom,  and  the  axe  and  bundle  of  rods,  representing  the 
union.  The  colors  red,  white  and  blue  surrounded  by  the  laurel  wreath 
is  the  symbol  of  achievement,  honor  and  distinction.  It  is  in  every 
way  symbolic  of  our  Order  and  the  principles  for  which  we  stand.  As 
other  ogranizations  have  taken  steps  to  protect  their  emblems,  There¬ 
fore, 
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I  recommend  that  the  above  described  design  be  specified  and 
trade-marked  as  the  Official  Badge  of  Our  Order. 

Council  decides  that  this  be  adopted. 

Council  sustained. 

6.  LINCOLN  FLAG — The  Flag  that  draped  the  box  occupied  by 
Abraham  Lincoln  the  night  he  was  shot  in  the  Ford  Theater,,  in  Wash¬ 
ington,  D.  C.,  was  housed  by  the  Treasury  Department  since  the  dis¬ 
mantling  of  the  theater,  until  it  was  turned  over  to  the  Department  of 
the  Interior  under  whose  supervision  all  articles  of  historic  value  are 
placed  for  preservation.  The  condition  of  the  flag,  now  in  the  process 
of  decay,  was  called  to  the  attention  of  the  Allied  Orders,  and  through 
contact  with  the  Department  of  the  Interior  and  their  technical  ad¬ 
visors,  it  was  learned  that  the  restoration  of  this  flag  could  be  made. 
If  the  Allied  Orders  decide  to  underwrite  the  cost  of  $900  for  restora¬ 
tion,  our  portion  would  be  one-fifth.  Therefore, 

I  recommend  that  if  such  restoration  is  made,  the  Ladies  of  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  take  their  share  of  this  obligation;  that 
each  member  of  the  Order  pay  one  (1)  cent  toward  this  fund. 

Council  decides  that  this  be  adopted. 

Council  sustained. 

7.  OUR  FUNDS — The  Assessment  Fund,  all  but  a  small  amount, 
has  been  raised,  the  money  borrowed  which  was  $600  with  $6.70  from 
the  National  Memorial  Shrine  Fund,  and  $500  for  the  Grand  Army  of 
the  Republic,  has  been  returned.  A  file  for  our  records,  $195.79,  and 
a  typewriter  costing  $38.15,  has  been  purchased;  and  bills  this  year 
have  been  paid  from  the  Per  Capita  Tax,  and  provisions  have  been 
suggested  for  the  coming  year.  Therefore, 

I  recommend  that  the  balance  in  the  Assessment  Fund  be  used 
to  purchase  $1,000  United  States  Bonds;  that  the  amount  remaining 
in  the  Assessment  Fund  be  still  called  the  Assessment  Fund  and  voted 
out  by  special  warrants  at  the  discretion  of  the  National  President; 
and,  that  all  funds  be  held  sacred  for  the  purpose  for  which  they  were 
collected,  and  not  placed  in  the  General  Fund. 

Council  decides  that  this  be  adopted. 

Council  sustained. 

8.  RULES  AND  REGULATIONS — Many  questions  regarding  our 
Rules  and  Regulations  have  come  to  National  Headquarters  this  year, 
and  as  the  supply  in  the  hands  of  the  National  Treasurer  is  nearly  ex¬ 
hausted  and  new  ones  must  be  printed,  the  Revisions  Committees  were 
called  together  before  this  convention  to  go  thoroughly  over  the  Rules 
and  Regulations  that  our  laws  may  be  uniform  and  clarified.  There¬ 
fore, 
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I  recommend  that  the  expense  of  the  two  days  of  the  Revision 
Committee  to  correct  and  revise  our  Rules  and  Regulations,  be  al¬ 
lowed. 

Council  decides  that  this  expense  be  paid. 

Council  sustained. 

9.  JOURNALS — The  shipping  each  year  to  the  different  parts  of 
the  United  States  of  the  Secretary’s  Trunk  in  which  are  the  Journals 
of  the  Proceedings  of  our  National  Conventions,  has  almost  destroyed 
these  bound  books.  As  these  are  valuable  to  our  Order,  Therefore, 

I  recommend  that  these  books  in  the  trunk  be  rebound,  placed  in 
a  movable  case  made  for  them,  and  placed  in  the  hands  of  a  Historian. 

That  our  Order  create  the  elective  office  of  Historian,  for  Circle 
Department  and  National  Body. 

Council  decides  that  this  be  adopted. 

Council  sustained. 

Recommendation  of  NATIONAL  SECRETARY 

Inasmuch  as  we  do  not  have  suspended  members,  why  should  we 
have  suspended  Circles.  Most  departments  carry  circles  that  are  de¬ 
linquent  until  such  circles  pay  or  are  dropped.  As  it  is  a  small,  weak 
Circle  that  is  delinquent,  the  financial  burden  is  not  great.  Therefore, 
I  recommend  that: 

Article  VII,  Section  2,  page  21,  under  Tax  Reports,  close  with  the 
sentence:  “Any  Circle  in  arrears  for  tax  or  reports  shall  be  excluded 
from  all  representation  at  convention  of  department.  But  department 
pay  per  capita  tax  to  National  organization  until  circle  is  dropped,’’ 
and  that  the  remainder  of  the  paragraph  be  stricken  out. 

Council  decides  that  this  be  referred  to  the  Revision  Committee. 
Council  sustained.  (New  R.  and  R.,  Chapter  III,  Art.  VIII,  Section  2, 
page  28.) 

QUESTIONS  FROM  DEPARTMENTS 

1.  DEPARTMENT  OF  CALIFORNIA  &  NEVADA 

That  the  Rules  and  Regulations  pertaining  to  Department  Organi¬ 
zation:  Chapter  III,  Article  II,  Section  1,  be  changed  to  read,  “That 
all  elected  officers,  together  with  Secretary,  and  all  Past  Department 
Presidents  shall  constitute  the  Advisory  Council.’’ 

Council  decides  this  is  covered  in  Revision  of  R.  &  R. 

Council  sustained. 

2.  DEPARTMENT  OF  INDIANA 

The  Department  of  Indiana  respectfully  requests  that  our  present 
National  Password  be  made  a  permanent  password. 
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Council  decides  it  is  not  advisable. 

Council  sustained. 

3.  DEPARTMENT  OF  OHIO 

1.  Resolved  that  a  Department  Secretary  or  Department  Treas¬ 
urer  having  served  five  or  more  consecutive  years  be  allowed  a  vote 
in  the  National  Convention. 

Council  decides  this  is  covered  in  Revision  of  R.  &  R. 

Council  sustained. 

2.  Regarding  patriotic  work:  If  a  sister  is  patriotic  enough  to 
make  an  American  flag,  does  it  not  seem  patriotic  enough  to  place  a 
value  on  this  flag  other  than  just  what  the  material  would  cost? 
How  should  prizes  awarded  for  patriotic  work  be  handled  ? 

Council  decides  prizes  be  figured  in  dollars  and  cents. 

Council  sustained. 

4.  DEPARTMENTS  OF  MASSACHUSETTS  &  RHODE  ISLAND 

Resolved  that  the  “Good  and  Welfare”  be  given  after  the  American 
Creed  in  the  Opening  Services,  and  that  the  Revision  Committee  con¬ 
sider  this  change  when  new  Rituals  are  printed. 

Council  decides  this  is  covered  in  Revisions  of  R.  &  R. 

Council  sustained. 

5.  DEPARTMENT  OF  THE  POTOMAC 

Resolved  that  we  recommend  to  the  National  Body  that  each  De¬ 
partment  be  allowed  to  have  only  one  National  President  within  ten 
years. 

Council  decides  this  is  covered  by  Chap.  IV,  Art.  IV,  Sec.  1,  R.  &  R. 
Council  sustained. 

QUESTIONS  ANSWERED  BY  ADVISORY  COUNCIL 

1.  Would  it  be  advisable  for  circles  to  hold  elections  first  meet¬ 
ing  in  October  and  installations  first  meeting  in  November? 

Council  decides  Rules  and  Regulations  remain  the  same. 

Council  sustained. 

2.  Can  the  name  of  a  circle  be  changed  without  the  consent  of 
the  circle? 

Council  decides  No.  Covered  by  R.  &  R. 


Council  sustained. 
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3.  Can  a  bill  for  four  years  postage  be  collected  after  officer  is 
out  of  office  one  year. 

Council  decides  bills  must  be  paid  with  current  expenses  of  the 
year. 

Council  sustained. 

4.  Can  a  sister  be  dropped  for  nonpayment  of  dues  at  the  close 
of  one  year,  and  when  dues  are  offered  in  payment,  circle  refuses  to 
grant  transfer,  but  takes  dues  ? 

Council  decides  members  must  be  fourteen  (14)  months  in  arrears 
to  be  dropped,  and  circle  must  return  dues  so  sister  can  join  another 
circle. 

Council  sustained. 

5.  Who  arranges  the  Memorial  Service,  National  President  or 
National  Chaplain? 

Council  decides  National  Chaplain.  Covered  by  R.  &  R. 

Council  sustained. 

6.  Are  honors  for  service  restored  by  circle  on  transferred  mem¬ 
bers  ? 

Council  decides  honors  for  service  are  carried  and  not  restored 
by  circle. 

Council  sustained. 

7.  That  Chapter  VIII,  Art.  IX,  Sec.  1,  read,  “Roberts  Rules  of 
Order  shall  be  authority  governing  the  Ladies  of  the  Grand  Army  of 
the  Republic. 

Council  decides  that  this  be  included  in  the  Revision  of  the  R. 
&  R. 

Council  sustained. 


REVISIONS  OF  THE  RULES  AND  REGULATIONS. 

No.  1— Page  4,  Chapter  I,  Art.  Ill,  “ELIGIBILITY,”  amended  to 
read: 

All  mothers,  wives,  sisters,  daughters,  granddaughters,  blood  kin 
nieces,  grandnieces,  blood  kin  cousins,  thus  including  all  female  lineal 
descendants  of  these  eligible,  twelve  years  of  age  or  over,  of  honor¬ 
ably  discharged  soldiers,  sailors  or  marines  of  the  Civil  War,  also  all 
ex-army  nurses  of  this  war,  are  eligible  to  membership  in  the  subordi¬ 
nate  Circle. 

No.  2 — Page  4,  Chapter  II,  Art.  I,  Sec.  2-b,  amended  to  read: 

A  Department  President  who  is  unable  to  be  present  at  the  insti- 
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tution  of  a  new  Circle,  may  grant  written  authority  to  the  sister  or¬ 
ganizing  the  Circle  to  institute  and  install  the  officers  of  said  Circle, 
and  complete  the  organization  by  thoroughly  instructing  the  newly- 
made  members  in  the  work  of  the  order,  provided  she  is  a  past  Circle 
President. 

No.  3 — Page  5,  Chapter  II,  Art.  II,  Sec.  2,  amended  to  read: 

Each  application  for  membership  shall  be  accompanied  by  an  ad¬ 
mission  fee  of  not  less  than  one  dollar.  The  application  becomes  the 
property  of  the  Circle  as  soon  as  it  is  read  by  the  Secretary*  and  the 
admission  fee  shall  be  turned  over  by  her  to  the  Treasurer  as  soon  as 
the  application  is  read.

Sec.  10-a.  Circle  may  admit  to  membership  mothers  of  honorably 
discharged  soldiers,  sailors  and  marines  of  the  Civil  War,  and  ex-army 
nurses  of  this  War,  subject  to  all  rules  governing  the  Circle  and  en¬ 
joying  all  privileges,  but  paying  no  initiation  fee  or  dues.  These  shall 
be  called  “HONORARY  MEMBERS,”  and  shall  be  presented  with  the 
badge  of  the  Order  free  of  charge. 

(b) — Circles  may  vote  to  have  a  “ROLL  OF  HONORED  MEM¬ 
BERS,”  and  they  may  place  any  member  on  this  roll;  by  vote  of  the 
Circle,  she  may  be  relieved  from  payment  of  dues  to  the/  Circle,  with 
continuance  of  her  right  to  voice  and  vote  in  the  Circle.  These  shall 
be  called  “HONORED  MEMBERS”  and  they  shall  be  counted  in  the 
Quarterly  Report  to  the  Department  and  per  capita  tax  must  be  paid 
on  them. 

No.  5 — Chapter  II,  Art.  Ill,  Sec.  1,  the  last  sentence  beginning  with 
the  word  “Members,”  amended  to  read: 

Members  admitted  by  transfer  must  be  re-obligated,,  except  Past 
National  Presidents  who  by  virtue  of  their  services  are  life  members 
of  the  Order. 

No.  6 — Page  7,  Chapter  II,  Art  IV,  Sec.  3,  amended  by  adding  the 
following  sentence  at  the  close  of  the  paragraph: 

“The  joint  Circle  group  may  decide  who  shall  give  the  initiatory 
ceremony.” 

No.  7 — Page  8,  Chapter  II,  Art.  V,  Sec.  2,  amended  by  adding  para¬ 
graph  “d”: 

A  member  having  received  either  an  election  or  an  appointment 
to  a  Department  office,  being  granted  at  her  request  a  transfer  card, 
constitutes  a  vacancy  in  the  Department  office  which  she  is  filling. 

No.  8 — Page  8,  Chapter  II,  Art.  VI,  Sec.  2,  amended  to  read: 

Special  meetings  may  be  convened  by  the  President,  or  whenever 
request  is  made  in  writing  to  the  President  by  five  members  of  the 
Circle,  provided,  that  no  business  except  that  specified  in  the  order  for 
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such  special  meeting  shall  be  transacted,  and  no  alteration  affecting 
the  general  interest  of  the  Circle  shall  be  made  at  a  special  meeting. 
All  members  must  be  notified  of  the  special  meeting  in  writing,  or  by 
press  notice  or  by  telephone  at  the  direction  of  the  President. 

A  spcial  meeting  may  be  called  to  receive  applications,  also  to 
initiate  candidates,  but  the  ballot  must  be  taken  at  a  regular  meeting. 

No.  9 — Page  9,  Chapter  II,  Art.  VII,  Sec.  1,.  amended  by  adding 
to  paragraph  “e”  the  sentence  after  the  word  “shoulder”: 

“This  Flag  is  not  removed  before  burial.” 

No.  10 — Page  9,  Chapter  II,  Art.  VII,  Sec.  1,  amended  by  adding  a 
new  paragraph  lettered  “h”  after  “g”  to  read: 

(h).  When  singing  the  National  Anthem,  “THE  STAR  SPANG¬ 
LED  BANNER,”  in  the  “CLOSING  SERVICE”  of  the  Ritual,  the  mem¬ 
bers  will  place  their  right  hand  over  the  heart. 

No.  11 — Page  10,  Chapter  II,  Art.  VIII,  Sec.  1,  amended  by  adding 
the  officer  “Historian”  after  the  word  “Registrar”  in  the  third  line. 

No.  12 — Page  10,  Chapter  II,  Art.  VIII,  Sec.  2,  amended  to  read: 

All  members  in  good  standing  shall  be  eligible  to  office  in  the 
Circle  excepting  that  the  office  of  President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer, 
can  be  held  by  no  member  filling  either  of  these  offices  in  the  Depart¬ 
ment  or  National  Bodies,  and  officers  are  not  allowed  to  serve  pro  tern 
in  either  of  these  offices. 

A  member  holding  either  of  these  offices  must  place  her  resig¬ 
nation  of  same  in  the  hands  of  the  installing  officer  before  she  can 
be  installed  into  either  of  these  offices  in  the  Department  or  National 
Body. 

No.  13 — Page  10,  Chapter  II,  Art.  IX,  amended  by  inserting: 


PROCEDURE  FOR  BALLOT  FOR  OFFICERS  TO  BE  USED  BY  CIR¬ 
CLES,  DEPARTMENTS  AND  THE  NATIONAL  BODY 

Sec.  1-a.. — A  table  shall  be  placed  in  front  of  the  President’s  sta¬ 
tion.  The  President  shall  appoint  a  sister  to  act  as  Judge  of  the  elec¬ 
tion  who  seats  herself  at  the  table.  Each  person  who  becomes  a  can¬ 
didate  for  election  has  the  privilege  of  selecting  a  sister  for  teller. 

At  the  direction  of  the  President  the  members  will  rise  and  num¬ 
ber  for  the  purpose  of  determining  the  total  number  of  votes  entitled 
to  be  cast  in  the  election  which  count  will  be  announceed  by  the  Sec¬ 
retary  of  the  Circle.  The  President  will  instruct  the  conductors  to  pass 
the  blank  ballots  and  each  member  will  write  her  choice  for  office 
on  the  ballot.  At  the  direction  of  the  President,  the  members  form  a 
march  and  deposit  their  ballots  in  a  receptacle  on  the  table.  As  a 
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member  ballots  the  Judge  of  election  voices  the  count  of  members  bal¬ 
loting.  By  this  method  the  number  of  ballots  entitled  to  be  cast  is 
verified  by  the  Judge’s  count  which  must  check  with  the  number  al¬ 
ready  announced  by  the  Secretary.  When  the  members  have  returned 
to  their  seats,  the  President  will  close  the  ballot,  by  the  statement, 
“Have  all  balloted?  If  so,  I  declare  the  ballot  closed.” 

One  teller  picks  up  a  ballot,  inspects  it  and  hands  it  to  the  Judge, 
who  calls  the  ballot  and  passes  it  to  the  next  teller,  who  inspects  it 
and  keeps  the  count  and  also  the  Secretary  of  the  Circle  keeps  the 
count  as  check  against  the  tally  of  the  teller.  When  the  tally  is  com¬ 
pleted  the  teller  keeping  the  count,  hands  the  total  count  to  the  Judge, 
who  announces  the  result  of  the  ballot. 

In  the  event  that  more  than  two  tellers  are  representing  candidates 
for  the  same  office,  each  teller  inspects  every  ballot.  After  the  an¬ 
nouncement  of  the  result  of  the  ballot  by  the  Judge  of  election,  the 
President  shall  declare  the  candidate  elected. 

No.  14 — Page  10,  Chapter  II,  Art.  IX,  Sec.  1,  after  the  word 
“consent,”  in  line  4,  amend  to  read: 

When  there  is  only  one  nominee  for  office,  the  President  shall 
direct  the  Secretary  to  cast  the  unanimous  ballot  for  the  candidate 
without  motion  from  the  Circle.  The  Secretary  will  then  write  the 
name  of  the  nominee  for  office  on  a  ballot  and  carry  it  to  the  table, 
where  she  will  deposit  it,  while  she  makes  a  statement  as  follows:

name  of  Circle  and  number),  I  cast  the  unanimous  ballot  for  Sister 

. (name  of  sister)  for  the  office  of . 

(name  of  office  to  which  elected).  The  President  will  then  declare  the 
candidate  elected. 

No.  15 — Page  11,  Chapter  I,  Art.  IX,  Sec.  2,  amended  to  read: 

In  case  of  ballot  for  office  a  majority  of  all  votes  cast  shall  be 
requisite  for  an  election.  If  there  is  no  election  on  the  first  two  bal¬ 
lots,  all  names,  except  those  receiving  the  two  highest  votes,,  shall  be 
dropped  by  the  President. 

No.  16— Page  11,;  Chapter  II,  Art.  IX,  Sec.  4,  amended  lines  5-6-7 
to  read: 

The  number  of  representatives  to  which  each  Circle  is  entitled 
shall  be  determined  by  the  Quarterly  Report  last  preceding  the  elec¬ 
tion,  and  shall  be  one  delegate  for  each  ten  (10)  members  or  major 
fraction  of  that  number. 

No.  17 — Page  14,  Chapter  II,  Art.  X,  amended  by  renumbering  the 
sections  beginning  with  section  8,  and  substitute  the  following  para¬ 
graph  as  section  8: 

Sec.  8. — The  Circle  Historian  shall  compile  a  history  of  the  Circle 
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from  the  date  of  its  institution,  and  thereafter  keep  the  events  of  in¬ 
terest  up  to  current  date;  she  shall  preserve  documents,,  press  notices 
and  other  papers  not  the  property  of  the  Circle  Secretary  and  Treas¬ 
urer,  and  submit  an  annual  report  to  the  Circle.  The  Historian  is 
seated  near  the  station  of  the  Treasurer. 

No.  18 — Page  15,  Chapter  II,  Art.  XI,  Sec.  2,  amended  to  read: 

The  dues  paid  by  members  to  Circle  shall  be  not  less  than  one  dol¬ 
lar  and  fifty  cents  ($1.50)  beginning  Jan.  1,  1940,  which  will  include 
the  per  capita  tax  to  be  paid  on  members  by  Circles  to’  Departments 
and  by  Departments  to  the  National  Body.

The  Chaplain  will  forward  her  re¬ 
port  to  the  Department  Chaplain  and  the  Patriotic  Instructor  will  for¬ 
ward  her  report  to  the  Department  Partiotic  Instructor  immediately  af¬ 
ter  being  approved  by  the  Circle. 

No.  20 — Page  17,  Chapter  II,  Art.  I,  amend  by  adding  a  new  para¬ 
graph  to  read: 

Sec.  2.— THE  FORM  OF  INSTITUTING  SERVICE  for  a  Depart¬ 
ment  will  be  carried  out  in  the  same  manner  as  prescribed  for  the 
institution  of  a  Circle  in  the  Ritual  on  page  32,  except  that  after  the 
institution  and  the  election  of  officers,  a  Department  Convention  must 
be  held  immediately,  presided  over  by  the  President  elected  at  the  in¬ 
stitution.  A  regular  election  of  officers  shall  be  held  at  which  time 
the  Department  Counselor,  who  is  the  presiding  Department  Presi¬ 
dent,  and  delegates  to  the  National  Convention  shall  be  elected. 

No.  21 — Page  18,  Chapter  III,  Art.  IV,  Sec.  1,  amended  to  read: 

Sec.  1. — All  members  of  a  Department  of  the  Ladies  of  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic  present  in  a  Convention  shall  be  eligible  to  of¬ 
fice,  except  a  member  must  be  a  past  Circle  President  to  be  elected 
to  the  office  of  Department  President,  Department  Senior  Vice-Presi¬ 
dent,  Department  Junior  Vice-President  and  Department  Historian;  and 
provided,  further,  there  be  no  conflict  in  the  election  with  Chapter  II, 
Art.  VIII,  Sec.  2.

At  the  same  time  the  officers  are  elected,  the  Convention  shall

gate  at  large  and  one  delegate  for  every  thirty  (30)  members  en¬ 
titled  to  vote  in  the  Department  Convention,  or  major  fraction  of  the 
number.

— All  members  of  a  National  Convention  present  at  its  ses¬ 
sion,  shall  be  eligible  to  office,  except  a  member  must  be  a  Past  De¬ 
partment  President  to  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  National  President, 
National  Senior  Vice-President,  National  Junior  Vice-President  and  Na¬ 
tional  Historian,  provided  there  is  no  confliction  in  the  election  with 
Chapter  II,  Art.  VIII,  Sec.  2. 

No.  28— Page  25,  Chapter  IV,  Art.  VI,  amended  by  renumbering 
the  sections  beginning  with  Section  9,  and  substituting  the  following 
section  for  Section  9,  to  read: 

Sec.  9. — The  National  Historian  shall  compile  a  history  of  the  Or¬ 
der  from  the  date  of  its  establishment,  and  record  the  events  which 
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have  transpired  up  to  the  current  time.  She  shall  preserve  documents, 
Journals  of  the  National  Proceedings,  press  notices  of  the  National 
Conventions  and  other  historic  papers  entrusted  to  her  keeping  by 
vote  of  the  National  Body  or  at  the  direction  of  the  National  Presi¬ 
dent.

(The  Revision  Committee  recommended,  that  since  the  office  of 
Department  Inspector  had  been  abolished,  that  the  office  of  National 
Inspector  be  abolished  by  the  National  Body  and  this  recommendation 
was  adopted  by  the  National  Convention.) 

No.  31 — Page  28,  Chapter  V,  amended  by  adding  Article  IV  to 
read:

A  DEPARTMENT  AT  THE  INSTITUTION  OF  A  NEW  CIRCLE.

RITUAL  CHANGES  ADOPTED  BY  THE  FIFTY-THIRD 

NATIONAL  CONVENTION 

No.  1 — Page  26  in  the  Ritual  revised  as  follows:: 

Delete  the  four  (4)  gavel  raps  at  the  bottom  of  the  page  and 
insert  in  fine  print  the  Instruction:  “Members  will  sing  the  INITIA¬ 
TION  ODE.”  (Members  remain  standing  at  their  seats  while  sing¬ 
ing.) 

Insert  four  (4)  gavel  raps  after  the  singing  of  the  INITIATION 
ODE  and  revise  fine  print  at  bottom  of  page  27  to  contain  the  fol¬ 
lowing  instruction: 
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Members  led  by  the  Secretary  form  a  march  of  greeting  as  the 
Musician  plays  appropriate  music.  After  Secretary  greets  new  mem¬ 
bers,  using  the  grip  of  this  Order,  she  makes  a  circuit  of  the  hall,  re¬ 
turning  to  her  station  and  all  members  follow  her  lead  and  greet  the 
new  members,  taking  their  places  in  turn  until  all  have  returned  to 
their  seats,  and  stand  until  seated  by  gavel  rap  of  the  President. 

No.  2 — Page  40  in  Ritual  revised  as  follows,  the  fine  print  to  read: 

“Conductor  and  Assistant  place  officers  in  position  at  rear  of  Altar 
as  named,  starting  at  the  left  facing  the  President. 

No.  3 — Page  11  in  the  Ritual,  repeat  the  “GOOD  AND  WEL¬ 
FARE,”  after  “THE  AMERICAN  CREED”  and  before  the  singing  of 
the  song,  “GUARD  THE  FLAG.” 

Each  section  of  these  revisions  were  acted  upon  separately,  and  on 
motion,  duly  seconded  ai  d  carried,  were  adopted  as  a  whole  by  the 
Convention. 


RECOMMENDATIONS  OF  THE  REVISION  COMMITTEE. 

We  recommend  that  stickers  be  printed  carrying  the  instruction  on 
changes  in  the  Ritual  and  that  these  be  sent  in  sufficient  quantities 
to  each  Department  President,  to  supply  each  circle  in  her  Depart¬ 
ment  and  that  each  Department  President  send  instruction  to  her 
Circles  that  these  stickers  be  placed  in  the  Ritual  adjacent  to  the  page 
where  the  change  has  been  made  by  this  National  Convention. 

Council  decides  that  this  be  adopted.

MINUTES  OF  THE  JOINT  COUNCIL  MEETING 

The  meeting  of  the  Joint  Advisory  Council  was  held  in  the  Presi¬ 
dential  Suite  of  the  Roosevelt  Hotel,  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  Thursday  night, 
August  31,  1939.  The  retiring  Advisory  Council  and  all  the  newly  in¬ 
stalled  officers  were  present. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  session  of  the  convention  were  read  and 
witha  few  corrections  were  approved.  By  motion  all  bills  of  the  con¬ 
vention  were  allowed  and  ordered  paid. 

Council  decides,  on  motions  properly  made,,  seconded  and  carried: 

1.  That  the  Departments  of  the  Potomac  and  Kentucky  No.  2,  be 
notified  to  take  out  incorporation  papers  immediately. 

2.  That  the  National,  Department  and  Circle  Presidents  be  ex- 
officio  members  of  all  committees. 

3.  That  the  bill  for  $7.32,  balance  due  on  cuts  for  last  year’s  pro¬ 
ceedings,  presented  by  Helen  Lehman,  be  allowed. 
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4.  That  the  salary  of  the  Editor  of  the  Bugle  Call  be  increased  to 
former  amount  of  $35.00  per  month. 

5.  That  the  National  President  be  empowered  to  pay  all  expenses 
of  the  National  Registrar  this  year. 

6.  That  the  National  Banner  be  covered  with  cellophane  to  pre¬ 
serve  it  for  Headquarters. 

7.  That  the  National  President  be  reimbursed  for  the  money  spent 
by  her  for  the  Julia  Ward  Howe  Tablet  copies. 

8.  That  the  Julia  Ward  Howe  Tablet  copies  be  placed  in  the  hands 
of  the  National  Patriotic  Instructor  to  be  distributed  free  to  circles 
who  will  buy  frames  for  them  and  place  them  in  schools. 

9.  That  the  Bugle  Call  assessment  start  from  October  first,  paid 
with  the  September  30th  per  capita  tax.  Paper  to  all  members  start 
January,  1940. 

10.  That  the  National  President  draw  from  the  Assessment  Fund 
the  amount  to  cover  any  deficit  this  year,  same  to  be  reimbursed  dur¬ 
ing  year. 


Motion  to  adjourn  was  carried.

ORGANIZATION  AND  INSTITUTION  OF  DEPARTMENT  OF 

KENTUCKY  No.  2 

For  several  years  August  Willich  Circle  No.  1,  Louisville,  Ky.,  has 
been  looking  forward  to  the  organization  of  two  other  circles  when 
they  could  form  a  department.  A  little  brighter  outlook  to  this  goal 
was  realized  when  Albert  Scott  Circle  No.  2  was  instituted  early  in 
1938.  These  sisters  continued  to  work  for  the  third  circle,,  and  late  in 
June,  1939,  word  came  from  Mary  Williams  that  this  circle  was  nearly 
completed.  Proper  instructions  were  given  for  the  organization  of  this 
third  circle,  but  the  question  arose  as  to  whether  any  legal  reason 
existed  which  would  prohibit  the  establishment  of  a  second  department 
in  a  state  where  a  department  already  existed. 

This  was  referred  to  the  Revision  Committee  whose  chairman, 
Margaret  Grandle  sent  a  letter  to  all  of  her  committee  requesting 
the  opinion  of  each  member  on  this  question.  Replies  were  received 
immediately,  that  no  law  existed  to  prohibit  the  organization  of  a 
second  department  in  Kentucky  under  existing  conditions.  The  let¬ 
ters  from  this  committee  were  forwarded  to  National  Headquarters 
by  Sister  Grandle,  together  with  the  encouragement  of  the  committee 
to  go  forward  with  the  organization,  just  as  soon  as  the  petitions  from 
the  three  white  circles  would  be  properly  signed  requesting  a  depart¬ 
ment. 
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Search  through  the  journals  of  the  proceedings  of  the  past  na¬ 
tional  conventions,  revealed  that  in  1907  under  the  administration  of 
Elma  B.  Dalton,  National  President,  August  Willich/  Circle  No.  1  sent 
a  petition  signed  by  every  member  certifying  that  they  desired  to  be 
placed  under  National  Jurisdiction.  This  petition  was  granted  by  the 
National  President,  and  approved  by  the  National  Council  of  Admin¬ 
istration. 

Taking  this  as  a  guide,  the  following  letter  was  sent  to  the  Na¬ 
tional  Council  of  Administration:

Army  of  the  Republic— permission  is  given  for  the  placing  of  that 
tablet  in  the  same  panel  with  the  placing  of  the  General  Order  No. 
11,  by  the  Auxiliary  to  the  Sons  of  Union  Veterans  of  the  Civil  War, 
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“The  tablet  will  contain  General  Grant’s  bust  at  the  top  and  in 
the  body  will  be  the  terms  given  to  General  Lee  as  follows: 

Appomattox  Court  House, 
April  9,  1865. 

General  R.  E.  Lee, 

Commanding  Confederate  States  Armies. 

General: 

In  accordance  with  the  substance  of  my  letter  to  you  of  the  8th 
inst.,  I  propose  to  receive  the  surrender  of  the  Army  of  Northern  Vir¬ 
ginia  on  the  following  terms,  to- wit: 

Rolls  of  all  the  officers  and  men  to  be  made  in  duplicate,,  one 
copy  to  be  given  to  an  officer  designated  by  me,  the  other  to  be  re- 
tained<  by  such  officer  or  officers  as  youmay  designate.  The  officers 
to  give  their  individual  paroles  not  to  take  up  arms  against  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  of  the  United  States  until  properly  exchanged,  and!  each  com¬ 
pany  or  regimental  commander  sign  a  like  parole  for  the  men  of  their 
commands; 

The  arms,  artillery  and  public  property  to  be  packed  and  stocked 
and  turned  over  to  the  officer  appointed  by  me  to  receive  them.  This 
will  not  embrace  the  side  arms  of  the  officers  nor  their  private  horses 
or  baggage.  Thus  done,  each  officer  and  men  will  be  allowed  to  re¬ 
turn  to  their  homes,  not  to  be  disturbed  by  the  United  States  authori¬ 
ties  so  long  as  they  observe  their  parole  and  the  laws'  in  force  where 
they  may  reside.

Lincoln  and  Washington  birthdays  were  observed  at  my  home  on 
February  22  when  Capt.  J.  T.  Wilson,  chaplain  U.  S.  Army,  gave  an 
instructive  and  inspiring  address.  A  portable  organ  was  furnished  by 
the  Akers  Funeral  Home  for  use  on  that  occasion.  Sister  Geiss  was 
in  charge  of  the  program  and  Sister  Fox  rendered  Lincoln’s  Gettysburg 
address. 

In  April  we  joined  with  other  groups  in  the  annual  pilgrimage 
to  the  Alamo. 

We  attended  Memorial  services  at  Post  Chapel,  Fort  Sam  Hous¬ 
ton,  and  three  comrades  were  in  attendance.  On  May  30th  we  so¬ 
journed  to  the  National  Cemetery  and  joined  the  W.  R.  C.  and  D.  U.  V. 
in  special  services  at  the  flag  pole  and  at  the  grave  of  Ambrose  Thomp¬ 
son,  aide-de-camp  to  Abraham  Lincoln,  and  assisted  in  decorating  the 
more  than  1,400  graves  of  soldiers.  We  paused  a  moment  in  this 
month  in  grateful  thanksgiving  to  God  that  our  circle  had  not  been 
visited  by  the  Angel  of  Death.  Four  applications  were  received  dur¬ 
ing  May. 

Flag  Day  was  observed  at  the  regular  meeting,  also  the  members 
joined  the  American  Flag  Day  Association  at  twilight  in  front  of  the 
Alamo,  where  a  program  was  sponsored  by  that  group,  all  other  pa¬ 
triotic  organizations  taking  part. 

A  goodly  number  of  members  attended  the  Independence  Day 
program,  sponsored  by  the  War  Veterans  Council.  Chaplain  Sheffield, 
U.  S.  Army;  Hon.  E.  Guy  LeStourgeon,.  past  Department  Commander, 
U.  S.  W.  V.,  and  Hon.  C.  W.  Anderson,  World  War  veteran  and  Bexar 
County  judge,  were  the  speakers 

A  noon  luncheon  in  observance  of  the  thirty-first  anniversary  of 
the  institution  of  our  Circle  was  held  August  8th.  The  speakers  were, 
charter  members,  Sisters  Louise  T.  Ewing  and  Sarah  E.  Fox,  also  Sister 
Geiss,  who  assisted  the  late  Sister  Mary  Wanless  as  secretary  at  the 
institution  of  the  Circle.  In  August,  made  a  trip  to  Comfort,  Texas, 
as  a  guest  of  the  D.  U.  V.,  to  the  only  monument  erected  in  the  State 
of  Texas  to  the  Unionists  who  were  massacred  August  10,  1862. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  say  I  have  been  happy  in  the  work,  and 
when  I  turn  over  the  gavel  to  my  successor,  I  shall  feel  I  have  done 
my  best.  I  regret  I  cannot  be  in  attendance  at  the  Convention,  and 
with  kindest  regards  from  Texas,  and  may  God  bless  you  until  we

CIRCULAR  LETTER  No.  1 

WORKING  INSTRUCTIONS  FOR  DEPARTMENT  PRESIDENTS 

AND  COMMITTEES 


October  15,  1938. 


Dear  Sisters: 

During  the  last  few  years,  not  only  has  every  individual  felt  the 
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effects  of  the  depression,  but  organizations  as  well,  our  own  included. 
We  have  had  to  depend  on  the  support  given  hope  chests,  quilt  chances 
and  coupon  books  to  meet  the  deficit  at  the  end  of  each  year.  This 
condition  was  not  the  fault  of  our  leaders,  but  the  loss  of  members, 
and  has  brought  our  finances  down  to  the  minimum. 

By  the  decisions  of  our  52nd  National  Convention  you  will  note: 
That  it  took  $600  to  meet  the  deficit  this  year;  that  we  gave  $500  to 
our  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic;  that  in  order  to  repay  this  money 
that  was  borrowed  a  25-cent  assessment  was  levied  on  each  member 
of  our  order  to  be  paid  the  quarter  ending  December  31,  1938. 

This  is  the  year  of  the  readjustment  of  our  financial  status,  and  is 
not  for  one  person,  one  circle  or  one  department,  but  every  member 
whose  pride  is  in  the  heritage  that  comes  to  them  through  the  blood 
of  those  brave  men  whose  sacrifice  gave  us  this  glorious  united  nation. 

To  this  end,  I  have  asked  you  to:  appoint  a  sister  in  your  depart¬ 
ment  as  chairman  of  Ways  and  Means  to  work  with  our  national  chair¬ 
man  of  Ways  and  Means,  Frances  M.  Kuhn,  Swissvale,,  Pa.;  to  ask 
each  circle  president  to  appoint  a  sister  in  her  circle  as  assistant  to 
the  department  chairman.  The  duty  of  this  committee  is  “to  suggest 
and  help  carry  out  ways  and  means  to  raise  necessary  funds  for  Circles 
and  25c  additional.”  You  understand  that  if  the  members  do  not  pay, 
which  is  the  easiest  way,  the  circle  is  obligated;  if  the  circles  do  not 
respond  100%,  the  department  is  responsible.  The  amount  is  deter¬ 
mined  by  the  number  in  your  last  quarterly  report. 

October  and  November  are  the  best  months,  and  when  the  circle 
has  sent  its  money  to  the  department,  the  Ways  and  Means  chairman 
should  notify  the  department  chairman,  who  in  turn  will  notify  the 
national  chairman.  This  should  be  done  by  December  1st,  that  a  check 
up  may  be  made  before  the  last  of  the  month. 

Bugle  Call:  The  department  press  correspondent  will  be  the  as¬ 
sistant  to  the  national  press  correspondent,  Jessie  Mae  Meyer,  Den¬ 
ver,  Colo.;  and  a  sister  appointed  by  each  circle  president  will  be  an 
assistant  to  the  department  press  correspondent.  Our  slogan  this 
year  is:  THE  BUGLE  CALL  IN  EVERY  HOME. 

Membership:  The  national  corresponding  secretary,,  Miss  Wilma 
M.  Raman,  Springfield,  Ill.,  is  chairman  of  membership.  Your  depart¬ 
ment  corresponding  secretary  is  her  assistant.  The  sisters  appointed 
by  each  circle  president  will  be  the  assistants  to  the  department  cor¬ 
responding  secretary.  Our  goal  this  year  is  ten  new  members  for 
each  circle.  (We  hope  for  more,  but  if  at  least  that  many  can  be 
gained  over  the  loss,  it  will  be  very  gratifying.) 

If  your  department  has  not  a  corresponding  secretary  or  press 
correspondent,  please  appoint  a  sister  to  this  office,  and  ask  each 
circle  president  to  appoint  one  from  her  circle  as  assistant  to  these 
officers. 
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The  chairmen  of  Ways  and  Means  are  not  for  just  this  quarter, 
but  for  all  the  year  to  suggest  ways  and  means  to  finance  your  circles 
and  departments  after  this  first  work  is  done. 

In  making  this  setup  for  our  organization  the  thought  was  to 
stimulate  greater  interest  and  to  unite  our  efforts;  make  a  happy 
game  of  it  for  OUR  GRAND  ARMY  needs  us  now.  In  the  years  gone 
by  we  have  not  given  them  money,  but  now  with  their  loss  of  mem¬ 
bers,  we  must  take  our  place  with  those  affiliated  with  us  in  the 
Grand  Army  Family.  WE  MUST  NOT  FAIL. 

Sisters  appointed  in  each  circle  to  the  different  committees  should 
send  their  names  at  once  to  their  department  chairman,  ori  the  circle 
president  should  report  to  you. 

The  above  will  be  your  talking  points  when  you  are  inspecting 
your  circles  and  to  those  who  have  been  inspected,  your  letters  to  them 
can  obtain  the  suggestions  I  offer  here. 

I  believe  this  will  help  us  materially  in  making  the  departments 
100%,  and  trust  that  you  will  write  me  at  all  times  if  there  is  any¬ 
thing  I  can  do  to  help.  I  am  always  at  your  service.

GENERAL  ORDERS  No.  2 


I.  The  Christmas  Season  of  1938  is  gone,  and  we  are  entering  upon 
the  new  year  of  1939.  The  experience  of  the  past  is  a  guide  to  the 
future.  May  we  sift  out  the  unpleasant  things,  and  profit  by  them, 
but  plan  a  happy  helpful  course,  remembering  always  that  to  be  true 
to  ourselves  we  must  be  true  to  our  obligations,  and  that  many  will¬ 
ing  hands  lighten  the  load. 

The  appreciation  of  the  National  Organization  is  tendered  to  the 
retiring  circle  officers  for  their  splendid  services  the  past  year,  and  con¬ 
gratulations  offered  the  new  officers,  hoping  that  this  year  will  far 
exceed  the  last  for  the  betterment  of  our  Order. 

II.  The  many  greetings,  cards  and  gifts  received  at  Christmas  time 
are  deeply  appreciated,  and  while  it  is  impossible  to  answer  and  thank 
each  one,  I  want  you  to  know  that  I  am  grateful  for  the  thought  that 
prompted  the  sending. 

III.  Three  very  important  committees  were  formed  this  year  to 
materially  help  in  our  readjustment  program.  Each  member  of  these 
committees  is  on  the  National  Staff,  and  has  a  specific  duty  to  perform. 
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1.  Ways  and  Means:  To  suggest  and  help  carry  out  ways  and 
means  to  raise  funds  for  the  circles,  and  the  25c  assessment  for  the  Na¬ 
tional.  This  assessment  is  not  a  gift  or  a  contribution,  but  an  assessment 
for  a  specific  purpose.  If  the  members  do  not  pay — which  is  the  easiest 
way — the  circle  is  obligated;  and  if  the  circles  do  not  respond  100%, 
the  department  is  responsible.  The  amount  for  each  circle  is  de¬ 
termined  by  the  last  quarterly  report.  This  assessment  takes  the 
same  course  as  the  per  capita  tax;  from  circle  to  department,  from 
department  to  National  Secretary,  checks  to  be  made  payable  to  the 
Department  and  National  Treasurers. 

2.  Membership:  The  National  Corresponding  Secretary  is  chair¬ 
man  of  membership,  and  each  Department  Corresponding  Secretary  is 
her  assistant.  The  sisters  appointed  by  each  Circle  President  will  be 
assistants  to  the  Department  Corresponding  Secretary.  Many  persons 
are  eligible,  but  have  not  been  asked  to  join  our  Order.  The  duty  of 
this  committee  is  to  ask  them.  TEN  MEMBERS  FOR  EACH  CIRCLE 
is  our  goal  this  year. 

3.  Press.  The  Department  Press  Correspondents  are  assistants 
to  the  National  Press  Correspondent,  and  the  sisters  appointed  by  each 
Circle  President  will  be  assistants  to  the  Department  Press  Corres¬ 
pondent.  The  duty  of  this  committee  is  to  send  news  to  the  press  and 
try  to  make  the  circles  100%  in  Bugle  Call  Subscriptions.  Our  goal 
this  year  is  “THE  BUGLE  CALL  IN  EVERY  HOME.” 

4.  Each  National  Chairman  of  the  three  committees  will  offer  a 
silver  loving  cup  as  a  prize  to  the  department  doing  the  most  outstand¬ 
ing  work  in  her  committee.  These  cups  held  by  the  winning  depart¬ 
ment  for  a  year  will  be  engraved  with  the  year,  name  of  the  depart¬ 
ment  and  the  department  chairman.

1.  All  reports,  such  as  the  Secretary’s  and  Treasurer’s  quarter¬ 
ly  reports,  the  Patriotic  Instructor’s  and  Chaplain’s  annual  reports,  go¬ 
ing  from  the  circle  to  the  department,,  are  true  records  of  the  proceed¬ 
ings  of  the  circle  and  should  be  read  and  approved  by  the  Circle, 
recorded  in  the  minutes,  signed  by  the  President  and  forwarded 
promptly  to  Department  Headquarters.  The  Quarterly  Reports  should 
be  appioved  the  last  meeting  of  the  quarter,  and  the  Patriotic  In¬ 
structor’s  and  Chaplain’s  reports  at  least  a  month  before  the  Depart¬ 
ment  Convention.  When  these  reports  are  recorded  in  the  Secretary’s 
permanent  record  book,  they  will  always  be  available  for  reference,  and 
it  will  not  be  necessary  to  file  a  copy  of  the  reports. 

2.  Looking  toward  a  permanent  filing  system,  Record  of  Eligi¬ 
bility  Cards  will  be  sent  to  each  department  for  their  circles,  each  card 
to  carry  the  record  of  one  person.  Immediately  after  the  initiation  of  a 
new  member,  or  the  death,  transfer  or  discharge  of  a  member,  the 
Circle  Registrar  will  send  a  card  with  the  correct  information  to  the 
Department  Registrar.

The  Circle  Presidents  are  asked  to  include  on 
the  Election  Return  Blanks  the  names  of  those  appointed  as  Chairmen 
of  Ways  and  Means  Committees,  Circle  Corresponding  Secretaries,  and 
Circle  Press  Correspondents. 

XII.  Supplies 

1.  New  Rituals  have  been  printed,  and  are  now  available  at 
the  usual  price.  Those  who  have  old  rituals  and  will  send  them,  pre¬ 
paid,  with  the  name  of  the  owner  inside,  to  the  Department  Treasurers, 
may  purchase  new  ones  for  35c  each.  Departments  will  pay  25c  each, 
and  the  small  difference  will  pay  the  postage  for  the  exchange.  THIS 
OFFER  IS  GOOD  ONLY  TO  APRIL  1ST. 

2.  New  Proposition  Books  are  ready,  about  half  the  size  of  the 
old  ones;  will  carry  380  records,  and  the  price  of  50e  each  will  make 
it  possible  for  the  circles  to  recopy  their  records  in  this  new  book.

I.  The  first  half  of  our  year  is  past,  and  we  are  looking  to  the 
time  when  many  changes  will  come  with  new  leadership.  We  are  con¬ 
fident  that  the  splendid  spirit  of  cooperation  that  has  proven  the  fine 
character  of  our  membership  during  this  readjustment  period  will  pre¬ 
vail  in  the  months  to  come.

Rev.  Martin  V.  Stone,  Adjutant  General  of  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic,  representing  the  Commander-in-Chief,  was  given 
a  great  ovation  at  both  the  Mass  Meeting,  and  the  Banquet,  Wednes¬ 
day  evening,  January  25th,  when  introduced  from  the  platform.  Henry 
Cabot  Lodge,  Jr.„  United  States  Senator  from  Massachusetts,  was  the 
speaker.  The  United  States  Navy  Band  and  the  United  States  Marine 
Band  furnished  musical  programs  during  the  Conference.  Your  Na¬ 
tional  President,  as  Second  Vice-Chairman  of  the  Conference,  was  given 
every  courtesy  by  the  gracious  Chairman  and  the  Conference  Officers.

By  order  of  the  49th  Annual  Convention,  the  Memorial  Order 
of  General  John  A.  Logan  was  ordered  published  in  the  General  Orders 
of  the  Ladies  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  and  will  be  found 
in  full  on  last  page  of  these  General  Orders.

June  14th,  we  will  celebrate  the  162nd  anniversary  of  the 
birth  of  our  famous  emblem.  Let  your  flag  as  it  is  displayed  and 
catches  the  breeze,  tell  the  story  of  a  land  where  freedom,  equality  and 
liberty  reign  supreme,  saved  to  you  by  those  men  whose  name  we 
proudly  bear,  and  whose  sacrifices  will  ever  live  in  the  hearts  of  our 
people.  Every  Patriotic  Instructor  will  surely  cooperate  to  teach  the 
children  of  our  land,,  love  of  our  country,  respect  for  our  Flag,  obed¬ 
ience  to  our  laws,  and  all  it  means  for  good  citizenship.

GENERAL  LOGAN’S  MEMORIAL  ORDER 
General  Order,  No.  11 

The  30th  day  of  May,  1868„  is  designated  for  the  purpose  of  strew¬ 
ing  with  flowers  or  otherwise  decorating  the  graves  of  comrades  who 
died  in  defense  of  their  country  during  the  late  rebellion,  and  whose 
bodies  now  lie  in  almost  every  city,  village  and  hamlet  churchyard  in 
the  land.  In  this  observance  no  form  of  ceremony  is  prescribed,  but 
Posts  and  Comrades  will  in  their  own  way  arrange  such  fitting  services 
and  testimonials  of  respect  as  circumstances  may  permit. 

We  are  organized,  Comrades,  as  our  Regulations  tell  us,  for  the  pur¬ 
pose,  among  other  things,  “Of  preserving  and  strengthening  those  kind 
and  fraternal  feelings  which  have  bound  together  the  soldiers,  sailors 
and  marines  who  united  to  suppress  the  late  rebellion.”  What  can  aid 
more  to  assure  this  result  than  by  cherishing  tenderly  the  memory  of 
our  heroic  dead,  who  made  their  breasts  a  barricade  between  our  coun¬ 
try  and  its  foes?  Their  soldier  lives  were  the  reveille  of  freedom  to 
a  race  in  chains,  and  their  deaths  the  tattoo  of  rebellious  tyranny  in 
arms.  We  should  guard  their  graves  with  sacred  vigilance.  All  that 
the  consecrated  wealth  and  taste  of  the  Nation  can  add  to  their  adorn¬ 
ment  and  security  is  but  a  fitting  tribute  to  the  memory  of  her  slain 
defenders.  Let  no  wanton  foot  tread  rudely  on  such  hallowed  grounds. 
Let  pleasant  paths  invite  the  coming  and  going  of  reverent  visitors  and 
fond  mourners.  Let  no  vandalism  of  avarice  or  neglect,  no  ravages  of 
time  testify  to  the  present  or  to  the  coming  generations  that  we  have 
forgotten  as  a  people  the  cost  of  a  free  and  undivided  republic. 

If  other  eyes  grow  dull  and  other  hands  slack,  and  other  hearts  cold 
in  the  solemn  trust,  ours  shall  keep  it  well  as  long  as  the  light  and 
waimth  of  life  remain  to  us. 

Let  us,  then,  at  the  time  appointed  gather  round  their  sacred  re¬ 
mains  and  garland  the  passionless  mounds  above  them  with  the  choicest 
flowers  of  springtime;  let  us  raise  above  them  the  dear  old  flag  they 
saved  from  dishonor;  let  us  in  this  solemn  presence  renew  our  pledges 
to  aid  and  assist  those  whom  they  have  left  among  us,  a  sacred  charge 
upon  a  Nation’s  gratitude, — the  soldier’s  and  sailor’s  widow  and  orphan. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  the  Commander-in-Chief  to  inaugurate  this  ob¬ 
servance  with  the  hope  that  it  will  be  kept  up  from  year  to  year  while 
a  survivor  of  the  war  remains  to  honor  the  memory  of  his  departed 
Comrades.  He  earnestly  desires  the  public  press  to  call  attention  to 
this  Order,  and  lend  it  friendy  aid  in  bringing  it  to  the  notice  of  Com¬ 
rades  in  all  parts  of  the  country  in  time  for  simultaneous  compliance 
therewith. 
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Department  Commanders  will  use  every  effort  to  make  this  Order 
effective.
